Shut off from ali outside knowledge of the worl<i’s doings, 
we aro compelled, unlike our bruthren on chore, to look 
inward for great events. Sudi, no doubt, exist in the 
fertile brains of our subscribere. Wit is rampant hard 
l>y our editorial sanctuni; vre hear it in the laughter of 
the half deck—hnmor ie wafted toward us in a combina- 
tion of trade vrind and “ Lore Jaek”— imagination falle 
gently upon us with the murmurings of the first watch 
jam—the love light in the dreamy eye, gazing at wind- 
ward sheen, is replete with poetry. 

Conscious of his own shortcominge—knowing his own 
scanty clock iii trade—the editor, (Jierefure, luok» tu hic 
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numerous patrone to ©volve and to fabricate, to let their 
gigantic intellecte have full play in the realtm of fancy, 
that 9'51" may be worthyof the ship In which we serve. 

ISuch a course will resuit iu great latitude oi eubject, 
and the paper will assist in elircinating any prognosticated 
“ inean time ” and unnecessary “ hourly differencee.” 


SfflPS’ LOGS. 

Sliips’ logs are claasited under two heads; namely, in¬ 
dicator» and registers; e&ch of which lias a delinite use. 
A speed indicator is principaily usef .il in showing changes 
of speed due to any cause, gw>h as the making and taking 
in of eail or the bracing of yards; but a register, aa # ite 
uarne iniplice, registers distanccs run. £ach of these in¬ 
strumenta, however, may be put to a different usage, as 
for example, the distance run during an hour may be 
found approximately hy taking the indicated speed at 
short intervals of time by an indicator; also the speed 
per hour at any instant may l>o ostimated by noting the 
time of runuing oue mile, by means of a register. The 
fir3t log of which there is any authentic history is the log 
chip and line. This is a speed indicator, and strange to 
say it has l>een but slightly improved in centuries, and 
stili it is considered a cheok on ali other logs, and the 
writer must oonfese thafc he deos not eee how it» nise can 
Ije altogether discontiuued. It is open to the following 
objections, namely: The difficulty of keepir.g the log chip 
stationary in the water, the change in the length of the 
line when wet and dry, the personal error of paying it 
out, oftep amonnting to one-half a knot., the error dite to 
tho dampnetss of the sand in the glase, and of tuming it 
iu an upright position at the uncertain oider “ turn,” al&o 
of stopping the line from running out, instantly, at the 
word “up.” The attempta of most inventore have been 
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to indicate the speed from moment to moment by simple 
Inspection, without the trouble of “ heaving tlie log.”— 
From a cursory glanee at American and foreign patenta, 
I should think a hundred inventions might cover this claes. 
The following are the most important principies used in 
their conatmctinn: First. Pressure per sqimre inch on a 
certain surface towed through the water. Of this kind 
we liave the Ol&rk-Rtmsell spring log, consisting of an or- 
dinary log chip towed astern by means of a line led to the 
taffrail of the vcssel; attaclied to the inboard end of the 
line is an ordinary spring balance, upon the index dial of 
whieh the amount of pull for the speed is sliown. The 
greatest ohjection to this log is, t.hat. not. only fl>e pres¬ 
sure on tlie ohip but also the pressure due to the wetted 
surface of the line is indicated, and tlie latter varies with 
the irregularity of the waves. This causes fluctnatlons 
whicli are stili further increased by the jumping of the 
ehip out of the water. The next class of logs is depend¬ 
ent upon the percussion of water due to its velocity. The 
log consists of » t.«be passed down verti cally throngh the 
bottom of a veseel near the keel, the open end of it being 
bent forward and at right angles. This is the percussion 
log. and is an adaptation of Pitop’s tube for measnring 
tlie velocity of a strearn. It would seem a simple and 
beautiful device, but it is open to no lessthan fonr serious 
objections, some of whieh enter into logs to be mentioned 
hereAfter: First. A vcsspl alwayg carnes along witli it* 
und in the same direotion, a largo body of water due to 
skin resistance, or friction of the particles of water on its 
sides. This renders it necessary to extend the tube un- 
derneath and to an impractieable distance from the bot¬ 
tom. Second. Every time the ship rolls the end of the 
tube is carried to different depths, the column of water 
and eonsequently the passure varying wit.h every roll.— 
Tliird. At speeds aliove oight knots tlie dist&noes on the 
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sc&le become so small that tlie use of a magnifying glass 
is rendered necesaary in order to read the specds. Fourth. 
Thero ia the practical objection of having to dock the 
vesael ia order to attach the instrument, and of those on 
board being unable to ciear it when it becomes foulei.— 
The next deviee ia aimilar in principio to the Clark-Russell 
spring log, but it is attached to & vessel. It consiste of 
au ordiuary cjliuder pa&sed llirougb tlie bow of a ship 
and having a cloae-fitting piaton, to the piaton rod of 
which ia secured a spring and dial, the apeed correapond- 
ing to the pressure being indicated by the index. The 
objectiops to this instrument are, the varying total pres¬ 
sure on the piston, due to change of its projected area to 
forward motiou when the vessel pitehes. There are nu- 
meroua eddies aurrounding it, and it is impracticable to 
apply and ciear; beaidea which, the index ia not near the 
eye of the nfficcr of the Heek. To this aattc elaaa of loga 
belong the vane indicators, that ia, vanes placcd undor 
the bottoui of the vessel and inulined to the vertical lon- 
gitudinal plane paasing through the keel. The amount 
of torsional deflection indicated on a apring 6cale attached 
to a rod paaaing through the bottom of the ship, sliowa 
the speod. Those loge are open to the objections of the 
preceding, or bow pressure log; also of skin rcaiatanoe; 
and they are greatly affected by rolling. Tlie principle 
of the next cl&ss of logs is vacuum, which may be pro- 
duced in two different waya. The first way is by revera- 
ing the tube of the pereussion log, or bending the end 
avray from the line of motion of the veseel, or towarc her 
stern. The vacuum ia produced by exliaustiou of water 
from the tube, such vacuum ceasing when the water ia 
totally exhau8ted; that is, if we have the end of the tube 
immersed ten feet, only ten irc.hes of vae,nutri can lie 
formed. If it were not for this fact, we could bow the 
end of a rubber tube astem or alongside and indicate the

speed. But we are unable to keep the end of tlie tube 
at a flxed distarce from the surface of the water, as it 
rises at higli Bpeed; consequently, we cannot produce the 
vacuum corresponding to the Bpeed. The inverted 
vacuum tube lias ali the objectiora of the percussion log, 
exeept thoee of fonling, and small diversioris on the scale. 
The next vacuum instrument is that of Beraouilli, who 
diecovered that in a cylindrical adjutage, or mOuth-piece, 
when water flowed throngh it, a vannum was formed at. a 
pnint distant about lialf the diameter of the tube from it» 
eutrance ; and it made no differenee whether the mouth- 
piccc was stationary and the water flowed through it, or 
the water stationary and the instrument movable. It lias 
also been fouud that ibe vacuuiu is stili further increased 
by making tlie tube of a shape to conform to the natural 
flow of water (not unlike a speaking trumpet), the vacuum 
being formed at the most contracted part. This instra- 
ment attached to a vessel vvould be worthlese, as it would 
be affected by the moving body of water, due to skin re- 
sistance; it would be affected by rolling and pitching, 
and it would also be difficult to ciear when fouled. The 
log devised by the writer was intended to meet these ob- 
jections. Tlie advantages of vaeunm were plainly aeen 
in the increat-ed rendings on the scale. Twenty-eight 
inclies has been obtained for twelve knots; but this scale 
«an be reduoed by dianging the dimensione of the 
Bemouilli vacuum instrument. The long gum tube by 
wliicli it is towed asterii or ulongside, places the instru- 
ixient at sucli a distance from the vessel as to be unaffected 
by skin resistam», and it is but slightly affected by rolling 
and pitching. Rigged out and alongside it can be seen 
b} r the oflicer of tlie deck, who can have it hauled in and 
cleared when fouled. Any number of spring or mercu- 
rial gauges can l>e placed anywhere on the ship, and 
together with the log cliip as a check, the distance run 
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during an hour can te eatimated vervjcloeely. There are 
many complex devices, a descriptiori of which would take 
up too much epace in a paper of this kind.

The impersonal editor deeires to expreta his obl.ga- 
ticns to his appreeiative cotistituency for the ample sup- 
port given to his enterprise, and lie particularly wiehes 
th&t his numerons contributors would consider tlieir.selves 
in reeeipt of his bcst thanks for their kindness in so lit>- 
erally filling his contrilmtion box. 

Telephonic, and ali otlier connection, having been 
broken, we are at a loss to know what other editors are 
diseussing. It is then, again, to tlie imagination of our 
readers tliat we must appeal. We ask them to go on 
deek during the first watehes of the eharming nights 
with wbieh we are favored, and gazing up into tlio em- 
pyreatl, there gather fresh impiration for the tasks of 
the days to ooinc. Nolonger is tho Bcaoon Star, Polaris, 
of any use to us; the Little Bear has siink beneath the 
Northern horizon, and bidding farewell to the Hyperbo- 
rean couslcllatious, we tum our faces toward the Austral 
Croas, shining in all its beauty in the new skies under 
which we sail; our eyes are alert to cateli a siglit of Ma- 
gellarTs Clouds, and far overhead we see Oi*ion, with his 
glorious companion, the Dog star, sinking to rest beneath 
the Western waste of waters. As we leave behind U6 
all the old familiar faces in the heavens, so too we leave 
our earthiv friends, sure that the}' bave gone but for a 
time, and that as our good ship oleaves lier way throngh 
the waters of the great South Sea, and then turns upon 
lier Iiomcward eourse, we shall again see them in all 
their beauty, glad to weleome us onee more to our own 
beloved hemisphere. 

Tho joy of the return will bc doublcd, the tediuin of 
the voyage will be lessened, if we have heen able to make 
this cruise noteworthy as one of intellectual activity and 
professional zeal. 

There i» a blighl risk of lliese coliiunis becoming simply 
the medium for tropie sentimentalism or innocent per- 
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sonal satire, begot of the doldruin life of the past fe r 
days; and, wliile eongratulating the citizens of Jame;- 
town upon the high order of merit displayed by onr con- 
tributions, we must also lainent that so little has been 
received dealing with strictly serrice subjeets. 

We are not to forget that. jnst at this period the Navy 
is about to undergo a radieal reforraation. Ships are to 
be built, rovised regulatione issucd, minor dctails are to 
l*e altered, and new featuresare tu headded to our futuie 
men-of-war. It is scarcely to l»e expected that an essay 
on any one of these questione cati be written on sueh a 
eruise as this, much less is it possihle for it to appear in 
h weekly paper ; bnt a ahort monograpli upm the liundred 
and one topies discussed at the meas tablc, is witlnn the 
reach of alL If our contributors find it ont of their 
power—or rather Jet us t-ay inclination—to do this, at 
least let them keep a memorandum; the antique fittings 
of this good old sailing sliip offering & broad field for the 
introdnetion of modern improvements, and of the mcane 
of future eflicieney. Sudi note», even if they be not 
printed, will l>e of great serviee to the editor, as in a few 
weeks he intends to develope a plan by which they mav 
he of serviee tonsall and to the Navy at large. Finally, 
we would sugge*t the following euljjects for thought: 

“ The use, mia use and abuse of the potential mood in 
the Navy Regulatione.” 

“ The interior lighting of ships of war.” 

“ Improvement in uniform from ' an artistic point of 
view.” 

“ The heating of aliips.” 

“ Distribution of fresh water on board ship.”

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SHLPS’ LOGS. (Contlnued.) 

We next como to registers which were, no doubt, a 
great improvement in logs, and liave in no emall way 
loenefitted steam navigation. The first of prominence 
was Massey’8 log, rude in eonstruction and faulty in prin¬ 
cipies. It had the objecdon of having to be hauled in 
whenever the course was thanged, in order to note the 
readingsof the register. The propeller was conneeteH by 
a spindle tn the register, ko that. if ore was lost both 
went, and the mechanism was exposed to the action of 
ialt water. In Merrill’s log thcrc was about a fatliom of 
line letween tlie propellor and the register, which lessened 
the prohability of the luse uf ImjIIi. The Bliss log waB 
now bruught forward, and it is considered the best tn 
nae as far as the principle is conoerned. In this log the 
register was simply transferred froni the water to the 
taffrail of a vessel, an improvement small in itself* but 
which permitted the instrument to be read at any time 
on any eourse; and the mechanism was not exposed to 
salt water, or liable to lose. By noting the time of run- 
ning one mile, the speed per honr could also be estimated. 
As the propellor is ar. a great diRtanoe from the vessel, it 
is but slightly affected by pitching and rolling, the im- 
portanee of w T hioh we . have beforo rofcrrcd to. The 
Bliss log, howcvcr, has its objcctions, namely : the fric- 
tional wetted surface of the line varies with its leugtli, 
and the slip of the propellor is proportional to such sur- 
face; besides which, the indicatione at low speeds, when 
the instrument sinks, are very uncertain. A Board of 
Naval (Jfficers experimented with this log on board a 
Coast Snrvey steamer, giving as their report that betw T een 
three and eight knots it regis tered vory accurately. but 
outside of these limi ts the indicatione feli short. Above 
eight knots with so small a propellor and comparatively 
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fine pitch, the slip was increased, as was the case lielov 
three knots, wh«n t.he propeller «ank and the wetted sur- 
facc of the liuc was augmented. On lioard the Jamot» 
Ijtcn, witli luw »peed and pilcliiiig, i»ur experience ha» 
always been tliat it registers too liigli, and possibly for 
this reason: that wlien the stern of a pitehing vessel 
rises, the propellor ia liauled through the water and regis¬ 
ters, but when it sinks the propeller, on aecount of the 
pitch, c&nnot turn back to counteract this effect. Wat- 
kins’ log doe3 not materially differ froin that of Blise, 
except that it is stronger in its parts, gtrikes a bell at 
different intervals of a mile run, and has between the 
propeller and register an intervening conical bollow 
metal piece, upon which the vibratione duc to pitehing 
are taken. At low 6peed, therefore, the objections of 
of the Elise iog due to pitehing wonld Ikj obviated to a 
certain extent. Ensign Fish’s registering log is connected 
eW.trio.Ally with a hell, in the cabin, for instance, which 
is a great oonvenience to the commanding oflicer. The 
blades of tlie propeller of this log, unlike the Bliss, are 
straight, so that at a glauce it can be seen if they have 
been injured or knoeked out of alignment. I lelieve 
this log has been very favorably reported upon by a 
Board of Officere. Large and long steamers can teli 
their speed approximately by the number of revolutione 
of the screw; but this faile in a sea way, and vessels are 
sometimes steaming ahead at forty revolutions and mak- 
ing no headway. The slip of the propeller also varies 
with the oondition of the ship’H l>ctt.oin and the atrength 
of the wind. At tlie most, to indicate epccd it is not 
accurate, as the parts of a revolution caunot be told. 
Kor in s tari ce, say live revolutions per minute represents a 
knot, an error of one revolution would represent one-lifth 
of a knot. So important has been this question, that the 
Er.glish Admiralty offered a prize for the b©6t inventio» 
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fur telling the n umber of revolutions and parta of arevo- 
lution of the screw per minute.

Inasmuch as some of our tniuiber will, r.o donbt, bc re- 
tained on hoard ot’ our good ship on our arrival at New- 
port, we desire to give them the henefit of our experience 
in tlie Tralning Sqr.adron. To tliis erid we will introduco 
o fow points wliioh roay bc ofecrviccin tbo futnre. 

The lirat great requisite which innet either exiat or bc 
cnltivatcd by sucli officere as Jiiay bc eonueeted with iliis 
great work, are patienee and forliearauee. Tliey shoi ld 
nover lose sight of the fact tbat the average apprentice 
boy is selected froni a class of society far beneatli tlmt of 
the oflieer. His early educat ion lias beeo negleeted,wholly 
or in part, and he is tlierefore slow and timid in graspiug 
anything new or urfamiliar. As a ship with her tackle 
and eqnipment is quite u wonder in hcrself, the instructor 
ahould never feel disconraged at the slow progrcss of the 
first few inonths, reiiiembering always tliat the apprentiee 
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has never been aw»y trom hume, and sitddcnly lituis Iiim- 
Belf surrounded by strangi! ecenes and strange faces. 

We ali rememl>er how rinll and how dreary were the 
first few wceks at the Aeademy, how desolate and hotne- 
Bick we all felt. 

The verjj Urat kseon to bc taught rh« apprentico ie the 
need of cle&nlincss—a liabit which is foreign. to the ma 
jority of reeruts. With time, the reverse of tlie old 
proverb nmv be taught—a nceessity wliieli is equally 
eesentml to the great. majority of hoys. Mndi time should 
be taken to aco that eacli lad takes proper care of his per- 
son and of his clothing. Make hiin rcalize that he cari 
only have so much elotiiing, and tliat lie inust be neat iu 
his appearanee on all occasione. 

His respect for all officere on lioard tlie sliip mus: bo 
cnltivated to the highcst degree, and to that end no orders 
ever given hiin by one oilicer should bc countermanded 
by another nnless, were sudi order exeeuted, an injury 
wonld be done the serviee at large. 

When on an errand eacli and everj oHicer shonld assist 
hiin in tlic delivery of his message and, so to speuk, point 
bini fair. AU uiistakes sliould Ihj eorreuted with a kiud 
word, and every means taken to win his contideaee. Stndy 
his individual nature, take the be6t side of the subject to 
work on and the resuit will always Ire satisfaetory. Let 
yonr instructiom be ili tho narrativo style as mueli as pos 
sible, and in most cast-s you will succeed in ikstening sudi 
points as you inay desire firtnly npoti his memory. We 
have seen sume of tlie worst cliaracters inotildcd into the 
briglitest and most haudy topmen in the sliip hy the ever- 
oise of lenisnoy and patienoo, tirmuos* and discrotion.

THE WONDERFUL SEA SERPENT. 
Ohsrrvkd in Lat. 91°, Lono. 181°, by the Officer of 
the - Watch. 

There havebeen many aoeuunts, principali r unauthentic, 
of marine monsters seen at sea in different piam, Init it 
has been our fortune, it' sutili it muy be cailed, tn have 
witnessed one of the aforesaid animals from the hrulge of 
the U. S. S. Ja‘iii&sU>\c t i. First, we mnst apologize for 
not reeording the event in the log-bcok, as has bcen (Ione 
in the e.SRe of the nnmerens hoVns seen flying abemt the 
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ship, giving tu an excuse that thc only witness to thie 
natnral wondcr licsidc oursclf was a marine, and as thc 
tales of maritiea are so often ridienicd we refrained out of 
consideratior for that gemis of seafaring . raen. The fact, 
however, should be made ptiblie, and we therefore erave 
space in the impartial and truthfnl columns of 9'51".— 
Second. We wisli to have it noted that this wonderfnl 
and curious inonster was not seen from the deek of the 
Pnrtjrmouth, a fact which is greatlv to be regrotted, as 
any corroborative testiinony from the log-book of that 
notablo eliip wonld tend greatly to cnlmnce tbo probnble 
cxistencc of tlii# liitherto s.ippoeititiously mythicalcreature.

Amid the ehaoging slmdows of tho port side of the half 
deck twro fornis can bc traced, firtnly glued to two stccragc 
chairs. What dark deeds ol' crime ean tliey be coneoct- 
ing? Shall we sound thealarm ? Does the honor ofour 
flag deinand that we ehould ring the fire bell or yell “ man 
overboard ” in order to arouse the sleeping sentinel and 
have these eonspirators seized ? No ; lct us watch and 
listen. Husb ! One of them spenks. ’Tis he with the 
forin of a catinoti Uall tosser. 

“ You may liavo heard me inention that I ouci doubled 
Cane Hor» in that stannei) old eraft, the Jbrt&mouth. I 
ain a modest man,and do notcareto circulate yarns abor.t 
my su|»eriority as a seaman. I will leave tliat for history 
to decide. But as you are an old Horn erniaer yourself, 
I will teli you soinetliing that will surprise you.’ 1 

Hc pa iscd. Only the snoring of the First Lientenart 
distnrbcd the silcnce. Oently pushiig his captoward the 
back of his head, the form resnined liis storj in a whisper 
which was almo§t ghost like. 

“ One night while hove to in a gale off the Horn, I dc- 
teruiined to go on a little exploring expedition ; sol took 
tlie whale Iwat, with the Oaptaiu’s permission, aesuring 
hin» if I did not retnm by the time the galc abated, I 
would certainly rejoin tlie ship at the line.

YARNS. 

The ladley Adley was fanning along under ali plaiii 
sail with a light hreeze and a glassy sea, vvhen all hands 
were snddenly startled by tlie ery of “ Man ovorboard !’* 
“There is nothing on board of a vessel wliieh creates for 
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the moment a greater excitcmont or sprcada a more gen- 
eral panic over tlie wliole crew. Their liest. feelings and 
euergies aro suddenly excited, and forgetful of every other 
consideration than tliar of extending a n arm to save a fel- 
low being, tliey rusli aft in a body without a thought or 
settled purpose of action. Here the iufluence cf the otfi- 
oer must l>e exerted promptly and on the instant to tum 
tlieir feelings and cnergies in the proper directiori to the 
«nlv mode of rescue.’ 1 Lieut. X. bearing the ahove in 
mind, in fact liaving just repeated it to liimself, was equal 
to tJie cmcrgcncy. True the sliip was not hove to, but 
tlien she was not going aliead veiy fast. 

With a rapid glauce X. seeing tliat no marine’s siiirt 
was stopped to the boats falis, called the iifc boat away 
and tlsough perfeetly cool and collocted, jumped on the 
strong hack to take charge. The crew being seated, tlie 
falis cast off and X. ahont to step in, the forward fall 
carried away and dropped the crew overhoard. Seven 
men were now in the water with no life preservers or 
hnoys—tlie former not being at hand and the latter, as 
usnal, not dropphig. Captain H. now appeared, taking 
command, relioved Mr. X., who was srill on the strong 
hack congratulating liimself on his fortunate escape.— 
The Captain had the balsa launched. This useful life 
raft capsizcd Icnving oors, cte., iiiidcrnoath and not eorac 
at-ahle. 

The sliip going ahont tliree knots many men liuug on 
the grab lines, and when cotning iip on the stern ladder 
were rapped overhoard again hy the hitherto obstinate 
huov, crnshing in tlie skull of tlie Coxswain, the higliest. 
man on the hulder—rank taking preeedeneo in ull cases. 
The Captain tlien had a line formed from forward and 
tlie life preservers «towcd in tlie lirig for the enn veniente 
of the prisoners were passed up and liove overhoard. A 
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lmudred or so were thus disposed of liefore the second 
life boat was slioved off tuccessfully. 

Tlwt vre were not liove to was tlien diseovered, ro the 
evolution was gone through witli more as a matterof forni 
and bcenuse rceommonded by Luoo tlian fi>r any othcr 
re&son. One l>oat picked iip inen and life preserver» and 
retumed. Tbe beat whose fall liad parted was lowered 
*o that she awamped, and tlien lier falis were hooked. 

Mr. X. agniti in charge of tlie deek, desiring togetthi* 
boat up suecessfully, had the falis weli lnanned and stood 
by; tlien witli a good run, up she came. 

Of course she liroke in two, but tlien that let the water 
oitt—not a bad way. 

Everybody on l*oarrl was eool and ealm. There were 
no niistakes—tliere was no fufw. Accident* will happen, 
you knovr, and a combinatum of untoward and unforeseen 
eireninhtances rather interfered with the complete succes* 
of the maneuvre, Init Luce was follow r ed out to the letter.

In tliis mneteenth century, full of inventi ve talcnt and 
replete witli comfort-giving appliances, it is str&nge 
that so few iniprovemeuts liavc fallcn to tlic lot of thosc 
who go do\vn to the sea in sliips. Especially in the 
Navy, conservative thougltt and traditional method* of 
construction stili eling to tlie pnst, thongh foreign men- 
«>f-war and merebant vessels are adnpting innovations of 
ali descriptions. 

Mcn nn<l officers, riuppod «>f tlicir lifo fur wunt of oxv- 
gen, stili svelter upon nnventilated deeks, and virile 
stamina gives way bofore the fumes arising from enclosed 
and poisonons bilges. Mucii lms heen writteu upon tliis 
snhjwt—little dnne. Tn n fow sliips, patent ventilator* 
liave 1 icci i placcd. Iu more, the chiuisy air port stoppcr 
lms given way to a nent liinged substitute. 

Tlie agitators for reform were not incorreet in tlieir 
diagnosi* of tlie causis that produccd fonl atinospheres, 
hui thev liave, as a nile, prop >sed uhanges too nidica! in 
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thcir nature to l>c odoptod in thc ships now in commis- 
«ion. 

We are at present on one of the old type of sailing 
vet-sels. Let us this week walk tlirough the wardrooin 
country, and, glancing at the hole* called rooms on either 
side, note the elianges whicli for a few doliare—perhaps 
resulting in a ycar in the actual saving of many—would 
'nake the offieers’ qnartera hal litahle hoth in cold and 
ivarm weather. Beginning aft is the pantry, full of pro¬ 
visione and daicp linen, neod continually for waeliing 
greasy dishes, with no current of air to reach it; a loiter- 
iug place for tlie servant», and in it» darkness, awa y 
from the eye of First Lientenant and caterer, it is a great 
sewer of pestilence. Take it away, and plaee it in the 
fonvard end of the wardrooin, near the hatches and wind- 
sails. Then we can carry the bulklieads of the after 
rooms furtber amidships, and give tlie junior officere a 
bed whicli it will not require a ladder to reach. Ttto 
ventilatore should here run into the eountry, and be car- 
ried aft to just ahaft the hammock nettings on either 
side ; these in place, there would be no objection to put 
ting a bath tub in the extreme after part of the ward- 
room. The bulklieads are ali too lieavy. Tliey should 
be made of 1£ inch stuffs, the material ash or other ligbt 
colored wood. The docre should 6lide on rollera from 
above. The upper part of the door should have perpen- 
dicular blinds, thus doing away with curtains, whicli are 
liable to become mouldy in warm climates. The lower 
part should have an independent sliding aperture which 
could be left open at night to give free circnlation. Ali 
of the fittings of the rooms should be of light wood, and 
wosh6tands should be abolished—two braes rings bolding 
pitclier and basin. This matter, though seemingly trivial, 
is of Importance. Mucii of the dampnes» iu our rooms 
is due to the enclosed wasli stand. Each room should 
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lmve a pipe lemling np to tho tmmmock ncttings, there 
opcning outboard, witli a wirc gauzo uvcr it and a closurc 
to be sliut in very l>ad vreathcr. 

Carpets, or any fi.ved floor coveriiigs nuder wliicii dirt 
may accumulate, are detrimental to the liealth iu an 
apartment below decks. liugs or movable mats should 
take their place. The decks sliould l e itilaid or sliellaced. 
The only paint aliout a wardroom should l»e on the ccil- 
ing, wliich may be white, or better, of light dove color. 

In connection witli this subject it ia wcll to ask tlie 
ipiestion, Cannot a substitute l>e found for the primitive 
windsail ? Why not replaee it ly a meta, ventilator, 
which should be carried from the keelson np to tlie spar 
deck, sliding doors being put iu on eacli deck so tliat it 
eould at pleasure be used to ventilate anv portion from 
the hilge up. In bad weather it eould stili be kept open, 
tlie min falling into the l»ilg«. The portion nbove tlie 
deck eould be made telesoopic, and an iron bar at the top 
eould render it avaflable as a shell or powder elmte. 
Wo trust tliat tliese few ideae oouoeming intorior altera- 
tions n.ay bc supplemento! ncNt wcck l»v otlicrs relative 
t«' tlie steerage and l ertli deck. 

THE REGENT VVESTERLV WIXDS. 

We have heard 60 manj times duritig tlie past few days 
the «piestion asked, “Howdo you aecoimt for tliis wind V' 
tliat we offer an atteinpt at an answer. 

Contrary to the generally received opinioti, i. of 
thosc wlio have only the usual knowledge of most ofticers 
—tlie S. E. trades of tlie Pacific do not extend, as a con¬ 
stant wind, lieyond tlie islands to the west of tlie Saiuoan 
grtmp. Small as is the extont of thesc spots of land, yet 
they seem to have a sufficient influonce to serionsly inter- 
n»pt tlie course of tlie “trades,” and oven to reverse them. 
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This is also not unfrequently the case even in the Low 
Archipelago, whieli lies from 600 to 1000 miles to the 
westward of our present position. 

West of 140* at this season of the year (October to 
April) N. W. to 8. W. winds prevail and Captain Cook, 
the great circumnavigator a eentury ago stated that in hiB 
opinion the wcatcrly winds often provoi strong cnough to 
encroaeh upon the limite of the S. E. trade and even to 
force it back producing variable airs and a S. W. swell. 

On the other hand, a reference to Maury’s Pilot Cliarts 
of this portion of the ocean in wliich \ve have been lately, 
shows that of 114 ohservations in March (equal to 38 
days) not one showed the wind from N. hy W. to S. hj F. 
around to W.; hence we think it ie a fair eondusion 
that wliile Cook’s remark is true for the longitude of 140°, 
yet that our experieuce has beeu au txceplioual oue in 
tinding the winds of the past few days so far to the east- 
ward. 

The calm of the 24th was undoubtedly caused by tlie 
interference of the two systema of winds, in wliich the 
westerlv one proving the stronger got the advantage.— 
Tlien came the fresh north-westerly breoze of t.be 2»th, 
decreasing at sunset and followed by a night of squalis 
with much dcvclopmcnt of clcctricky. Tho mccting of 
the warm westerly and cool southerly winds would un- 
questionably produce such an effect. Gathering strength 
with the day break of the 2tith, the breeze again in- 
creased liauling to the westward and southward as we 
got furtlier south; this would be a mi toral resuit 
of tho electrical phenomena referred to, which by 
creating a partial vacuum would cause a fall of the ba- 
rometer and an inrush of the heavier sir; it is reasonable 
to suppose that tho heat of the 6un would tend to inorent» 
this. 

It is not unlikely, it seems to us, to prove tliat tliere 
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has been a series of frosh or henyy piles to flie westuard 
ahicli have produeed the resdts of wliieh we liave borli 
taken the advantage and suffero»! tlie disndvuntage ; tlie- 
latter by tlie eontimied presence of a soutliorly wind wliieh 
ought soon to disappcar and he rcphu-ed bv the regular 
8. E trades. 


THE NAVAL APPRENTICE SVSTEM. 

In Iast week’s artide we tonriied in a general manner 
upon a few of tlie priraary rules goveniing tlie training 
of the apprentiee. In this iesue we \rould enter into 
more details respccting tlie subjeot of deanliness to per- 
son and dnthing. 

First, cleanlincss. In unlcr to audi, ali tliat is neces- 
sary is a bucket and water, but inasmudi tu eaeli part of 
the ship is liinitcd to a spedtied numlier of deek buckets— 
generally not enongh to allow one to each three men in 
tliat part of the ship—the green, inexperienced and diffi¬ 
dent stripling is made to wait untfl ali the ineti have had 
a wasli ,* the time is thus taken up, and wlien the l>oy ean 
get a lnicket it is time to wasli down the deek, and he ia 
citlicr dcprived of Ilie bucket ultogetlier and ma<le to as 
sist at tlie routine work, or else is reported for skulking 
and shirking his duty. Onee reported for sudi atuoffeiu-e 
he takes pains never to be caught again ; lie therefore 
goes withont washing the next day unless he is verv eer- 
tain that lic has plenty of time. The resuit is a disitidi- 
nation to tnake anv attempt to keep dean, nncleanly 
haliits and perhaps diseasc. Tlie sanie rcniarks hold trne 
in regard to the serubhing of dnthing. 

As a mniedy, we woiild udrise that «sidi umrtiing tlie 
Captains «*f cadi part of tlie ship siiould tlieinsehe> set» 
that nll tho h«ys nm snppliud witli bueketr, and tlnit ull 
serui» thenisdvcs tlmrouglilv, stripping to the wai*1 wlicn- 
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over tli« weather permits. Tlicy should be made to roll 
up their trousers as liigh as possible and wash both legs 
and feet. Having seen their boys washed in this manner, 
make cocb petty oftiocr report to tbc offiecr of the dcck 
that sucti has been dono, and let a school luastcr or the 
Master-at-arms, if reliable, make a daily inspection of 
them before breakfast and report any infractiori, if there 
be such. Sbould such be the case punish the petty oflicer, 
not the boy, and we venture to say that the infraction 
will ne ver oecur again. 

Wlifinever clothes are scrubbed make each petty offiter 
see tliat every boy sorubs one suit of elothes unless, upon 
overhauling his bag, all elothes are found clean, The fact 
that a boy has “ nothing to scrub ” sbould t>e sufficient 
cause to liave his bag overhauled by the Master-At-armK. 
By all means use every endeavor to make the petty ofticer 
who liaa chargc of tlic boy rcsponsihle for tliese things, 
and ttie resuit will soou be a marked impruveinent in the 
apprentice. A towel line should be gotten up and used 
for no other purpose. Tbis will teacb them to avoid the 
untidy habit of hanging towel» in every conceivable place.

Gig of the U. S. S. Saginaw, whicli vessel was wrecked 
on Ooonn Island reef, Lat. 28° 36' X., Long. 178° 25' W., 
Oct. 29, 1370. The boat was fitted out on Ocean Island, 
manned by a orew of five who volunteered to sail to Hono- 
lulu, distant-1600 miles, for the purpose o£ saving their 
shrpmates. Sailed Nov. 18, 1870. Arrived off Kauai 
(one of the Hawaiian gronp) theevening of Dec. 13,1870. 
Capsized the morning of Dee. 19 in surf wliile trying to 
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knd at Kalihi Kai, islund of Kanai. Four of the five 
volnntaers were drowned, viz: 

Lient. J. G. Tai.bot, Qimrter Master P. Francis, 
Sejuna.ii J. A.ni>rf.w«, Seairan J. Mitir. 

Coxwaiti W. IIalpokd, sole aur vivor.

If any inodern ships should be built for oar navy it 
may be assnmerf that they will be fumished with search- 
ing electric lights as a safeguard against surprise by tor¬ 
pedo boats. Tliese searcliers will require an electric ma- 
chinc and a steum onginc to givo tlio noccseary power. 
But tlte floart here wonld not l>c uaed except in time of 
war, or oceasionally to test tbem. Why not, then, nst 
the means at hund, and which would ordinarily be lying 
idle, and light the ship by means of electrici ty ? 
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Every one appreciates the discomforts caused by tlie 
lard oil lamps now issued. The comrnon onee known as 
standing lights, universally leak when the ship rolle, and 
then go out in a fume of smoke, eausing disagreeable 
odora and subsequent haadache. The ao-called patent 
lamp» are only a triifle better. When in cold weather the 
oil freezoe and must ho tliuwod out, and the running 
lightB are eapccially liable to become useleas. Ali thb 
would be avoided by using tlie eleetrie light. The run¬ 
ning lightB would always burn ciear, and would besides 
be far more powerful th&n at present, diminishing the 
danger» of colliBion. The decks could be thoroughly 
lighted. to the great convenienee of every one. More- 
over, no one will deny that well-lighted decks are a great 
essential to discipline. Eetween the gune lamps eould be 
fitted, and bo the men be given light to write and read by. 
Lamps eould also be placed on the bertk deck opposite 
eaoh mees table, giving tlie men as wcll lighted a dining 
room as tue officers ; and wliat is of more import&nce the 
cooks could see and properly deau everytliiug, and the 
exeeutive officer ha ve light enough to make thorough in- 
spections, which is now a matter of difficulty. In the 
officers’ room a single lamp would be fitted, the cabin and 
wardroom conntrieB might be lighted by a single large 
lamp or by several smaller ones. Ali these eleetrie buro- 
ers would he lighted or extinguished by the simple tum- 
ing of a key. Light wire se ree n 3 to prevent breakage 
being fitted to anyexposed lamps requiring them. From 
rough calculatione made by one of tho voung officers of 
the Navy, it would actually be elieaper to use electricity 
than oil for lighting sliips, and when the greater cou- 
venience and effidency of the former are considered there 
seems to be no good reason for not adopting it. 

For our deck lanterns, if the Navy ev r er gets far enough 
advanced to use eleetrie lights, it will probably liave ac- 
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quired by tliat time sufficient nerve to use mineral sperni. 
Candles vould, of course, be carried as a stand by in case 
«»f nocident. 


CAPK HORN WEATHER. 

From the logs publislied in Maurv cf ships roundinj' 
< ]ape Horn in Aprfl, we liave found inevery case records 
of strotig winds from tho S. W. to N. W. with frequent 
bcavy aqualis accompanicd with rain, anow and liail. 
Tlie temperature was, liowever, comparat ively mild. vary- 
ing from 45® to 38*, and tlie sea vater at least 3* higlier. 

Tlie studj of tlie barutneter in these latitudes appear* 
to be of special intereat; for in its sudden oscillatione 
iiiav be forctold tbe direction of tlie cuining wind. Tn 
genera!, «. rise indicatos a soutli-westerly wind and a fall 
a north-eastorly; but it imiat bo retnctunered tliat 
tliesc oscilluticns occur about a linicli lower uonual tlia.ii 
in lower latitudes. This sudden rise or fall from tlie 
normal does not neecssarily indicate a stronger blow, an* 
le-s there be a sudden rise wlien the wind is hlowing 
from tlie direction indicated !>y a inerc.nrial fall, and *.vVv 
As it falis below ^9.50 strotig nortli-wceterly 
winds mav be expected, with a drhsjsling rain, but as soon 
as it censes to fall uiul couuuences to rise, tlie weathei* 
will ciear and the wind shift to lieavy soutli-weAterly 
sci nilis. Wlien it falis slowly, with a south-vestorly wind, 
a shift to tlie soutli-east nmy be expected; tlie wiuds 
are variable in direction within two or tbree poinN, and 
increasing wind from nortli-wcst liacks toward the uortli, 
and from soutli-wcst liauls soutii. 

Tlie Antarctic drift current i:i tlie Pncitic is a ImkIy of 
water betwccn 4.i° an i 55* soutli, settiug to tho eastward. 
Iu about Long. 110° West adi vision occurs; tlie Southern 
and largvr lirandi stili Hoving to the eastward as far a*

85° west, wliere a secoml division occur* lietween the par- 
allels 42° and 47°; the Southern braneh flowing £. 8. E. 
to S. E. hik! froin 150 to 200 miles iu width. It follmvs 
the west fjLwst. of Pataguiii*, aiul tiimllv funus the Cape 
Hom current. After ruumling Terra dei Fuogo it sets 
N. E. into dic South Atlanti*-. The drift is the greatest 
south of the Capo, heing 1.2 kuots per hour. 

In the South Pacific fioating k*j is eneountered at ali 
scasons and in quite low latitudes. From April lst t«» 
October lst, fioating ice may hc expectod between 53° 
and 00’ South, and from Long. 158° West toCape Ilorn. 
The course of iceberg* followij the current above referred 
to. Fmm September to thuuiary they are comi non np 
to 42° South Latitnde. and uro frequently seen in Mur«-h 
and April. Tlie followiug sign* indicate their appronch. 
A peculiar liglil, known a» au ht-blink^ whieh may l>c 
seen at a great distance even en a dark uight. On ap- 
proaching tlie iceherg, tlie eftect is of a white clond set- 
tling on the rigging. Falling temperature of the water 
as compared with the air is a certain indication. Often 
the waves hreaking over tliem may he heard at a great 
distan 

Piddington mokes no nieritiou of cyelone* off tlie Cape; 
ro wc may expoet all of our gales to l»c strniglit awny 
and from tlie south-west. 

WATER. 

In the last nutnher of “9' 51'V’ the advisability of a 
large water tank aft for the use of ofticers was hronght 
to yonr attentiori. Why not liavc a large tank aft ar.d 
water to he (lrawn froin it, as it is at present froin a large 
tank a little fartlier forward 'i Cannot a simii tank he 
ploccd in caeli room betwoan the boams and earlings, 
holding 2^ or 5 galiona, and connccted with the basin by 
a pipe and stop-eock arrangement i And cannot the

basia be fitteJ with a waste pipe, allowing dirty water 
to go to the l)ilgc, and thus abolishing the filtliy slop 
bucket { 

Forward there should be wash basins for the men, 
which conld be fed with eitlier fresh or salt water. Scut- 
tle butts should be abolished, and & simple spigot and 
pipe aft on tlie gun deek or at the break of t.he poop, 
under the eye of sentry and officere, would prevent the 
large waste and tliieving of water conatantly practiced. 

To effect the distributiori of water above recoiiiuieiided, 
it would be necessarv to l:ave one receiving tank in a 
ship (which might be placed anywbere) and iitted to the 
ship. A 500-gallon tank could be made of snclt shape 
and size as to iit between the beams; or a flat tank could 
be secured and boarded over eo as to form a table; or, 
on a spar deck, it could be put to other uses if desired. 
By m&king a locker on its top, jiggers or pea coate, and 
many other things now lying about tho docks and in the 
way, might be stowed therein. In boats, tanks under the 
stern sheet» with loek cocks, would do away with the 
breaker; the tanks to be made p&rt of the boat, Like the 
chambers in a life boat. But it will be remarked that 
we want the chambers for air. Tliis is somewhat true, 
and in the next paper, wind, weather, time and space per- 
mitting, ship’s boats will be written up.

PERSONAL HYGIENE. 

In onr issue of a week or two ago, we made a few re- 
marks for genera! application. This wcck, it is onr in - 
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tention to say a word ou personal Hygiene, as it applies 
to partiuular individuals. VVe will tirst allude tu tlie usus 
uf te* and coftee. The activo or potent principies of 
both are identical. The Chemical composition of each 
differs in a tew minor details. The tnate, used in South 
America as a beverage, ha» l>e«n fonnd to contain tlic 
sanie principies as both. Tiic peculiar wakcfulness, llie 
increased mental activity, and the often nervonB restless- 
ness which are induced hy strong <;offfi«, are familiar 
phenonfiena to almost every one. Theee symptoma are 
largely due to the active principle which the coffee con- 
tains. The foregoing retnarks will also apply to tea. 
When large doses of either of theee beverages are iin 
bibed, we find an increase in the freqoeney of onr pulse, 
trcmulousness, excited mental action, which may fina.ll v 
paes into a form of delirium, witli confusioti of thought, 
disordered vibiou, and fiually deep tdecp. More often an 
intense physical restlessness and a very uneasy condition 
of the mind is indnred. After tliis passos off, there is 
persistent and active thinking, together with obstinate 
wakefulnesa Ali of theee feelings are due to tlie action 
of the active principies of tea and coftee on the brain. 
They are strong stimulante to this part of the norvoue 
eystem. The enormons use made by mankind of these 
drugs indicate that they are, in sonie way, directly of use 
in the wear and tear of daily lite, and, indeed, it has been 
pruveu that they do check tissue waste. The withdrawal 
of the accnetomed cup of coffee is ketnly felt by all who 
nse the lieveragp, and many wonld ratlier go witliout 
their morning rneal than witliout tlieir coffee. It has 
been fourid by actnal experiment that men will endure 
cold and danipness for a longer time, and be in mnch 
better epirits and hcalth, by the use of warm coftee, than 
they wonld if they had received alcohol or had not re- 
ceived anything. Strong coffee, as a stimulant to die 
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hniin, shonld be ueed by ali who have mnch mental work 
to do. It >6 a rcmcdy that ehould bc always tricd in 
cases of nervons headache. It acts in these cases by stirr- 
ulatirg a wearied brain. On account of its stimulating 
action on the brain, it is a very useful article in opinm 
poisoaing. Some pereons powees an idiosyncrasy for 
tbc use of coffee. This svill probably explain, in part, 
the headaches produced in some pereons by the use of 
cither toa or coffee. The nse of eitber coffee or tea, ie 
beceficial, botli mentally and physidally, to almost every 
one. Yery often, the preparation of coffee is mined by 
ignorant cooks. Few know the proper way to prepare 
coffee so that it will be palatable. Coffee mnet not be 
boiled, or tbe aroma is in part dissipated ; but it' made 
with water of 180° to 200° Fahr., the coffee onlygives up 
19 to 25 per oent., whereas, it onght to yield 30 to 35 
per cent. In order to get the foll ber.eflt of the coffee, 
after the infusion lias been poured off the grounds sbould 
be well boiled in more water, and the hot decoction 
poured over fresh coffee. Some pereons uee too mnch 
coffee, and thus abuse the good which shonld acerne from 
its use. Every one will have to be his own criterion as 
tho ainount and qnality of the tea and ooffcc ho usce and 
f.nds good for hiimelf.

BOATS. 

The boats of a war eliip arc for usc in action. In bat- 
tle, whether attaeking or retreating, whetlier bearing dis- 
patehes or aeting as guides, whether carrying reinforce- 
ments or wonnded, speed is of paramount importance. 
It is in view of this f act that the boate of our FI avy are 
made light, narrow' and long. It matters not whether 
the engagement t altes place in tlie smootli w alere of a 
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liarbor, or 011 :lie tossing waves of the high seus ; if <t 
boat be oiilloil int«» action, its spcod i* it* graatest. re«««n- 
meiuliitiuii and m«»t es-«ential requisite. In tlie^j <juiet 
times, however, \ve do not want boats for action, but 
boats to earry us safely and riuictlv whon in port, and 
eomfortably and sccurclv wlicn takcn to at «cn. 

Two kinds of boats are Uuilt espccinlly for Service, tlie 
whale boat and tlie life Iwat. The whale l>oat is long, 
low, narrow, ligbt, aml vorv fast. It pnll* six long oaiv, 
oarrieti leg-o-muttnii sails, and is used bv ali whale shij)s. 
The life lnmt is sliort, high, narrow, light and very fast. 
They pull ten <>r twelve nars, ure donlilc-hnnked, sbnrp 
at 6 tein and stern, aml gcticrally made of iron or steel. 
They aro able to stand tlie roughest sea and weather the 
heaviest gale. The points of similarity in life lx>at and 
whale boat, ure lightncos and spccd. Tlie lcngth of tlie 
whale Iwat renders lier umnatiageable in breakers. The 
metal of the life boat render» her iuipraetieable on board 
whale sliips. Metallic boats tireeasily injnred l>y tho woar 
and tear of sliip ’8 usu,and to repairthem necessitatesskilled 
inechanics. Spccd is doemed an essential i|ualifieation in 
a life l>oat as well as in a whalerV boat, and inuoh is ssu*- 
riiieed to secure it. 

Coinparing the boat* of our war sliips with the altove, 
it may be readily seen that our two kinds of boatis cor- 
respond as nearly ius may bc with tlie whale boat of the 
wlialer and tlie life boat of tlie Coast Gnard. 

Tho wlialo boat* of our men-of-war shonld be made 
witli an innor planking gr>ing upas far as the seat strabe, - 
as in incrcli&uL whale boats, fnmihig an inner air cliam- 
ber; and tiglit compartments might be made in the liead 
and etern sbeets; in one wuter miglit be kept, in the 
other perlshable provisions. The boats are tlicn ready 
for sea in time of peacc, aixl c<|iially ready for arming 
and awav in «use of nttark. The sqnare sterti of our 
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double banked boato is objectionable in rougli water, and 
no lifo boat should have one. Cireurustunees, howover, 
render square sterns necessary, c&rrying gpace being thus 
found. Cutters oould also l>e lined, aml should have 
compartments at either end, thus beeoming use fui lifo 
boals H» n ell a» war boat*. All boat*, wlieu at seu, 
should be thorouglily provided for ahandoning sbip. 
Thnngli Kiifb a rnntingeimv m«y nover arise, ir idimild be 
anticipated, and everything be in readiness. The lw>at 
which carries barrels of provisions, water, stove, ete., 
should liave thein in lier. Boat boxes, compasses and 
otber fittings ehonld always be in place in tlic boat, sc- 
curely laslied ar.d ready for scrvice, so that, if at any ino¬ 
rnent boat and crew were adrift, ever}* possible necessitv 
wonld be provided for. In an emergenev, tbe «trugglc 
for positions of safetj pievtnt uien froui bringing up 
from the hold and store-room provisione and boat gear. 
P reparatio iis to meet, tbe oeeasinn should Ive complete. 

No sbip carries boats enough to hold her crew. Ev 
aetly how to remedy this is not ciear. Life rafts are very 
good theoretical lifo preserver», but imprac.ticnble in 
times of great exeitement and lmste. Wliere to stow 
more boate is an equally diffieult problein. Many of 
those we liave are suftieiently inaccessi Ide. Large waist 
boato slionld be hoisted at davito liko otber laoats, and 
sw.uig iuboard and dmcked on luilways. To lanncb 
thein, rigging tliem out should free tliem from the eliocks, 
and they wonld be rendy to lnver. Sncli davito as sup- 
port onr launchcs are hiiulranccs, and sbonld be discarded 
us soon as possible. In ships with light top gallant fore- 
castlcs and poops, fotir or more lannches can be kept on 
railway eliocks in tbo gniigwav*. In soino foreign ships 
this is done. 

A few wnrds alluit securi ng boats for sca. Boato 
sbonld be slewed *<> that tkeir k««l will bo out. As tlaey 
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secure at present, they fili in licavy weatlier and Lireak 
ndrift, or brcok in two. In hccuring with kccl out, tliat 
portiou intended for The water takes tlie water. Thi» 
faet is known to inerciiantmen witli l«*\v rails, and to 
whalers. We should observo and protit. 


PERSONAL HYOIEKE. 

It occurs to us tliat. a few words on tlie use of tobacco 
would be hygienically uscful. Tobacco, in ite vuriout 
fonns, is 50 faniiliar an artiele of every-day life, that we 
will lefrain from a description of it, The potent princi- 
ple of tobacco i» a substance called nicotij>. It exists tc 
a variable cxtent in different kinds of tobacco. Tlius, 
we tind a large quantity of it in tlie “ Cuban” tobacco, 
and, oonversely, we find a small quantity in tbe light onl- 
ored tobacco raised in tbe North. Ve are reminded 
every day, by our olfactory organs, of the vtiried quali- 
ties of the many brands of tohaceo. Tinis, we find the 
fragrant Ilavana odor intcrinixed with fumes from cab- 
bage leaves and potato tops. We will say litrle or noth- 
ing about the disgusting liabit of “ dipping,” or, to use a 
more refined expression, the practice of snuffing. It is to 
chewing and smoking that we will eall our readers’ atten- 
tion. Upou those who are not liabituated to its use, to- 
bacco acts as a very powerfnl depressant, producing hor 
rilile nausea and vomiting, with giddiuess and a feeliug 
of intense wretchedness and weaknes*. Mot so in those 
who have manfully and 1 irnvely borne np tbrongh the 
Irying ordeal before mentioned. The taste for tobacco 
is entirely artificial, and until one acquires tliat taste, to- 
banco ia altogether foreign to Ilis happiness. How ali of 
yon who uee this drug can look back and rccall tho sick 
nesa, tlie vomiting, the intense feeling of wretchednesf 
and all-goneness you expeiienced whc-n fiist yon chewed 
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tlie wccd,” and srnoked your first eigar, because you 
thonght it. looked nianly. How careful you ali were r.ot to 
let your mothers, or fathers, nr your sisters, or your 
eonsin», or your auut* know thal you were a tobacco 
fiend. Perhape some of you earry out tliis precaution 
*till I But we are wandering from what we intended to 
say. It is the desire of the chewer and smoker to use the 
“ weed” to his heart’s content. It will l>e sufficient to 
allude to only a fcw of the ilis causcd by the use of to- 
bacco. Of the twc» more common uses of tobacco, by far 
the most injurious is smoking, because there is a mneh 
greater quantity consumed, it comes in contact witli a 
more extended surface, and, l>eing in a gaeeous state, is 
more readily absorhod. It has been reported that a poul- 
tice which coiit ained lialf a draelun of tobacco produce:! 
death. The smoke of half an ounce of strong tobacco 
contains enough nicotin to kill. Anyonc can collect 
some of the hannful substance in tobacco smoke simply 
hy blowing it through a piece of cloth. Nicotin acts 
witli lightning-lihe rapidity. Thus, there is reported a 
person who took an tinknown quantity ; he dropped in- 
stantly to tbe fioor, gave a deep sigh and was de&d in 
about three minute*. It is hardly likely that anv of you 
use tobacco in quantity—and quality—sufficient to pro¬ 
duce the ftforcfroid symptoms; therefore no fcor nccd bc 
entertained of your being poisoned in that way. It is to 
the gradual, slow and sure poisoning that. we wish to «ali 
attention; and it is to the reprehensible and pernicious 
habit of the inltal&rion of tobacco smoke that we would 
inore particnlarly allnde. When tobacco smoke is takeu 
inio the lungs, it meet» witli iiihiiv lliousaud little nir 
chamhers, which are lined with a very tliin and highlv 
delicate membrano. Absorptio» througll this membrano 
is very rupid, and when the tobacco smoke comes in con¬ 
tuet witli it, the poison is <jni<*kly takon tip and Inirried 
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oflf by the IiIcm jd ti> all parts of tlic system. Little solid 
porticles miiy ad licre to tliis 'lelinite membrano, or may 
be arrested in other pnrts of tlie uir passnge, and tinis, 
uause an intractal le or inciimhlc cough, and, it umy be, 
fatal disease. Knlargtmcnts and palpitations of tlie 
lieart are well known cffeets of tolmeeo. It is nseless to 
furthcr refer to tlie constantly congeated state of tlie mu 
eous membrane litiing the inoiith, none, tbroat and air 
passages; for nearly all amokera who nse tobacco to ex- 
eess are aequainted with theso ilis. 

We do liot excuse tlie tobacco “ ehewer” hecause lie 
suys he does not inliale smoke. Ile, too, ie liable to 
heart-bur», disordered digestion, nervous phenomena, and 
ib at tlie sainc time guiltv of robbing his timeat and atom 
ach of tlie saliva intended for them. Our remarks art* 
sufficiently extended, and we will now sirnply indicate 
the remedy to he used for all tliese ilis we liave enume- 
rated. Moderation in tlie use of the exciting cause is 
the remedy. Wedo not wisli to discouragc the moderate 
use of tobacco; and we will go further, and say that we 
think a wieely moderate use of tobacco is bcncficial. A 
cigar male of good tobacco and used after meals, a small 
piece of tobacco ehewed, will do a great majority of per¬ 
sona, who are in good bealtli, no liann. Be sure yon 
use an article you know to be tobacco. We so Bincerely 
hope to see the day when a practical reform will be initi* 
ated in the use of tobacco as it now existe. Then it will 
l>e that tlie moderate use of tobacco will be oondueive 
rather tlian deleterious to health. Let us then, each and 
every one, springing forward in tlie vigor and enthusiasn 
of renewed youtli, do wliat. we can to aid and eneourage a 
reform in the use of tobacco.

The 
old cruft liad Iveeri through all «orte of weathcr, had 
ronuded tiie Horn. withont eoming within 250 miles of it, 
a id was staggering aloug oiie morning under all plain sail 
to royals (exoept a double roefod etorm spanker, whieh was 
kqit turled in order tliat the inhabitanti of the cabin rniglit 
get a respeeiable draft for the stove), staggering along, 
we were eaying, at the rate of fonr and a half knote beforc 
u tremeudously moderate hreeze, with occusional light 
airs aud squalis to windwurd.

Tlmt the “ totea” w«*s to be put in cotnmiesion 
t xcited little or no coiuinciit. She wm nceded as a trahi- 
ing sliip in the Atlantic; a tuet noteworthy in no 6|>ecial 
lespeet. She wotild licoeeearily liave to dor.lde Cape 
Horn, anrl aftordcd a good school for the “yonng navy.” 
So said the “ old timers,” toasting their gouty feet over 
conifortalde fiivtidee, the whilo nmrtmiring, “ excellent 
experienee,” and sipping an extra glaas of the “ ration.” 
A sweetheurt, a wife, or a niolhcr, toarfully talked of the 
dangers of the stormy Capo; and then, lingcring adieux. 
and the “ 29” were off for San Frandsco. 

So much to tlie outward eye. Let na read between the 
lines of the orders, and examine the truo inwardnees of 
the erniae, and devclope aotne pecnliar and atrange cir- 
cum8tatice6 eonnecfed witli the eoinmiaaioning of tliia 
rcdoubtublc old sailing sliip. 

I. A douhle eompleinent uf ofticors whs ordered to hcr. 
Wliy? 

II. The ahip, though cotnpletcly rcady for sen, was, 
for no apparent reason, detained for one entire month at 
Mare Isium!. 

III. Several ofilcers, intimately connccted witli ofticial 
lite at the Capital—one of tliein of known inventive 
genitis, another a Standard mitluirity on the mnteorologi- 
cal data of the Pacific—werc emnmarily Ordered from 
the gaycties of Washington lite to the monotonies of a 
long ernise. Hints inust liave nndoiihtedly heen tlirown 
olit to them of the iiovel features of the voyage which wc

A pretext and a dedneion ; tho truodolay heing oecmaoned 
t>y the inrdy inantifaciiirc of the cnntents of a certain 
oask, inarked 14 Zinfaiidol Claret,’’ which never saw tlie 
svinc prosa, Init wtts qoictly triinepurtod from tlie Bnrcau 
of Steain Erigi neering and imostentationsly placed in the 
cabin. We ali retnemher it lliere, and witfi what care it 
was giutrdcd. Wliat did it coHtain? and where is it 
noW? 

V. A tiew liours hufore ure lett the Yatd, tliat rei io of 
nulde soulw, tlie “Sut/iuuu '« gig,” vuu placed oii board. 
It was hoarded over from stem to stern, and tarpanlins 
coinpletcdy eoverod it—ostensibly to pimtect ite timhers. 
Did any une liave tlie enriosity to peep wlrliin its so-called 
emptiness? 

VI. Wa» it lor no resson that,alter choobing tlie comtre 
Ijcst adapted for goml winds, tlie commatiditig ufficer 
shonld, eontrary to a!l tho sailing «iiroctiom, doliherately, 
on March 29th, platte rho sliip in Lat. 22° S., and Long. 
122° W., a s|M>t always avoided hy sailing mscls, and of 
wliioli Dumpior eaye :

VII. Wlint liecntnc of fonr officere who dmappeared

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troui onr inhiet on Marcii 29tli 1 Tliey wcre tfniJ Io be 
iu tlie eabin ili; luit Ilie Service of the ductor wus nover 
callod upon ; and wlion tlioy ttc-trer&l on April lOtb, 
thcir brouzed and rugged clieekb sliowed rliat tliey had 
Imjoii exposeil to bea .nui winde, instrati ut' enscuiiced in 
tho affer part nf the sliip. 

Other j.oints thcrc are which go to provc that certnin 
of tlie aliip’» «onipaiiy havt lieen a luent froin tlie ship. 
Fresh potatoes liave biiddeniy Mppcared at tlie wardroom 
tablc. A Imi id bird was found on the lierth dcck not long 
since. Wliy wa» tlie warer-whip ou the main yartl on 
the tnoniiug ot' April lOth ? A jimiper is nnneeesfary in 
a light breezo. AII theta» signs have nut been lost to onr 
editurial eyes; l»ul it w«s nut initii we Inid lliein all iu 
order, and fligested tliciu thoronghly, tlmt w« eame to 
tlie roncli.sioti tlmt the re whh somcthiiig lia|i|i£iiiiig in 
onr niidat ut' vrhich the imijority wcre ignorant. Thcn 
we sent onr interviower to the Uom mander, with a co|>y 
ut* what we have already written. 

Ho was naturally «surprised, und at tirst angry, at onr 
acumen and pertpicacity in thns discurcring wliat lie Iwd 
toupposed to he an otiicial sccret; hut on our represcnta- 
tiun that no artielu in “9 51"” eould possildy Ik» put in 
geueral circulat imi until loug aller tuiy oilieial communi* 
eatiou wonhl reacli Washington, l.e eonsented to impart 
tlie tiillowing in furi nat ii >n : 

A double coinplcincnt uf ufficers was pluccd ui> Ixmrd 
tlie Jamed.wn becanse t was intonded that some of 
tliciu sliould he serit from tlie ship, a* suon as she reaehed 
ccrtain latitudes, tu oomiiiiiiticatc with severa! islandfi in 
the Pacific. The originai conceptioti was to order the 
gentlemen intended for these expediti* iis tu their vannus 
destinatione in amne steamer; l>nl ms oiio ot* tliem had 
just coni pletcd a lite boat uf greut specd, and Imasted 
safety against wind and sea, and mutilior had invcntid a 
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new motor*wliicb would propel tlie life boat at hitliorto 
unlieard ot' rapidity, they hegged liard to have thoir boat 
te6ted by long iK*ean voyages. The 'Department at laat 
mnMnted to their wisli, and gava order* tlmt three 
«f these boat» shonld be conatrnoted, each bcing a trifle 
sinaller tlian Ilie other, and forming a nest titting eo m- 
paotly in the SSagi.nac y 9 gig. 

Tlie motore, though amnii, wero exceedingly powerfnl, 
and were comained in a large cask. The propelllng ftiel 
—whatever it iray be (we are honnd by jotlinalistic naths 
not to reveni tlie principio of the motor, <*r tlio secret ot’ 
construet ion of tlie boat»)—eaine on board in a barrul 
tnnrked “ Da»’ Ale.” in paesing, it may he remeinbered 
that the wine <*«terer Ima, of late, heen greatly exereised 
over the Io» of a keg of tbis premom? beverage. Let 
liint set his tuind at rest. The onc he tallied on the 
tnnrning of Mareli 2d was tlie property of the Govern¬ 
ment and of tlie inventor» of boat and inotor ; its contentu 
have long since been strewn over matiy a hundred miles 
of Pacific waters. 

With tlieae few intix»dnc.tory remarke, we will let the , 
tbur gentlemen wlio lett the iliip on the niglit of Mareli 
29th teli the story of tliree of’ the most remarkable boat 
journeys on reeord. Their lettors are necessarii}’ limited 
to a geueral deseriptiou of the islands tlicy have vieited, 
and to Biieh other facte as tlie Connnander lias seen fit to 
nllow for pnhlication: luit we trnst they will he none the 
lea» interesting on that aocoiint. Whcn the fnll liistory of 
the exploit isto|d,all will admit that America has gained 
another vietory in diplouiacy, and the Navy an increased 
reputation for phick and inventive talcnt. 

NOTK8 FROM THK I.OG OF THE J1MBURO : WITH AN ACCOUNT 
OF HER REOEHT TRIP TO THR MARQUB8A8 I8LAND8. 

Since the secret of our jonrney lias hecome hii open 
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one, there ean lx» no imprupri<-ty in relating Jie maiiticr 
in wliicli we were enahlcd |i» leave llie aliip iinnoticcd on 
tlie niglit <»t* Marcii SlOtli. At 10 p. ili., tlie officer of t!ie 
forenustlo wtu> boii t helow to “ writo np tlie uolumm.” 
In additinn to tliis, his mual dntv, he was ordered to in- 
«[«><•1. rho liglitft, and to btki» «ii lurnratii iiieuMiieineiit of 
tlie Kinmint of watcr distilled during tlie previoua ten 
lionrs. Tlu» he was got ont ut' tlie way. No otlier 
oftiour was on dcuk, except tlu» «»ne in «luirge. Tlie iim- 
fority were at rliat hllarion* oertipaiion known as Wed- 
ntsdav cveuiiig Frendi dasa. Tlie reniainder were eitlier 
turned in, or rcnding in tlicir rooim». Tlie wcnthcr boing 
caltn, tlie greater part of the watcli were asleep. The 
few ahout deek were selectori f<»r tlie crews of tlie boati; 
while «Id reliable Jones took tlie wheel, and eent Hen- 
ncssy to me for coxswniu. At 10:10 tlie fonr boat ofticers 
met ut tlie inust. The ercwe lionkcri tlie wntcr-wliip to a 
spai aroiind tlie Jiinhvrg, and taking tlie fall to tlie motor- 
gcared windlxKs, we lioisteri oiirsdvea, so to iqieak, rt by 
tlie Btraps of our buots v froui tlie Suyiuau'* gig, and 
lovvercd away witliout misliap to uur dcstiued dement. 
By 10:30 »11 tln*ee of tlie boatu were iu the wutor, a tuhle’* 
lcngili from tlie sliip. At 10:45 I sliaped iny conise N. 
W. (p. c.), and was off at the rate of twontydive miles 
per hour, liound tu the Marqitcsae. 

Notvvitlistaiiding the wvsrcrly wiiids ubiu.li h»d lieen 
experiuiced by the Jnmettt-ncn diiring tlie preceding 
week, we i-auglit tlie S. E. trades i i Lnt. 20° S. and 
Loiig. 130° W., and nianing frec, made tlie whole dis- 
tancc, 1,200 miles, in a little over two days. Once tlie 
sea beeame su lieavy tliat we fcared tbr the safety of our 
Cim.ll emit ; bnt by paying out fiftv fathoine of tlie b«*l 
low tubing, and ejecting tlie oily sub&tance prodneed by 
tlie eloetriu generator, we qnieteil tlie following sea 
. Of tlie dctaila of our voyagc, umcli coniti lie writtun nf 
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the lovcly nghts, suececding stili more perfect «lava; ot‘ 
tho etrnngc gcn&utione tiwakencd in ono wlien for the liret 
tin e he saih in a boat wliuae gunwale it* gcareely above 
the snrroumling water; of the inmtiucrahle schools of 
ilyiugfish, whieli at omt time nearly fT.led the boat h» 
their eliort-endod, thort-gighted diight over nnr magnetic. 
«et. One incident deserve» gpecial notice. In anticipa- 
tion of the mid-watch, I liad lain down, on the evening 
of the 31at, for h short nap, bot was aroused by the cry 
of “ Broaker» ahead !” Rnbbing my eloepy eyee, I enw 
a line of diecolored water 011 ilie «taiboaid buw. Ai llie 
aame time I notioed tlmt the sea about ns liad becoine 
perfectly tnnooth, and tlint the vater had changed from 
that dui*k bine of the open oeean, to a light green 
of go tnuisparcnl a hue tbat 1 omild gee far into its 
dcpths, whenee the reflucted moontight threw baek weird 
»hadow> frotn the white contonr of branch and sponge- 
elmped coral. Away to tho northward there reeted upon 
the natur, or ■ at lier seeined sugpendud nbove the sea, a 
dark green wrearh, apparetitly a mile distant and half a 
milo in circumforence. ’Twixt heavcn and eartli it lmng, 
with no vigiole «upport, like tliat gixtli wondor of tho 
world, “ The Imiiging Gardcnt» of Babylon.” On lowards 
it we race, und iiow, close to tlieir my&tic circle, see tlie 
leewtird spray from the emnbers lighting np the S. E. 
side with plingphoreseetit light of enowy tbam ; then pen- 
riled cnlnmue cotne to vievv, npliobling the verdure Irem 
tlie brown reef below. With Irelm hard-a-port we rnn 
throngh a narrow channel, and are at arebor within Cora/ 
At li, whieli uiKe visited is nover forgotten, syid wlien 
eccn on » hriglit moonlight nigiit for the first time ie one 
of tlie inost gliosflke lieantiesof nature whieh the South 
Pacific gives tu a aailorV cyea. We christened our newly 
diacocorod continent “ Jaqneville,” lmt liave sinee como 
tu the coiirlnrioii llml ii i» thu islet pnt on the chart ag 
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San Pablo, iliongh lyiiig aliont 2° 30' Norrh of that “ re- 
ported danger.” 

The next afternoon we made out. Fatu-Hiva, the 
southeast island of tlie Marquosas gronp, and the one 
first diacovered hy that douglitv old Castillian, Alvaro de 
Mendana, on St. Magdalen’» Eve, in tlie year of grace, 
1595, and then and tliere given the narae of that patron 
saint. 

In an hour we are well iu among the hiande, passing 
cIomj to Dominica, wliere wesaw a revereml Padre peiwive- 
lj walking through one of the numerous cotton tields dot- 
ting the low hillsidee. As tlte sun sets with that pris- 
matic bernily peculiar Io tlie trade wiiul region, we are 
abreast of a lofty barren rock, of aquare form, evidenti}' 
uninhahited, and whicli was tirst &een in 1774, by a Mid- 
shipman un Captain Cook'a sliip, whu afterward became 
distinguished in English and American water» as Lord 
Hood. 

The beauties of our night jonrney towards Nuka-Hiva 
cannot be orerdrawn by any word painting. The moon 
was nearlv full, and sliad its amher liglit over the calm 
«ea, aoftening the gorges and gnlches, and obscuring tlie 
rugged ridges of Washington Island. The whole mass 
seemed some dtanic cathedral, aliove whicli towered its 
double epire» until they met the featherv aeud 2,400 feet 
above the Pacific waters. 

As I did not wish to en ter Port Anna Maria until day- 
light, the boat wae run behind a rockv island at the West 
ern end of Washington, and ancliored elose to a large 
stone. jutting out of the water—a weird monument to a 
sunkcn whalcr, wrcckcd at ite Southern extromity. 

At dawn we ntood over toward Nnka-Hiva, ona W. by 
S. course, and rounding the south-east end, ran close 
to Cape Tikapo, with its nntural towcr and outlying 
rock of boat-shaped form. Passing Taipi Iwy, before iis 
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was the conspicimus basaltic dike, on tiie eastem side of 
tho ontranoe of Anna Maria harlxir, the vertiele eor.e be- 
ing at first inisl akeii for one of the cascades feo coinnion 
on this coast. JN early at right angles to tliis peculiar 
stratum in the rock, runs another of light color, tiie two 
forining an almodt pcrfec.t erosa. 

Running between the two “sentinel roc.ks,” and “dous- 
ing” sail to the titful gusta wiiich blow from the ravines, 
we were at anebor in the old crater. Fifteen fathoms of 
watersncceed tliemoltonlave which, centuries ago, produc- 
ed the surrounding volcanic amphitheatre. The view from 
the bay is surpassingly beautif ul, rugged masses of rock al- 
ternating with tiie brilliant tints of tiie landscape, and 
adding their sombre effects to the gentle incline of the 
intervening valleys, 

Immediately after our arrival we were surrounded witli 
a score of canoes, whose occupant*—of either sex—dis- 
daining the convenrionalities of civilization, were arrayed 
in the sketehy costnmes of the primitive nian; a con- 
trast to the aignifPted uniform of the Fretich Governor, 
who soon retnrned our oflicial visit. 

In the afternoon I strolled on the sliore, landing on 
sandy bcacli at the bottoin of the bay. Here I was ini* 
mediately surrounded hy a crowd of Mar<juesas, in tlia! 
truly afiectionate manner proverbia! to the fair ones of 
the land. Their heauty, hmvever, has been greatly over- 
druvvn hy eiu-ly writers; and the jcssuiuinc hlossoms with 
whtfh their raven locks were adorned failed to counteract 
the odor of cocnauut oil with wliich their persons were 
profusely «cetited. Bidding ad i eu to the fair sex, I ehose 
one of the btenier for my gnidc to the ruina of tlle old 
fert, built on the eastem side of the bay bv Captain For- 
ter, in November, 1813. Tliis guide was my constant 
coiupanioti duriiig the next two dny«*, and as ho was a 
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typieul native, fnnn the ialimd of Dominica, his appear- 
ance inerit* descriptio». 

Five feet teu molies tali, witl* inuscnlor frume, Fatn- 
Mua had imdoubtedl? been, by nature, a handsorne man; 
but the art of the Archipelago liad destroyed ali: hi» 
lieauty. A brcmd band of ludia ink wus tattooed aurosa 
liis forehe&d, a circle pricked in either cheek, and another 
l>and across the nose. Hi» straigkt Lair was tbruet 
through two hnllow bone», whicli lay over hi» foreliead; 
to his ear6 were pendant large j>ieees of mother-of-pearl; 
while hia einewy arma were luurkcc with deep.scars, each 
voluntarily inflicted by thrusring burning splintera in the 
flesh after the deatli of tome favorite relative. One 
wound, deeper than rhe rest, was afterward explained to 
me as being a Taba sign; in otlier words, Fatu-Mua was 
oncc placcd under tliat fearful han, aud death could only 
be avoided by tlie severest personal agony. Below the | 
scanty ta.pt of his loim, his liips were blaeker stili with 
India iuk; and, as lie ulnnle 011 before me, lie seemed 
anything lmt a pleasant coinpanion for a lonely trip in 
the woods. At last wo reuehed the fort, and while sit- 
ting on a mound whicli miglit liave lieen a portion of an 
Riirthwork, I read the fnllowing descriptum of a portion 
of one of itlie most extiamdinary voyage» of tlie okl 
.Navy. 

“On the 23d October, Captuir. Porter rcaehod the 
Marquesas in the Emte. The sitnation of this ship was 
suffieiently remarkable at tlus moment to merit a brief 
notice. 81»e liad been tlie first American to carry the peri 
nant of a inan-of-war aroundCape liorn. More thanten 
thousand miles from horne, withont colonies, statione, or 
even a friendlv port to repair to, short of Stores, witlioot 
a con&ort, and otherwise in possession of none of the er- 
quired means of subsistence and effieiency, slie had boldly 
steered into this distant region, where she had found all 
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t nat she requlred tlirougli lier own activitv; an<l liaving 
swept tlie seaof lier enemies, slie liad now ratired to these 
little-frequentfid islands to retit, witli tlie seenrity of a 
«Uip at liome. In oae sliort vear slie liad liot only pro- 
teeted tlie American ships in tlie Pacific, luit captured 
4,000 tons of Englisli sliipping, and mado nearly 400 
priaoners. 

“Coopcr tlien describes tlie scenes of activity of tlie 
liext monti., wlien tlie prizes were fitted out for tlie horne 
trip, and tlie fort oQiistrueted under tlie supervision of 
Lieutenaiit Gamble, of tlie marine», wlio rolunteered tu 
reniair. on tlie island during tJie contemplated erui se of 
tlie Ess&r. On the 12tli December tlie Esstr. quitted 
tlie harbor. Slie liad no sooner disuppeared tlian dit- 
turbances liegan witli tlie natives. Tlie men, also, liecaine 
mutinous; and at last a party of tliem took the prize 
StrbigtijM&itti, wounding Mr. Gamble in the encounter 
wliich took place. Sourvy alded to tlie ditficultics of tho 
situation, and Gamble was at last compelled, witli eiglit 
men, to set sail in the Sir Andrew Jfammond, another 
prize. Althongli unprovided witli cliart», lie reached tlie 
Sundwicli Islands in safety, only tliere to 1« capturod by 
tlie Ckenib, and learn that tlie E*8 J r liad been taken by 
the Englislu Luck deserted Porter after his visit to these 
island».” 

The next two days were spent in diplomatic confer- 
cnces, and visit» to tlie interior in quest of-* 

% On the morning of tlie Mli, Ladon uith frnit and vegc- 
taldes, I started on iny return trip. On tlie 6tli we liad 
to lie to in a soutlicrly gale, but tlie oil bonibs tired to 
windward decrcased tlie liead" sea so effeetnally tliat we

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which we reached the maximum speed *>f 26.2 mile* per 
hour. At 10:20 p. iu. t April 9th, we reaehed the Jum**- 
totn„ in Lat. ZV 50' S., and Long. 117° W. 


In our mail froui Pitcaim wan a letter frot* Williaiu 
Story the fammis sculptor and poet. It explains jtself:

MAY DAY—1882. 

Frotu time iiumcinorinl ancient custotn ha» prescrilieil 
tlmt 011 tlie tirst «if 31 j» y are to l»e liekl eertain festivitie*. 
These differ in tlieir nature, uocording to rhe lntitude atul 
longitude wlierein tliev ure en artet). In New York, thr 
day is celebrated hy the moving of liuge truck-loods of 
liotigeliohl g »ods, tlie hreaking of looking gl asses and 
talile chiua, tlie scomii.g of ihe liest parior furiiiture, 1*v 
cold nieal», l»y tlie clianging froin one uncouifnrtable Innise 
to anotlier stili more tuiuoiufortahlu, l>ut probably in a 
different way, hy janmied tingers as tlie liedsteads are set 
up in tlie new domieile, iitiugled- with oeeasiona) 
biptabbles between tlie liuul of tlie liouse and lii» snhottli 
nates, variet), perhaps, l»y a swear word or two, as tlie 
jack hammer strikes the thmnb not intended for it. 
and tlie carpet» fail to fit in their new location. No 
doubt such scenes vvere enaeted, ad nwntertai, in the me¬ 
tropolis. 

In the country, ne tbink of May Day a» one full of 
green gra»s and hudding bonglis, of sweet hlossoms, of 
early flower* ; the shy arlmtns is sought heneatli the «nr* 
pet of fallen leaves wliirli ha» protecti*! it tlirowgh tlie 
winter's fro>t; gnmps of voutli and naidetis, accoin- 
panied hy baskots oontaiuing vnrions kiiuh of provender, 
wend tlieir way to some bosky doli, wlierein tliev »eek their 
plensure in tliat rotnantie fashion knnwnas a jdatir. T« 
tlie casual reader, wlinsc knovlodgc of tlie country is limi 
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ted to au occasional glnnce at nfarmyard, an lio i» whirlcd 
rapidly by upon tlie railway, tliis sounds very fine. 
One of our good oountry poets lias said: 

*' Muy Dny seUluui loukii 
Up in the conutry, i‘.s it does i:i ljuukw 

and sudi, \vo fear, has liecn thc experieticc of many a Mav 
I>ny pnrty tliis present soason. Let ua for a niomont hung- 
iue the imbodle conditio» of niind whidi caiiscs peoplo 
(otherwise sensihle) to deliberately sprtad their hineli 
upon tlic ilamp grntrnd, iimtcud of taking it in orthodox 
Christian fashion witliin the four walls of a dining rooin. 
Hovv ea» tliey liear the prospect of tliat almost invarial>k- 
acrpicl, a cohi in tlic lioud (f feurcly Phillis will plcusc 
Coiydon the l»etter if, two tlavs afterward, when he limkis 
his eveniug eall, she «ioes not talk through lier nose! 
Bnt to l>e Qneon of thc May, or a lady of limior, or a 
si|uire in waititig, are, we fear, baits tootemptiiig for the 
average yonng woman or yoting man of to-day, when 
ivsthctirism and Quccu A tine are all thc ragc. So thev 
hic tliein to the picnic groiitul; and whilc the attendant 
svvains go off for a smoke, the datnsels unload the ham- 
pers and pvepare the feast. Invariably the ealt and the 
sugar are hopelessly and inevitahly mixed, and fortunate 
it is if the pepper and the mustard are kept apart. A s thev 
sit in varimis uncomfortable attitudcs, their garments al«- 
sorlring raoisture, the anta, finding their domaitisinvadcd, 
organizR a rniil npon the intrnders and make it rnther vni- 
emufortahle for thc sittcrs. Oecasional spiders glide up 
the clotli, eausing tlic tiinid maids to sliriek. like lifctle 
Miss Muttit; and then (punies the gallant resone, ftdlowod 
hv thc untiindv death of tlic inoffensi ve weli-spinnur ut 
the hamis of the voung womai/s adorer. And stili thev 
sit and sit, nnd the datnp Htiil tlie ants useend togotlier; 
n*id iis thev ohiitter sweet nothings, of a smlden their 
toeth begin te ehatter upon their own aeroni it, and thev 
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ciwake from theirdream of liliss. Awake!—lia ve tliey ever 
lieen asleepf at least sinee the ants tuok nmbrage at their 
adveiit and bcgan metuturos nf reprisal. By tliis tiuie tlic 
inevitable shower lias made itsappearance; and dretiebed 
to rlie e4cin, witli draggled skirts and dripping trousers, 
tl»o plcosurc (?) seeker*. Hec t«* their respoctivc domiciles, 
there, witli liot lea and otlier decoctions of like potencv. 
endeavoring tu repair tlie dsmage clune tlieir physica! 
organizations. 

What a contrast tu thcse and sncli like uncomfortable 
seenes was one May Day in ^lie good old Javu&town ! 
With ai “brau wost wind,” tlie day opened by tlie brilliant 
record of forty-oije miles for tlie midtlle wateb, tbe great- 
est four lioar nui. yet reoorded. As tlie day broke, and 
tlie brilliant orb of day asoended from tlie bosom of old 
ueeau, tlie wind freahenod, and stili, witli sail reduced, 
tlie good old craft kept uil IStronger lilew tlie wind, 
more and more heeling over to tbe pressure of tlie 
sails was tbe hclrn carried a-weatlier. The aea increased 
likewise, and an oucasioiial roll of thirty-five or 
forty degrees to leeward, t-ending the loose cbairs and 
varicus otlier articlcs (buman and otbcrwise) Hying down 
tbe incline into tbe lec sonppers, only served to give 
variety to tlie peaoeful character of tbe day. And who 
will prctcnd to givc cquul wciglit to u sliure pionio as 
companed with tlie picnic we bad. as, with dislies sliding 
from one side of tlie table to tlie otlier, with capsizcd 
beer gbussee, and with oscillatory sonp piatas, \ve strove 
to provide for tlie inner inan ? Clinging to tlie table 
with our knees as tbe sliip gave an oecasional lurcb, grab- 
bing frantically after a fork »r a strav nmstard-pot tbat 
was chatseeei.ty toward our opposite neiglibor, wtj were at 
least spared tlie inortification of a mixture of salt and 
sugar upon tliose *1 levia tors of life, tlie calces of buek- 
wlieat (or of llaimel), wilh wliiuli we «ure tliat day re- 
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galcd. No drnggled plumes were onrs this lovely day. 
The suti went down, and a glorious moor. rode fnll orbed 
in the heavcns, a», “ rocked in the «radie of the deep, we 
lay u» down in peace to sleep,” when, witli sails reduced, 
the good ship bowed oheieanee to the Beas whieh took 
hcr on tho weother how as «he lny to witli elose reefed 
topsail on the main. Who conld indulge m vain regrets 
for shore on Bueh a niglit ? Who wonld exeliange fnr 
the bustle and Inire of inoving day with thedanipness and 
the ants of the picnie ground, the dry deeks, the genial 
card tuhJo, and the ploasant coinpany aaecmblcd liorc -<> 
far at ee* ? 

Who knous what eliiinneys may Iie toppled over, wliat 
signs liave hlown down ? carrying wonnds—perhaps 
death itself—to those luckless wights whora onr May 
Day found aaliore, instead of 

“ Afloat, aflo.it, on the boundlow sea. 

Ever glorious! e ver free!’’

It is iindc-niably the fac:, thnt among the graduates of 
the Naval Acadeiny theredoee not exist tliat general feel- 
ing of love m d respcct for their Alma Mater that apptars 
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tu be evinced by civiliaiis who are collego graduatcs, for 
tlie inst tutions where they roeeived their cducation. 
Why is this \ 

We have often heard it asserted that one rutson ie, that 
tlie lite of the student tlierc is so diflerent frotn the lite 
in the Service, that lic is m>prep*red tbr tlie cliange ; 
that in some wny the ideas gaincd by hiiu are nol realizeil 
when his sea-going begins. Doubtless this is trne ; for 
cortainly the position of a first clase-mau at Ammpoli* 
(purticularly if ht be a radet officer) is inuch «bove tho¬ 
le vel to which the geiitleman of tlie wateh, the boat (or 
even the foronistle) afficior is reduced, when he tahes hisfirst* 
plange into tlie cold batli of tlie uncomtbrtablc atwos- 
pliere of a steerage. • But how is this state of affairs to be 
remedied 'i We have asked ma:iy gradnates, fresh from 
their expcriencc of botli Acadeniy and eruite, and tbe 
imarialde reply is, “ We cannot teli.** Now, as a inalter 
of fact, is the Midsliipn)aii’s experience iinnsuaH Is tlu; 
condition of tho newly ticdged eollege grnduuto ony bet- 
ter in comparianti ? Daes his four years ot student life 
fnrnisli liim with superior weapons writii wliiclt to baitle 
witli tlie bwsy world into which lio eiuors ? Is not his 
position as a senior intinitely j relerablc to that in which 
lic finds hiniself as a mcdical, lavv, or theologi cal stident, 
or as une «if tho rc*rv junior attachcs of an engineering 
nr ineieantile Hrm 'i I >i>es he not lind his liigli ideals 
and idols rndelv pnslied fmra their pedestals by tbe ieon- 
ochutic kustle in tho wi.rk-a-day atmosphere hy which he 
is sumainiled \ B irrlv, these are facts patent to tin¬ 
tinat imobscrvaiit eyc; and yet Ito floes not revile his 
student liomr, lior dora lic luar 'nis affection far it. 

Ciin it bc |«Kodhlc tlmt the fuct that tlie Oovermnent 
ftirnislics otie mait his iiittlkctiml outfit renders hitn less 
gratcliil to his fosti-r motlier tlian is tlie other, whosc 
pnrsc lias (perlutjw) becii .strained tu its utinost ili tlr. 
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aehieveincnt of hia greut pnrposc of obtaining an oduca- 
tion ? Perhaps it ita true that in this case, as in so mari) 
others, that which is gotten without persohal coBtor labor 
is lightly cstccir.cd. Ie it poseiblc timt thcfccling (nppar 
ently innate in the American people) tliat the Govern¬ 
ment inPt-s tliem a living, relidere nava! officere leas grate- 
ful and thtuiklul ibr the pusition in wiiich they are 
placcd ? Hoh’ many fathers are there in our countrv who 
would gladlv pay a good round siun if tlicir sonsuould havo 
the privilege of eneh an edueation as the curriculum at 
Annapclis provides ? Even tliongli they were liot to even 
enter tho serviqc. 

There is, to be Riire, » inarked differenee between the 
naval meu and tlits civilinn», in that the relative das» p<J6i- 
tion of the lattcr is not oonstantlj tlirust before tliem; and 
hence it rnay be poesi kle tiiat the fuot tliot tho relative 
oQSeial rank is then determined for the future, plaeing one 
man above or below another for all hia life, may have 
something to do with thia fueling ; and there m&y be in 
many cases anotion that a fair di ance was not given to 
a!l —that under tome otlior systein a different arr an ge¬ 
ment would have been made. 

Whatever may be the reasons assigned for this laek of 
uffection referred to, wc are sure that they aro unworthy 
the attentiori of rcasonable men, and that they should not 
produce the ofFect which they appear to do.

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TIIE WHALE. 

llaving within the past few days seen a whale, we 
tliuught tliat our readers inight not >e averse to some re- 
marka coneeming the appearances, eharaeteristics and 
habits of tliis animal, so we invite your attention for a 
sliurt time to tliis subjoet. 

The wliale belougs to tlie sub-kiugdoin vertebrata, for 
the reason that its body consists dfTwo cavities—an ab- 
doiiiinal and spina! oavity—tho spinal cavity beir.g divide<i 
iuto segtnents, each une of whieh i» called a vertebra. 

It is put in tl:o elass mammalia because it has tiiaimme 
and auekles ita young. 

The breasts are two in nmuber and ure placed 011 the 
ventral side. 

It is plnced iu the order Crturca, meaning a wliale. 
The wonl Cetaaa boing derivcd from t.lie Crreek woril 
KeL* wliieh sigiiifies a wliale. The order Cetaeca is di- 
vidod into three familios: 

lst. Tlie fiabtnutht>, or wliale-bone wliale, (from the 
Latia bfdtmi, a wliale.) This species furnishing the 
whale bono of oommcrce, honco it isoftcn cnlled tho wliale 
bene whale in eoiitradistiuctioii to the sperni whale. 

Tlie soeond family is the (JutwbmiidvK. This species 
eoinprises the toothcd whales, the word Oatath.ntida 1 . he- 
ing dcrivcd from two Grcok words— l\ai<t , througli, and 
tnb,tt8, a tooth. 

The third family of tlie Catacen is the Iklphhadie, to 
wliieh bclong tlie porpoises and dulphins. 

The bod v of the whale is fisli-like in forni, and varies 
from tiiirty to sevonty-tivo foet in length. according to tlie 
species. Tl.e spennaeeti whale lieing the largest. It has 
a very large heud, so largo inrleed, tliat rhe name JTarrn- 
rejj/tal''#, meaning long-lieadcd, has been applied to it. 

There are quite a niunhcr of species of whale, luit ou. - 
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rcaders aro suHudontly well acipnunrcd witl» tlicm t<» need 
no dcscriptiou. Knuiigli will have lieen said wlien \ve re- 
inark that the Ihthxn wliale, or wlialc-bnnc wliale, bclongs 
to ti»e family R.tUvnnhv. and the /{'ii/s- t.ir i 

or sperni wliale to the family ( 

The wliale is fotind in tlic grcater part of tlie Atlantic 
and Pacific occans exccpt tlic tropical parts. The rcason 
of tliia ii that the Cm t<t<- //si**tid ^[<Jb'8c , on whieli the 
animal feeds, are foimd luurc plcntiful in colder tlian 
in wanner latitmles. 

It vronld be foreigti to our purpnsc to go into a detailed 
dosoription of the aimtoiny and physiology of the wliale, 
\ve will simpli indicate a lcw poinls. 

The wliale, as we reinarkcd beforc, is tish-like in forni, 
exccpt that he is not provided witli hreatliing gills, sudi 
ac; aro fouml in fidi. Neitlier liat- lio tlie two poir of fias 
tliat lish liave. Ile lias ono pair of anterior litis wliich 
are paddle or oar like in sliapc. Some species, as tlie 
iWatirocfjihnlux for cxample, have a dorsal fin. Their 
principai motor power i-* I>y means of a broad calidal < r 
tail paddle. 

AU wliale* are horti witii teotli, hut in tlie buleen wliale 
tlie teeth are few in muniter and soon fall out, heing re- 
placed by a kind of flexible lione eulled hnhxn^ -«-hile in 
tlie Physiter J fuer.Mxp ^ tl^ <>r Sjwinuceti wliale, the 
teeth develop to a large size and thus funiisli ivory. 
Tlie whalo siickle» its young jiut the >ame as otlier 
mala, init probably for a iiiucli sliorlei' period, for the 
inother wliale soon tenciies her young te capture it» owii 
food and thus depend on irs own resources for a suste- 
nanec. 

Wlien tlie period of pregnancy advauce» to near inatii- 
ration, tlie wliale goes towimls laiul »o as to be in siial- 
low and comparari vely sinootb water. Tt is at this time 
that, very often, a strong gale or a heavy sea will foras 
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tliis animal in so near sliore, tliat she will lie strandod. 
A word ae to liow the whales Lreathe. They are pron- 
ded with luiigs very similar lo iliose weliave, coiisequeut- 
ly it ia neceaaary for tliern to l*reatlie the saine as we do, 
tliat. ia, to breathe nnthinghnt. air. Wlien the whale pre- 
pares to go d>wn in the water, hc filia liis lungs with air, 
and then “ hlowa” the air out again wlien he comes to the 
stirfaoe. Tho nasal chamliers communicate externally 
mearis of two aperture», which are eapahle of lieing rIob- 
ed at will. Tliese apertu res are called spiracles—from 
the Latin spiw to breathe. NY hen any water Iiappens to get 
into theso spiracles it is blown out, wlien he breathes, and 
tliis scnd>? up a stream of opray. Tliis liaagivcn riso to tho 
popnlar belief tliat the whale filis liis nose witli water and 
then blows it ont. We mentioned tliat in the baleen wliale 
the teeth of hia childhood were replaced by a kind of 
lle.xihle bone called balem. This is arranged in flatten- 
ed rows, and slopes outwards from the guins, and meeting 
gives rise to the appearance of a brush. Wlien the inoutli 
is sbiit these fraved cdgcs of the numcrous and elose 6ct 
l»aleen plates enclose a cavitv, the bottora of whicli is oo- 
or.pied by the large, fleshy tongne. By raising the tongne 
xvbatever solid matters are enclosed in the moutli is 
forced baek into the throat and swallowed, wbile the wa¬ 
ter in which thev were suspended isdrivenout between the 
baleen plates. The whale, wlien feeding, always swims 
againet the current with bis month open nllowing tlie 
water to flow in and th«8 carry any eolid materials with 
it. Ile then pnts the liuge strainer of baleen plates into 
nperation as he swkm throngh the slioals of food. He 
does tliis by closing liis mouth and thus forcing the wa¬ 
ter out between the baleen plates and swallows the prey 
stranded upon his vast tongne. The sperrn aceti whale 
not bcing providcd witli baleen plates, but in tlicir stcad 
with teeth, eaptures liis food iti a different wav, fecding 
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perliups as otlier tish do. The wliale furaislie* t<i iuiii- 
merce oil, a very pnroipiality of wliich Ufmind in a cnvity 
witliin his skull. The n»u> fi wliale besidcs furnishing 
oil, supplies iv»rv from his teetli, snme **f wliich j^roiv t*> 
a eonsidcrahie size. Amlergris isfound in rhe intesrinal 
eavity of tliis species, hcing derived froin tho 
on wliicli tho animal feeds. Tliis anihregris is iiscd in tlu* 
trades t<* |>ut in jierfiiiucry. 

'ilie l '//»’ /i wliale furiiislies froin his luthn plates tlie 
ulisile-hoitt* «if conmierce. Muci» additional iiiight l»e said 
of thi* interesting tuiimnl, Init time, spice, and si fear of 
wearying jomforbid. Wc liopo tliat wliat we liave caid 
may not lio reeeived amiss, Init tliat it will provo instruc¬ 
ti ve.

Lhmhtless many of Ihc sunscrihers ot' 14 9'51"” liave 
wondired ivliat lias bicome of tlie “ Traiuing System,'’ 
tliinkilig tliat it luminet tlie fate oftho&c woightv artii-hs 
on “ Intcrnal Impruveiuenrs” wliich hepati a liistv walk 
tlm ugh tlie wardroom, and <lieil froin cxliaustion catised 
hy tlie sliort ramlilft thivngli tlie stcerage eoimtry. 

The “ Traininjr System,'’ liowcvtr, stili lives, in spile 
of the “ plaintivc* cries” which w never mistuok tdr tlionc 
of any wanderer upon tlie seu of knowledge, Init relegat cd 
to tlieir ]»ro|K*r harnyard loeality on sliore; and nmv, clsiil 
in retaliating surcasiii and sunimer attire, we tnodcstly 
contribute onr May offering. 

In onr last articlc we d senssed appmiruvs’ clothing. 
As a contiinmtion of thi» sulject, it is t«> h« hoj.ed tliat 
tlie Gnvcrniiienl will winn serve out iniproved inalerial; 
stili, vitii the cloth and tlannci on liatid, linich hetter tits 
inight he nhtained if the Divisiotial OHieors pnid « little 
more attentioii t» tlie ciitting nf tho gnrnioiits. Tho 
“ Pnrsor s shirt” stili reimiins, tliough a much beller arii- 
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Hc tlmn furmerly; the lioys, however, are as a rnle tln* 
“ truditional handspike,” unless tliose in clmrge uf tliein 
during tlieir early apprei tieeship see tliat they rid tliem- 
aelvea of slovenliitesa and l.tck of neatnees. In tliis niat- 
ter, as in ali otliers, Ilus ofticcr should not bc of tln» 
opinion tliat, his inspectio» endcd, his day’s dnty is dono. 
At ali timos and in ali places, his wateliful ove should be 
upon the Iwy, correcting tlioee littlefaults duc tua lack ot' 
proper training. There is nothing whieli insurcs respeet 
so quickl}’ in the subord iiiatos as thc faet tlmt you know 
overy detail ot' sliip lito, hoth beforo and ahaft the mast. 
But to retura to our suhjcrt. llaving seen tliat the lury 
luis his noatly titting snit, the next point is to inake Lini 
take proper «5110 ot' it, as well as of ull his utlier elothing; 
to by certain tlmt wlionovor ho gots wyt lio is nmdo to 
shifl iulo dry elullies al unce, and uever allowed tu “ turn 
in,” as maity do, in wet nnder-clutliing, tlierehy injuring 
hotli health and outlit. If a little attention 011 the part 
of tlic Otiicer ot* the Dcek is paid to tliis multer, ull tlmt 
tronhlc of shirking bv soeking the jsiek list n ay bc over- 
eoine quite easily. 

A VISIT TO KASTEK ISLAM). 

Lat. 27° 10" S., Long. 109 c 12' \V. 

You will ull >e siirprised to learn tliat nn the evening 
of March 29tli, wliile you were cliattiug 011 tlicbalf deek, 
or porhaps slcepii g peaiefnllv below, tluit I, in coinpany 
witli three otlier nttieers, left otir sliip in honts whose 
vory exUtenee wtw miknown to you. 

My orders were to take passage in ilio eutter eom- 

inandud bv IVIr.- to Knstcr IsUnd, froi» whcnce he 

was to procecd to Jnan Fomundez, wliile I wns to remain 
iijMin the islatid until the urrival «f Mr. from Pit- 

eairn, witli whom I was to rctiirn to the sliip in Lnt. S. 
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37° 50, Long. V. 117° 00 ; my mission to Easter lieing 
0 > make propositio to the nativos on a qucstion of diplo- 
inatii* importnnco, and to «ollcct for thc Smithsonian In 
'titute specimeusuf arcluvalogical reinains known to exist 
there. 

Tite fcillowing is an nhstractof tlie nfficial report wliieh 
I had the honor to prescnt to the Couunanding Ofticer , 
together with details of my visit whicli I eonsidered uri- 
neeessarv to ernhody in that document: 

At 10 p. uq. on Maroh 29tli, in Lat. 22° S., Long. 122° 
W., we lowered qnicklv and silently our frail, tlny boate 
into tl*e water. Our crcws worked with a zeal prompted 
hy the antieipated onjoynumt of u eliange in their mo- 
nutonons oea life, and hy 10:30 we vvcre ciear of the sliip. 
It was not until we had lost sight of our cotnpanions, 
adrift like ourselves npon the ocean, that I for the first 
time realized the immensi ty of our undertaking. 

Our new motor worked perfeetly, ullaiuing a speed uf 
twenty-tive miles an hour, and so noiseless was the move- 
niont throngh the water, tliar. T eould wsareely helieve the 
residi ng of thc spccd indicator, until having tr&ilcd my 
hand tlirough the water, I found that we werereally mak- 
ing diis almost ineredible speed. 

It is unneeessary to describe the ploamire of our pas- 
sage uf 875 miles under the exqui&itcly tinted tropieal 
sky, and over a sea gently fanned hy the light trade airs. 

On the morning of the second day we siglited two 
small islands, bearing directly aliead, and distant ahout 
forty miles. Ahout one liour afterwards, we were al ie 
tu make out a low belt of land, at the N. E. and S. W. 
e.xtremities of wliieh are eituated two mountain», whieh 
lmd deeeived us iuto the belief tlial we had seeu two dis¬ 
tinet islands. 

On approaehing nearer, we found a low, indented shore, 
affording many excellent landing places; hut as wc dc- 
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sircti an anchorage, if possilde, \ve ronnded the island te 
tho northw&rd, and vvere rewarded hy fiuding a tmug :it- 
Tle eove, witli an excellent liottom for liolding. 

We came to anelior. and were almost immediately hui* 
lounded by natives, who came off in their eanoes; and as 
tliey brouglit ofrerings of fruit, we were convineed of 
their friendly intentioni», and allowed tliem alongside of 
llic cuLLer. Amoiig theui was the Cliief, who ia simple 
Frendi, but witli lordly grace, invited us to visit his 
kingdom. Leaving tlie cutter in eharge of one man, the 
lemainder of the crew accompamed us asliore for tlie 
purpose of refilling tlieir breaker witli fresh water. A 
ciear spring wn.it pointed ont to ns in the hottoir of :i 
Hinall crater, wherc the breaker w»i» refillcd. 

In the meantime, tlie King had informed me that st 
w liite missionary livcd on the island, so 1 insisted ou no 
longer detaining my friends, and sorrowfully bid tliem 
good-hv. T wntidieri tliem wnigh anebor, and from my 
heart wislied tliem God apced us a small, projcctiug cape 
bid the entter from my sigli t. 

I then accepted tlie guidar.ee of tlie Cliief, and on uur 
walk of two or Hirce miles, 1 was able to form an idea of 
the physical nature of the island. Fmm an eininencc 
that wc attaincd, I foun«l tlie island to l>e licarly triangu- 
lar in sliape, tlie sides avemging al out ten miles. On 
the nortli-east and sonth-west sides, tlie coast was low and 
indentod, wliile the sontli-cast, lieing exposci! tq the nl- 
inost steady trade witids, was bold and rockv. The land 
was gencrally low, witli tlie exception of tlie two hilis we 
liad first sigli ted, hnt was hroken hy numerou* low, small 
crater*. 

Xo trees were vwible, and tlie vegetation was not 
abundant. The soil was of a deooniposed lava of a red¬ 
didi Ime, tliickly strcwn witli hlack lava blocks. "Hic

«learly indicntcd. 

I so«>n nhscrved a wliitu mali uppr«cteliing tis, wlio 
provcI tu l>c tlie Kivixik Jesuk Missionary, Monsignor 
Lille, wlm, Iniving seon our lmu* upproswhing the island, 
liad hnslencd Iu mtrl us. As I areoiiipamed him to 
Ilis liousc, I iwplained tlu; nature »f inv visit, and Ito 
promisci. t*» addrcs* tlio Cltiui i i hi» native tongue, and 
to inriiieiuv liim ii possihle to a favorable decision. From 
M. Lille I olitaine l tlie folluwing infomiation regarding 
tlie histon* of the island: 

It wftb discovcrcd l»y Roggcwcin, in 1721, and was 
aftcrwanl visitcd Uy Cook, and otlier early English navi- 
gHtors. Cmnmerciully tlie island is imimportant, offering 
no iiiducemcnt to tnwlers and littlc to wlialers, except 
n lien desiring fredi uutor, and oven tliie is ohtained witli 
difiicultv in tlie lnittum of tlie cratere. 

In 1863, * dreadfui nu trage nas peqwtrated liy Pem- 
vian sliips on the unoJfcnding nativos. Tlie greater part 
of tlie ilihahitants, wliile visiting tlie sliips at anehor off 
the island, 'vere sei/.ed and earried to the Cliinclia 
Islands to work the gtuum. Ilcing unused to work, many 
dicd ; and timilly, when the Pcrnvmn Government aent 
tlie survivors liaek to their liome, tliey hronght a smal!- 
pox cpiilcmie witli tlicm, wliieli grcatlv lcsacnod the 
already reduced nurnlcrs. Prior to tliese roisfortones 
the populat io n nvcritged ahuiit 3,000. Kow it is ahout 
L,o00. Tlie peoplc-are divided itito trilies, and periodi- 
eallv timose fur a King tlie one of their liumHer whr» 
iniiy have eollceted the greatest muniter of birds’ eggs. 

M. Lille had lieeu sent to the island hy tlie Biskop of 
Tahtti, immcdiately after the sCiiiidalous outr&ge by the 
Peni vians; and I afterward heraiuo eonvinced that his 
effort» liad heen wnwncd witli a sueres» northj of his 
self-sarritieing life. 
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The natives, who crowded about us, wereincomplexion 
verjr liglit—nearlv wbite, in fact—and rcm&rkably hand- 
»ome. I was told that the.y have but one tradition, whicli 
i>; that centuries ago tlieir ances:ors came in canoes from 
Opara, an island 1,900 miles to leeward. 

By tlis time we had arrived at Coolc’i: Bay, on tbe 
■Western eideof the islar.d, vhere moat of the natives lived 
in small houses made of tbe bloeks of lava, vrith whicb, as 1 
have previously eaid, the island was covered. Having 
accepted the hospitality of M. Lille, we prooeeded imme- 
diately to hiri hoiute, where, in a short time, waa spread 
liefore us a simple diimer of luullon, vegeUibles, maiae 
hread, and varicus kinds of birds’ eggs. These artieles, 
including taro r »ot, forras tbc only food of tbc islandors. 
The mi&sionaries introdaced tbe maize and vegetables, 
whicli witli careful uultivation grows well. The sbeep 
also have been iniported, and are at present tbe only ani- 
nials on the i&land. 

After dining, M. Lille made known to tbe Chicf tbc 
object of my visit, and after a long consultation in the 
language of the Llanders. informed me that the King 
would send a formal answer througb hiin to the State 
Department by tbe next vessel touehing at the island. 
Ill additicii, lie oflFered me anv specimen» on the island 
that 1 desired. 

The remains, whicb I repeatedly visited during mv 
stay, filled me with astonislunent and wonder. Tlie stone 
imagea are scAttered everywhere and in gruat nnmliers. 
Tliey average about sixteen feet in height, thougb I saw 
one fully thirty-five feet, and represent the human body 
to tlie waitit; the urms l>eing eloso in to the sides, and 
the liantis ei.rved in low relief, elasping the liips. Tlie 
liead is cnt. flat, in order to allow a c.rnwn of tnfa (a 
m:l stone found in one of tlie cratera) to be addcd. 
The aquare nussive faec is alwavs turned upwards and

is cut witli ati expressio» of stem disdain:—resembling 
the iinnge» of the Amayr.v, hii ancient Peruvian rave. 
Each figure has a speriul naiuo, luit none art or ever have 
l)een, even by tradition, worshipped as idola. The stone 
used for the images, had lieen (piarried in tlie bottom of 
onc of the craters. 

On the sonth end of the island, elose to some sculptur- 
e<l etones, are alumt eiglity large st<>ne houses, appareot- 
ly of great age and exeellently preserved thongh not. now 
u-sed. In one of these houses I was informed that a, val- 
uable bust, ahout 8 ft. in heiglit, and weigliing uearlv 
four tona wa» found and had lieen carried to England and 
placed in the Britisli Museum. 

I found numerous vemeteries, generally situated bj tlie 
sea, and made of sea stones earefully titted together, anti 
also a number of piatfornis upon wliicli images had for- 
merly stood. The most important of these latter was one 
about 30 feet ia breadth and 200 in lengtli. The images, 
now prostrate, for which this platform was apparentlv 
built, are made of large unhewn stones, fitted with great 
exactrices. A u umber of pillars near tlicm arc supposed 
to liave been usetl for sacrifices and for buming hodie», as 
burned bones liave been found near thein. 

During tlie fi ve dayR I sponton tlie is! and T hnsipd mr- 
self among tlicse ruina from morning till niglit, and in 
vain hunted for a small image that eould be eonveniently 
carried in the cutter. I was finally obliged to satisfy my- 
eelf with a eollection of the various kind6 of stone ueed 
iu llieir constructio». AIjovc all, I regretted that I w as 
not sufficienti} informed in ethnological research to at 
least forin an idea as to the origin of thesc ancient re- 
inoins. aud to wliat bruneli of the liuman iaee tlieso earlv 
sculptors helonged. 

During my pleasant evening conversations with AI. 
Ulle, lie informed me that u close anulogy exists betwee i 
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thus** remaius and those found in Central America and 
Peru. From tlii» he inferred that the early Central 
American3 and Pcruvians wero descendanta of the early 
islanders. To this inference I miglit add the theory 
deduced from a similarity between the images o’i Easter 
I.-land and inaiiy that I huve observed iu the East, that 
ali of tliese early sculpto» iu Polyuesia and iu Central and 
South America, belonged to branchos of somo grcat 
Asiatic race. How tliese early navigators managed to 
oross this vast extent of sea in small open eanoes, as the 
traditionary voyage between Opara and Easter msserts, is 
a qnestion which will probably forever remain unanswer- 
ed. 

It was with feeling of deep regret that on April 5 th I 
wm obliged to leave this most pleasant and extreinely in- 

teresting spot, but Mr.-having arrived from Pit- 

<tairn Ifdand, was anxious to rejoin the sliip, 80 my visit ' 
wae tiecessarily onded. 

Our return to the ship in ‘Lat. S. 37® 50‘, Long. W. 
117° 00' on April 9th was' favored with exceptionally 
pleasant weatlier, and to my mind conclusively proved 
the undnuhted superiority of the new steel eutters and 
the uuqueslionable valuc of our mysterious motor.

RETROSPECTIVE. 

There are two epodis in the life of an ordinary man ; 
une when he enters upon hit? career, or the occupation of 
liis life; and the other when he marries. Most philoso- 
phers agree in considering marriage a trivial eircumstance 
in the affairs of mcn, and that undue importanee is at- 
tached to it. Being unmarried we agree. The iirst and 
important epodi, the occupation of life, the entering up- 
on the carecr of manhood is the onc of wliicli we wouid 
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speak ; its cuiimieucement; its lnidding and blossoniing; 
and tlie soil whcrein it grew and prospered. 

As l>oys we amuse ourselves by Mockiug out onr fu¬ 
ture. To-day we would be adoctor, to-mnrrow a lawyer; 
sometimes eoi lege life alluresns, oftener bnsinessor trade; 
at one time tlie liardships. of a soldier seem attractive, at 
another the sailors’ perils captivate our faney. Soon tlie 
time comes for delinite decision. Onr air cuAtlci 1 must- all 
be deserted and we mu et choose tlie plane for tome sub 
stantial resideneo. We stdect, and our life is begun. 
Generally we are old enough and wise enough to pick out 
what is 6uited to us. Seldom is our inclinat ion foreed or 
formed. We decide for onrselves and sliould abide by 
the decisions. 

Many enter collcge; several go to the counting-house; 
some join tlie Army; and a few of us prefer the Navy. 
In whatever sphere we place ourselves the experienoe is 
nearly the same. The diacipline in all is severe and irk- 
ecrae; and although at West Point and Annapolis it is ex¬ 
cessi ve, it U necessar y and we know this and shoiild rea- 
lixe it before subjecting ourselves to it So our eareer 
begins. We are put into the rnould that is to form us, 
and must qnietly pass tlirough all the processe» uecessarv 
to turn us out tinished and complete. 

As an Iiistitution the United States .Naval Academy 
takes preeedence of all others. Its locality, its grounds, 
its surroundings, it» instnunents and accessorie» are all of 
the tinest ; its curriculum and ite eorps of instructors are 
the best That the edueation we receive at the Aendcmy 
is, for our profession, the most thorough in the world all 
nations concaede. That tlie men who graduate from this 
Institntion are the ailest in nautical edueation is admit- 
ted by everyone. That the knowledge we there receive 
is the most advanced and cesirahle is never disputed. 

Shall we, tlien, wlio eonr.e froni sucli lialls of learning, 
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from an Institute of such world-renowned superiority, 
shall we alone refuse to see faets patent to the eyes of 
all Ohristendom ? or else so datnn tliem with faint praise 
and fault-firding tliat tlicy cannot l>c lookcd at with im- 
partiality and with justncss ? 

Tlie disciplino of our Nuval Aoodemy makes of us men ; 
men noble and true ; men fearless and hold ; men of in- 
tegritv and honor; men to command and obey; officers 
and gentlemen. Dught the petty annoyances of school 
life, the reporta of delinquende*, the incivilities of «orne 
instructor*, yes even the rare unjust accusation of dis- 
lionor made by some prejudiced senior; ought incident* 
such as tbese to so dwarf our understanding, so helittle 
our inteliigeuce that nothing should remain but a sense 
of injnstiee and imagined injury ? It is much more ditii- 
eult and unple&sant to remember merry times; to eall to 
inind the jokes and prankt we played; how we fooled 
Professor English; how peouliar was Captain Trunnion; 
what an ass and what a good fellow was Lieutenant Roy- 
ul ? And the buildings; how their corridors echoed to 
our sbonts ; what prineely spreads and midnight orgies 
our rooms saw; and how cleverly we dodged old Denver 
and Sliovel Nose ? Wliy, uctidy wardrohes and dirtv floors; 
slow at drill and inattention to dnty; imsatisfactory marks 
mean officers-in-cliarge; smoking and quarantiae, are for- 
gotten; and sink into oblivion before such rollicking re- 
membrai:ces. And happy memories only remain of our 
studies. How severe little Johnny was and what a poor 
instructor; remember how Dasb oonfused him by askir.g 
whether Como. Simpson [and tlie double rnle were re- 
lated ? Ila! ha! how we enjoyed the joke; and old 
Bnll! what a nolsy, blustering inan lie was, but a good 
instructor: And Mac who used toh&tecadetsso thornngh- 
l.v 5 pwr fellow, his life was a liarder one than any of ns 
thuught, and long since \ve’ve fnrgotten hi* little failing*. 
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And oiir drills! IIow xve vere doultle timed; and 
“ tuned” on tlie riglit into line. Gun waa a hard drill- 
master, but he’s a bully fellow in the cervice. And tlie 
grounds, the sea wall, the gas horne, the Wyandahk; the 
walks, tlie benches, the monumenta; and the love we 
talked and believed while cninchingtlie whire pel»l des un¬ 
der foot with only the moon and tlie Btara to peep aoftly 
and secretly at ns through tlie leavea of the tali trees: 
And the gymnasium ; and old Sehoff and the band ; and 
even the old prison ship Santee has her pleasxnt reeol- 
lections! 

Fellows, wlmt a glorious title page ; what a splendid 
prefaee; wliat a superb Uret chapter in the book of onr 
career waa our four years at Annapolis ! Four years in 
whieli were toil and tronble ! Four years full of enjov- 
ment and delight. For the bitter was little and the sweet 
mnch. From the hottom of my soul I pity that man 
whose lieart is so -liard, wliose mind is so contracted, 
whose conception is so small that he forgets to whom he 
oves bis position, his education, his ali. “ The motions 
of his spirit are dull as night and hia affectione dark as 
Erebus.” 

United States Naval Academy! teacher,—guide,— 
friend,—foster mother, with ali thy faults 1 love thee. 
Dear old building# with your corridore and rooms ! Dear 
old grounde with your drills and your walks! Dear old 
studies with your hard failures and liarder 2.5’s! Dear 
old Instructore with your ineanness and goodness t We 
love you all Forgot are hatredfi, wrongs and fears and 
to us there remains only the sweet, tender Alma Mater 
who took us strangers and boys, and nurtured us, and 
made us men, and taught us onr dutv to ourselves, our 
country, and our God. 
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ALMA MATER. 

In last week’s iesuc, tlie qnestion wae asked, why the 
gradu&tes of the Navul Acadeiny do not have the eame 
feeling of lov*e for their Alma Mater that the gradu&tee of 
colleges eo uni versa!ly profess ? There are several very 
good reasons, it seeiris to iis, tliat can be given. 

The hoys who enter at Annapolis are probably two 
years the jmiiorsof their oontemporariesateollege, and «re, 
for .that reason, less able to appreciate tlie necessity for 
the rigid dieipline maintained tliere. At the sanie time, 
they are more restrictcd in their amusements and diver- 
eions, liecau6e the course of study and drill demui ds so 
many more hours than is required at college. Only one 
evcning eadi week is his ovn, aud tliat nnist be spent 
within the aeademio limita. To every boy disoipline is 
irksoine, and especially so at Anna}>olis, wliere it ia very 
rigid, and tlie conrse of study hard. 

Boy s at eoi lege have two or three vaeations to break 
the monotony of the year’s work, and they retnrn to study 
with renewbd criergy. At Annapolis, on National holi- 
days, one day is grudgingly given ; but no one is allowed 
to go bejoud the eity limite. The summer leave is not 
long enougli to break into two years’ 6tndv. 

In eollegcs, almost without exeeption, the studenta are 
members of soeieties ; and tliere can be little donbt that 
soeiety ties are among the very strongest of student 
lite. Indeed, in triost eolleges, a tnan is ont of caste un- 
lees he lielongs to some soeiety. At Annapolis, soeieties 
are positively forbidden. 

Tliese diffcrcncc6 arc ali in favor of the collcgc. The 
fonr years’ lifo at Annapolis iR one cnntinnnl grind of 
liard study, witli very few pleasant retnembr&nces for the 
majority to dwcll tipon, and to swallow up the memorv 
of the dieagreenblc. 
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Anothcr rcasoii why the graduates of our larger col- 
loges, at least, tliink mure of tliuir Alma Mater tha.ii tlic 
gradnatcs of the NavHl Aeademy, is that AnnapolU and 
the Aeademy aru so little known. The school is strietly 
a professional one. It ia nnknown to the majority of 
people to-day, and, although it is getting inore and tuore 
before the putlie, yet it ia out of tiie line of travel, with 
no snrroundings to draw general viaiturs; and ao it rausi 
always remain. Hence, it doea not mean so much to 
people iu general for a man to say that he is a gnuluate 
wf the Naval Acadumy, as tu say that he ia froui Yale, or 
II<*rvard, or Priiiccton. 

But to very inatiy, the great rcason fur the mipleasant 
rcrneinbranece they have of the Aeademy ia the focling 
of resenttncnt to injuatiec; and nntil the euusc ia re 
moved, the focling is bonnd to remain :— 

Whei one inaii eannot get leavu to go hume to his 
sistetis funeral, while a el&aaumte only a siiurt tinae before 
’haa gotten pennission from the Superintendent to attend 
his grandinother’» funeral. 

When anothcr man is given fonr weeks’ extra drill as 
an example, he having denied the report of gonging, and 
sustained his detiial; while another, thongli eanght in the 
act, is let off scot free heeause higli autliorities say tlmt 
“ No Munrtmoreney would gonge.” 

When the head of one department elmnges the marks 
of ati instructor, given days before, and not iti Itis pres- 
ence. 

Wheti several men are unsatisfactory in a stndy, and 
all but one are callcd hack from section and encouraged to 
study up. 

When a man who has had a re-examination is hauded 
his diploma at last withont one word of congratulation, 
much in the way a bone is given a dog. 

When a man is declared unsatisfactory hy one depart- 
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mcnt on examination, but is gi vena rnark alwive tlie avcr- 
age on thc sanie papers Vjy an oflieer not then atUched 
to tlie Ac&deiny, bnt who had been liead of tliat de- 
partincnt. 

Wlicn eiudi thing* httppen— aiul they ali have hoppened 
—the olus aggrieved feol hir ter, and tliat feeling willnever 
be removed. It inay be said that soine of these things 
are trivial, but they are not to tliose coneerned at the 
time. 

Every gradnate of the Naval Academy is prond to Ue 
a gradnate, and is prond of his diploma; and well hc 
may be. But, for many, no love for the place is asso- 
ciatcd with that feeling. Tliose who had a hard time 
getting through—grinding away day after day at the 
same dreary task, with little or no diversion and amnse- 
ment, with nothing attraotive abont Annapolis—anci es- 
pecially if they have the feeling tliat they were inijustly 
treated at the Auadeiny, can never love tlieir Alma Mater; 
nor is it strange that they cati not. 

AN INQUIRY. 

One of the Midshipinen would be glad tohave some- 
body explain throngh the colnmne of “9' 51"” why dnty 
is carried on, on board ships in port, aa it now is ? In 
many toreign ships, the officer of the deck is not reqnired 
in port to confine himself to the qnarterdeck, nor even 
to thc epar deck; nor is hc reqnired to keep on his feet 
during his duty. There is a tradition that such was. the 
custoin in onr own Service before theCivil War. 

Wliy conld not the watch oflieers take day’s dnty in 
port? Froin “ all harids” in the luorning, thc oflieer of 
the day would l>e abont decks thronghont the day, attend- 
ing to whatever work waa going on. During the ineal 
lionrs of the men, lio would go below and get hia own 
meals. He wonld have Mime eort of an office where be 
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miglit always be tound, and in it a sofaor eot, wlicre, after 
t&ttoo, hc might elcep, euhject to an instant call. 

The inquiror ean liardly cunoeive tlie neceeaity tor rlio 
laborious way in which port duty is nuw carried on, and 
lio fcels confident tliut young officere in gsneral lmve sini- 
ilar views. As he has stili some fiftcen or twcnty years 
hefore liim, during which hc will be liable to watcli duty, 
lio would like to know it' any seneible reason exists for 
tlie preeunt plan, whoeo only inerit eccme to be to nec np 
governnient plunling ? 

BIRDS WHICH FOLLOW SHIPS. 

As the marhier le&ves the coast, and sails out upon the 
sea, almost the first, and by far the most conscious 
sensation which is presented to him, is his ostracised con- 
cition froni the world and his utter loneliness. Very few 
aounds of living nature greet his ear, and almost no ani- 
mation is presented to his weary eye. He misses the 
gladsome noise of industry and the pleasing panoramic 
views of nature, and as a substitute is compelled to watcli 
the never ceasing warea as tliey rise and fall, seeming to 
chase each other in a wild and useless race. 

Evcr and anon this weary monotony ie broken by these 
racing hillows assuming gigantic proportions as they seem 
to o’ertake each other in their mad and reckless course. 
In some parts of the seas this 6ameness and wearines» 
is pleasantly broken by the sea birds, an<l especially by 
those birds which are either attracted by the f ood tlirown 
overboard or for company to follow ship. 

A curious faet is, that most of the birds wliieh follow 
ships belong to the same family ( LongiplnnaUs ). They 
are characterized by their long and pointed wings. their 
liooked bilis, their thick coating of featliers, and their 
toes ali lieing joined together by a membrane, except tlie 
big toe (/lallifr), which is free. 
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The birds which ftre rnost frequently seeu are tlie 
albatross, gulis and pctrals. To thq groiip wliich includes 
the alhatross belong the sea swallows, differing from them 
as to size and plumage. Thus we find the albatrosa large, 
measuring as much as fifteen feet from “ tip to tip,” pro- 
vided with different colored plumage, generallj white, 
hut in some casee beir.g brown. They seldom move tlieir 
wings when they fly, but sail along majestically. A pe¬ 
culiari ty noticed was tbat a large white albatross was 
almost always accompanied by a great number of sinaller, 
dark brown colored birds. Thesc, we presume, are the 
iemale albatross. Our impressione were strengthened in 
tliis respect by linding an ovary and oviduct in one of 
tliese birds. Tliese latter birds are known to sailors by 
the name of “ Cape hens.” 

Under this samc group is found the storniy petrels, 
known to sailors under the name of “ Motlier Carey s 
chickens.” Tliey are small. of a blac.k eoior, some varie- 
ties baving white featbers under the wings. They fly 
along elose to the snrface of the water, and in appearanee 
vcrj much rescinble our land suallow s. 

By far the largcat group is the ZortV&e, conunonly 
known os gulis. They arc widolv distributcd over the 
seas, and i-oprosont manydifferont species. A very beau- 
tiful variety is found around the touthorn part of South 
America, and are called by sailors “Cape pigeons.” 
Tliey follow sliips in great numbers, and ean easily be 
caught by baiting a liook. They are abont the size of 
our conimon pigeons, of a hluish-black color on the back, 
white breasts and long, poirited wings, the blnish-blaek 
feathers of which are interspersed with white ones. 

To another group belong the trUii/utie*, known eom- 
monly as gonies. They some times perdi on the yard-arms 
at night, and are almost the only natatorial birds wliich 
cver perdi. To this same group belong tlie frigate 
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Hirtis," known by tlieir Iwown color and forked tails. 
Tliev are remarkablc for tlieir powers of lliglit. 

The wliule l>ird is anothcr coinpanioh, found plentifnlly 
in the latitudee wliere wliules live. Tliey aro small in 
size, of a dark brown eoior, except on tlie breast and un¬ 
der tlie wings, wliere tlie featliers are of a leaden color. 

The^e birds which we liave spoken of, frequently f<»l- 
low ships 'for tnany days, traversing thons&nds of miles. 
A. noticeable tliing vas that tlie gulis followed our sliip 
for a distancc of twenty-five huiulred or three thousand 
miles. It is prnbable tliat. tliey wonld «tnp and sit on tlie 
>v ater and sleep at.nigh:; tlien in tlie morning rise to a 
great lieight, sight us, and in a sliort time overtake us. 
Tliev vere enticed by tlie food tlirown overboard. Thus 
it is that these birds lia ve been prineipally sulisisting for 
a long time I»y following ships on tlieir way around Cape 
Horn. 

It was & noticeable fact that as soon as we reached 
tliirty degrees south latitude, the birds deserted us, plainly 
for the reason that their thick coating of feathers was too 
warm for the iucreasing temperature wliicli we met day by 
day. • 

We felt lonely after these birds had gone a way, for l»v 
their presenoe a dull luvnotonjr was broketi wLicli wuultl 
othcrwisc hove boen disturbed only by tlie wild and ccase 
less roll of tlie ocean waves.

AN ACCOUNT OF A VISIT TO THE ISLANI) 

OF JUAN FEKNANDEZ. 

To the Editor of “9' 51"”:— 

Sir:—I n aeeordancc vith yoiir reqnest, I send to vou 
u:i uccount of my visit to tl.e island of .luau Fernandez, 
which was mado in ohedienec to orders of the Navy De¬ 
partment, to ohtain inforination as to the fate of tlu* 
American sohooner AltrUnssy which was supposed to 
have hccn lost <>ff this island. 

On tlie ovoning of Marcii 29th, T left the JaifirxtinoH 
in Lat. 22° S., Long. 122° W., in company with Mr. Mid- 
sliipnieu S., wlio vas to visit Easter Ishmd with part of 
the crew, vhile I was to proeced to the island of Juan 
Fernandez. 

Wc etnbarkerl iu tlie new exploriug boat wliicli lias 
lately heen introdueed in the service, and which we had 
hronght with rs fmni Sun Franci sco. We carried a crew 
of eight inen, and two oHicers—Mr. Midshipnian S. and 
myself—and provisions for twn weeks. The new inoror 
vorked wonderfullv woll, pwpclling the boat at the rate 
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of twenty-four knots an hour, thus enahling us to accom- 
plish tl^Cgreat distance in the given time. The weather 
was pleivsant,; and the trip agreeable. On Marcii' 31st, 
we arraytxi.Ht Easter Islaiid, wlierc Mr. Midshipiuau "S. 
and thrcc mcn left us and wc proccedcd on our route to 
Juan Fumande/, wliieli we reached April 2d. 

The group of Juaii Fernandez Islands consists of two 
principal islands and fiome wnaller. ones. The chief 
islaml, whicli is itself ealled Juan-Fernandez, is also called 
“ Mas-a-Tierra,’ 1 to distinguish it frotn the other, aud be- 
eause it ia nearer the continent. . It is ahout twelvo triiles 
long and four broad, and liea in Lat. 33° 37' S., Long. 
78° 53' W., and ie 360 inilcs west of Valparaiso. The 
smaller island of the two ia-ealled “ Maa-a-Fuera,” or 
“more in the distant,’ 1 and ia ninetj miles west <Sf the 
larger i&land. ' 1 ’ ... 

The islands were discovered by Juan Fernandez, • a 
Spai.iard, in 1563, on his voyage from Lima to Valdivia, 
and were named after him. He fQund thern uninliabited, 
but ferale; ar.d ‘on Itis departure left several goats, whiich 
in.a few ycars increased iwgreat .numbers. The bucca- 
neers who eruieed againet theSpaniarde in the latber part 
of the ^seventeenth eent.iiry, made tlm ifiland a frequent 
stopping placet in orderto. recuperate their meri, as Well 
as to repair and careen their ships, and revictual them. 
Williaih Dampier, an Englishman, while serving ' with 
the buccaneers, visited the island in 1681. Whife here 
repairing their vessel, they were unexpectedly and sud- 
denly ouliged to leave, by the approacli of tbree Spanish 
men-of-war. In their hurriod flight ft Mosquito IncHan 
was left on the ielaind, he being absent hunting goat.s at 
that time. But when Dampier returned, in 1684, in 
command of an expedition around the world, he found 
the man aiive and well, and overjoyed to again see a 
friendly face. The Spaniards, knowing that die liad been 
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left on the island made every effort tOftafitbre him, l>ut 
never sneceeded. In 1709, Captui «Woodcs Roger» 
touched here, and found the well knpwri hfcfo, Alexander 
Selkirk, or Selcraig, wlio had been left ori.dt hj the sliip 
Cuique Cuptoin Stradley, fourye&rs and four 

inonths previonsly. Selkirk, on his arrival in England, 
gave the partieulars of his solitary sojonrn to Daniel 
Defoe, who from thena wrote his renowned romance of 
“ Robinson Crusoe.” . In 1741, Oaptain Aneon, after- 
wards Lord Anson, in qotnmand of an English iiect, re- 
maiiied liere sume liiue, iu urdtr to recuperate hi» uien, 
who wcro dying wiUi, eeurvy, and to rcpair his slmttcrccl 
vessels, after a dangeroim passage around Cape Horn. 

We sighted the isl&nd at 2 p. m. The morning had 
been cloiidy, witli liglit showers of rain, but towards nooii 
it cleared, and we saw before us in the distance the dini 
outline of land. On nearer approach we made out a lofty 
mountain in the midst of a precipitous range, resembllng 
a blacksmith’8 anvil, and, as vrc aftcrwards lcarncd, 
called from tbis resemldanee “ EI Tnnque,” or “ The 
Anvil.” The whole island presented a picturesquc ap- 
peararSee, 'extremely mountainous, bnt interspersed witli 
fertile plains and valleye. “ EI Tnnqhe,” rising to the 
height of 3,000 feet above the shore—which is formed 
by a wall of dark colored, bare rocks, rising to the height 
of 800 feet above the sea—is itself a remarkable object, 
and one worthy of interest. Althougli this part of the 
eoast at first presented a forbicding appearanee, yet on 
nearer 'approach, we caught glimpses here and tliere of 
verdant glades and luxuriant woodland, through the wild 
ravines, along which daslied mountain torrents and glit- 
tering cascades, looking like threads of silver against the 
d&vk, roi-ky shore. 

We stood in for Cmuberland liay, which is on the 
north side of the island, and on the shore of which is the 
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principal setclement. The bay is at the base of a fertile 
and luxuriant valley, watered by tvvo streaim whidi de- 
sceud from the mouutains above. At the head of this 
valley stands “ EI Tunque,” vvooded nearly from base to 
snmmit, and standing like some giant sentinel to waU:h 
o'er the quiet, peaoeful valley below; while here and 
there, ou either side, may be seeu graasv plaius of euu- 
Hiderable size, wliuse vi>id color contrasls agreenbly with 
the sombre foliage of tlie niyrtle trees wbich abound on 
the island. There are several other bays around the 
island, but none eo good as Cumberland. About aix 
miles to the north-west of this l«y is Engliah Bay, where 
Alexander Selkirk lived while hewas aloneon the island. 

On landing, I waa met by a Chilian offici id, wlio during 
my stay treated me in a nioat courteous maaner. On 
rnaking tbc object of my visit known, lie informod mc 
that the schooner Albatrcs» had bccn lost about two 
months provious, off the castcrn point of the island and 
although ali possiblc efforts wcrc made to roecue 
the crew, these unfortunate heinge all perished, owing 
to the rough state of the seu and the atrong gale blowing 
at the time. 

From this offieinl, Sonor Don Alonzo do Valporaiso, 
I gathered much interesting information relating to the 
liistory of the island; but by the accidenta! diseovery of 
some buried and long forgotten m&nuscript, I huve been 
&ble to bring to light much valual.de and inetructive in¬ 
formation regarding the earlier history, whicdi has hereto- 
fore been but imperfectly known. 

Don Alonzo informed me that the first attempts at 
colonization had been made by the Spaniards in 1751, 
who, fearing that the English were about to take posses- 
sion of the island, sent over a colony; hut this n as soon 
after almost wholly destroyed by an earthquake, to wbich 
this island is often subjeet. In 1819, the Chilian gnvern- 
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ment made it tlie seat of a penal eolonj; but on account 
of the expense, it was partially abandoned. Having been 
increased in 1805^ the prisoners revolted, and for a time 
overeune the troops. For a short time after this the island 
was deserted; but about 1856 the Ckilian government 
again attempted a settlement. and for thjs purpose serit 
over about fifty people. Cattle having been introdueed, 
soon increased in great numbers. Goats stili roamed 
arouud llie island in a wild state, but tliey were net so 
numoroiid os in former tiines, wlien the island was over- 
run with tlrcm ; but tbe Spaniards, finding that their in¬ 
veterate enernies in tliese seas—the bneeaneers and the 
English—made the place their lieadquarters for refitting 
and revictualing their ships, introduoed a tierce hreed of 
<lngs, wlileli soon becoming numerous and wild, hunted 
the goats for food, and thus greatly diminislied their 
numbers. Tn this wmy tbe Spaniards hoped to deprive 
their enetnies of their former means of subsistence, ard 
force thein to seck otlier islands. 

Tlie island is now the great resort for wlialers in tliis 
region, since wood, w&ter and excellent fresh provisious 
can lje ubtained at moderate cusi. Feaches, wliieli were 
introdueed by Lord Anson, grov wild in great quantities. 
Pigs, poultry, fruit, and varions kinds of vcgetables 
ahound. Seals of ali descriptions frequent the islands, 
and the waters teein with mnneroiiB varieries of fish, in 
incredible numbers. 

liefore leaving the island, 1 tletermined to visit tlie 
lmy wliere Selkirk had lived. It was a spot etideared to 
inc by the memory of many pleasant hours of cliildhood, 
when I eagerly devonred the ahsorhing history of “ Rob- 
inson Crusoe.” Vas it fate that aroused tliis curiosity 
within ree, and caused me to direct tny steps to that spot 
where I found that of whieh I sliall speak hereafter ? 

Having thanked Don Alonzo for his conrtesy, I ein- 
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harketl iny civw, and in u >ln»rt tinieentered Knglisli Bav 
—a l»ri*xl»t greenspot, villi tlie bnekgmund sloping ^rently 
upwards toward the highei grouiid. I hastilV juinped 
ashore, and, liaving Kvnred tliu l«*at, proceeded a ehort 
distante uj» tlie :-l<»j» l? illiti 1 I lvnt-lied a suadi hilloek, oli 
«mc «ddoof wliielr stood » large tree, an<l mi tlie other tiowed 
a sparkling, hublding stivam of water, as olear as erystaL 
Tlie sitiiarion was a pkasaut nue, in front «>f a tine tjrore 
of myrtles, andparth' slieltered frmu tlie prevailin 
stonns. Tlie tree was a ivniarkalile oiie, eniispiciious f» 
its solitary situation; tnidviith uld, uml veadier-bealeu 
bv tlie niimy sturnis it liad fiteud; l>at stili liolding up its 
hcatl hravely, and um-uiisciously avertiug tjiedoom whieh, 
froin t!ic appeanmeos of dccav, was not far distant. 

This was tlie spot, thun, on whieh Selkirk Urst lived. 
I could imagine liitu in his rude luit, solitary aud alone, 
dreaming of tlie past and looking witli gloomy fore- 
liodings to tlie future. On yotider mountuiu side lie 
liurted tlie goatp witli whieh lie fed liiin&elf, and witli 
whose hairy skitis he elothed liis mikednes*. On yonder 
peak, stili liiglier up, whieh even now is ealled Selkirk*s 
Lookout,” he kept his weary wateh for passing vessels. 
IIow vividly tlie seene hronglit liack to my inind his ro- 
inaiitic liistorv. 

[ turned to regain tlie lioat, when, on passing the soli¬ 
tary tree, I observet! some faint marks whieh, evideiitlv, 
liad been eut ileeply inti» its bark. I stoppetl to examine 
tbeni, and after some trouUle made out tlie iuilials W A.S. V 
and sonie figures, evideiitlv u date, I «ut so obliteratcd bv 
time, tliat I nmld not distinguish thctii. Under this date 
1 also observed a series of uotrhes extending ali aroiind 
tlie tree, and dividet! into series of seven. The wliole 
lower part of the tree was literaliv eovered witli theni, 
and their probable u<e at ttrst nnzzlol me, imtil I renieni- 
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bered tliat Solkirk thus kept the record of the nuniber of 
days that he retnaiiu.il on the island. 

I was ahout to lea ve, wlien my cye feli upon u mark 
stili liigher up on tlio tree, and on uloser inspectio» I 
fnimd it tn liou cmss, the aborter arm not heing perpen- 
dicular to tlie longer, but forming an an ole of ahout 45° 
with it, and having tlie initials “ R. T.” cut ahove it, and 
tlie date “ 1741” lencath. Here , was a new snrpiise. 
Sonietliing ahout the shupe of the cross struck me as 
eurions, and I stepped on one side of the tree to take a 
l«*ok at it frorn* different position. Oli glanciug al»ng 
the sliort nnn, which pointed towurd the ground, I saw 
tliat wbere the lina of sight produeed struck tha earth— 
ahout twenty five feet from the f < »ot of the tree—a stone 
of peculiar shape and consideralde size projeete<l. 1 
went toward 'the stone and attemptet) to move it, but 
fonnd that it was so finnly imbedded in the soil tliat my 
lirst efforts were futile. llowever, after a seeor.d and 
more vigore ub aUeuipt, I was ahle to looseii the «tone 
and to lift it froni its plucc. Undcrncath, to my great 
surprise and astonishmeut, I fonnd a sanare eavity, and 
in it, carefnlly wrapped in a piere of old sail cloth, was 
a glass liottle, sealed with piteh, which contained the 
manusoript of the following history: 

“ My narae ia RichardTrueman. 1 ani an English- 
man, horn in the county of Dorset in the year 1730, and 
lately serving on hoard of Ilis Majesty’s slrip Centurio /», 
Oaptain Aiwun, commanding. Qn the IStli of June, 
1741. we arrivqd at thi* ialaild, aftor liaving made a most 
tempestuous voyage around Cape Horn, and buving lost 
2S0 inen ont of onr coinpleinent of 400 through the dire 
effecta of senrvy. Of this voyage I slia.ll say nothing fur- 
tlier, since, if the aquadron ever reachcs England, it will 
l»c fullv puhlislied to the World. Wliat 1 sluill relate will 
l»e my experietice on this island since I tlrst lattded ; for, 
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feeling tliat mv emi is approaching, and that I simii die 
here alone—and ali thrcugh my own foolh&rdines*—I 
take tliis means of letting my friends know what becanie 
of me, if, luckily, Iliis» may fall inio friendly lianda ivlio 
will deliver it. 

“ My fathcr wn» a seaumn, and in tiic lattrr part ot' liis 
lita he joined tlie hncraueerg who vere roving about tliese 
seas. Ainong other prizes which tliey eaptured, was a 
epanisli galleo» lomled with piare and jewels, tlie wliole 
booty lieing valned at £200,000. Havjng come to tliis 
island to divide tlieir |dunder, which wascarried 011 sliore 
for that pnrpose, tlicv werc suddenly snrprised by tlie ap- 
proach of seven Spanisli inen-ofwar; and, iu tlieir lwrry 
to embark, tliey werc imable to carry <>n lioard tlie greatcr 
part of the piate, which tliey therefore hsstily buriod oi» 
the island; until sudi n time as they miglit retuni. Tlieir 
vessel whs captured a fcw days nftcrwards, arter a despe¬ 
rate rcsietanee, and my fatlier, one of tlie fcw survivors, 
wns kept a prisoner for several years in tlie Spanish Colo* 
nies. When he regained his liberty le retnrned to Eng- 
laml, and sliortly after died. Bctbre iiis «leatli he ealled 
me to his hedside and told me of tlie treasnrc Imricd oi» 
the island, assnring me tliat if 1 shoiild l>e so fortunate as 
to fin i it, I would have more tlian I could spend dnring 
the rest of my days. For tliis pnrpose I joined tliis fluet, 
which 1 knew would stop here; and when it left I desert- 
ed and remained liehind, in order to searcii for tlie tmis- 
ii re, hoping to l»o picked up afterwards hy nome passing 
vessel. After eonsiderahle search, and by folluwing rhe 
«Iilections which iny fatlier bad given me, I found tliis cav- 
ity—as prolaibly tliu residor of tliis foninl it—hy means of 
tlie oross on the tree. Bnt, alas! it was empty. Hnw- 
ever, I fcel assnred tluil I have heen mistaken iit the 1<>- 
eality and that there is n situi lar hiding place in som e ot li¬ 
er part of the island, where the treasure is buried. This 
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situation being a conspicimus o ie, I entrnst tliis manu- 
script to tliis cavity as more likeljy to lie tbnud; for tliis 
place ia wliere- Selkirk firsr lived, and will prclmbly l>c 
vifitcd bj sotnc inquisitive etrangcr, as his history wns 
pnblished lafore I lefl Englimd, and is well known. 

“Un onr arrival at tliis islmid I wassick witli tlie eeurvy, 
Imt aooii recovering, was able to move aliont, bnt not to 
take a joiirney of any Icngtli. Tlie crew ali lived on shore, 
tlie niajority of tliem sick with the seurvy ; mary of tlieni 
died and were Imried here. The remitimler of our f!e«*t 
lmd not yct appcurcd, witli tho oxueption of tlio Triti !, 
slnop, wliieh eatnn in tlm d»iy affer our arrival. On .Innr 21 
a sliip appeared in the offiug, bnt she soon disappcared 
and we didnot see lier again nntil the 26th, when she ap- 
pearcd within three miles oftlie Imy. (Cumherland Bav.) 
She proved to he tlie frloHccster, »nd jmlging froni our 
own experiencc, we tliought she innat l»e in a most dis- 
tresaisl conditioil. The Comtnodore immcdiatcly &ent 
beata to hnr assistimee loaded with water and fresh pro- 
visions, wliieh arrived providentially, as tlie crew were al- 
re.-uiy half tiimisheil and sick to sncli an extent, that the 
officere and rheir servante were the only onea left to man- 
age tlie sliip. Uwitig to adverso winds and eurrerts, the 
sliip 'vas several times driven ont of sighr, and it was not 
nntil the 23d Jnly that slic was able to aticlior in the bay, 
hxving lioeii tow«d in bv our bonts. She had bnt 80 re- 
inaining of her original crew of 300 ; tlie rest died of 
scnrvy aml privat ion. 

“The ships were here thoronghly repaired and cleaned. 
The smitlis had their forges sent on shore to repair the 
iron work of tlie vossel; the strongest tnen were employ- 
eu in felling trifs and «-iitting tliem into tirewood ; tlie 
mens were sont ou elioro nnd a nmv supply of hrond 
haked. We were able to secure a few goats, as they 
dwell in inaensaille parts of tlie islaml, and had grentlv 
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diminitdicd in mimhcrs, owing t«■ the rnvngea of tlie wild 
doga uliich the* Spnniards Imd introdiicod. I ronienther 
oiic rcmarkalde eticonnter lietwwn n herd of goats, and a 
goodly pack of thesi* wild dogs. As wit vriwj^iingrotiiul 
the islatid in onr hnats, w« olwerved a nuinhcr of dogs 
rniiiiing aloiig'a gentlc slop<\to\rards the erest of a liill. 
and tiirning onr eyca in tiiat dircctiou we saw on a ri Jgc, a 
iicrd or* goats ilrinvn np as if f<i tlieir iwcpliiiu. Tliie» ridgc 
of roeks, whioli forrnod the only patii, wus very iiurrow, 
and the sides vere steep proci pices. The lender and 
champion of the lieni, a venerahle old patriareh witli long 
heard and treincndons horns, posted hiniself in tliis patii 
faeiiig his enemies, the rest of the gnuts heing drawn np 
hehind hiiu, where thegruund was moro level* The dogs, 
altliough they ran i»p the liill witli gteat alacri ty,y et wlien 
they came within twoisty yarrla of him, hie heutl lowored 
and ready for the cninhat. they dare not eneounter hitn, 
for he would liave thrown them over the preci pice; so 
they gave np the eliase, and rotired panting at a great rate. 

“ Tliese dogs are masters of all accessi Ide parts of the 
islatid. They are very nmuerom, and soriie of them very 
large and tieree. They apmetiliiea eaiae down toour hab¬ 
itatione ac night and stolo our provisione, and onoo or 
twicc set npoh some single persona ; bnt assistance heing 
at haud, ‘they were driven otf. At presunt it ia rare for 
gostts to tali ili their way, and we eanie t» the (vmdnsion 
that they lived prineipally on young seals; tbr 6oinc of 
onr pcople liaving cnriosity to k 11 and eat them, seemed 
to agroc tliat they Imd a fishv raste. Selkirk, in the liia- 
tory of his sojourn liero, snys that lic often cmight inore 
gnits thaii he waoted, and snnietiines inarkod tlieii* ears 
and let tliciu go. This was almnt thirty-two yeara be- 
fore our arrival at the islatid. Now it happened that the 
first goat we kiDcd had his ear siit, from whieli we eon- 
eluded that he had fortnerly heen in the powcr of Sclkirk. 
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Ho wtts an animal ot* venerable aspect, nioet dignified and 
vvith a majesti*.- beard. and witli inany otlier syinploms ot* 
antiqnity. Dnring our stay we nuit others marked in a 
si mi lnr manner, ali tlie malis being distinguslied by the 
exulierance ot' tlieir beard. 

“ The grotind beitig execedingly fertile, and Capt. Ali¬ 
son having lironglit witli hiin a variety of garden sceds 
and frnit stones, phuitcd theni in variuiu placee; and 
tliey nppeared to flonrish rouiarkably well. Ot' tlie vari- 
ons frit ita wliich lie planted, tlie peach seetned to tlirivt 
tlie liest. Senis in innmuerablc qiantities were fonnd 011 
tlie rocks, and we usnnlly. killec and roasted tlie yonng 
ones, wliicli forined au excellent food and tasted sotne- 
wiiat like veal. Kisli ofall descriptione abounded, and a 
lioat load conld be easily catight by two men in lia.lt' an 
hoiir. 6 ca lions were also ftmnd in plenty 011 tlie rocks, 
wiiose Hesli is mtlier eoarse, and mninds ns of tongli beef. 
Aleo a large sea eraw-tisli waa fonnd in great nbnndance, 
wiiieh genera! ly weiglicd eiglit t»r ni ne pounds, and was 
deliciolis eating. 

“ Ilaving relittcd tlie sliips and recruited tlie liealth of 
tliccrew, the fleet set sail on the 19th September, leaving 
me the only Ii minui being alive on , tlie island, I having 
Glippvd uti' to tlie woods tlie dar beforo tlie departnre of 
tlie veeeole. Here I .vas alone on tho island and knew 
not wlien f miglit leave it. Rnt. [ w»ih not. disconraged ; 
for sliould I be fortunate cnongli to di SCO ver this great 
trcasnre and be pieked np by soine passing vessel, on my 
arrival at Knglattd, I would be rieli for tlie retnainder of 
inv lite. I lta<l taken cure to luivc a good stock of ueefnl 
nitides ut liaml, having tilched tliem at different times 
from the sliip’» storea, and witli my gnn and plentv of 
pnwder and slmt, t eunld obtain ali the gontsthat I iniglit 
want 

“ I eunld not liclp rliinkitig of tlie different fate of the 
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Mo^uito Indinn wlin Imd buuu luit liuru somu time ngo, 
■and of wliieli I liad oftcn hcard my fit lior sprak. Tlic 
Mofeijni:<> Indiam livu uti tlie Buy of II on duras, and are 
an intelligeiit racu of tali, well inad« men. Tliej» ure 
vory expert in harpooning tnrtlea, aml iiianatens, and nll 
uiaittierof things tliat swiin in the arater. Fur tliat reason, 
tlie lniuuanccrs wbtild take one or two ot*them tu sca with 
tlioin, so that thev tnight Iju able to protuiro fresi» f«iod 
froiri tlie sea. They always receive a natue, and uotteider 
thei«9olve8 dishonored uniens une is givcn them. This 
one’$ name was Willinm. Ilu was in tlie woods huutiiig 
goats wlioii tlie ship luft, and sliu was uut of sight befure 
lie retnrned. He Imd with liim his gun and knife, with a 
sinall horn of po\ydcr and a tuw sliot. Having used np 
ali liis sliot and most of his powdur, and liis gun being 
thus usclessj he contrired by iiutuhiiig liis knife to saw 
tlie burrcl of bis gun in snmll piceus. With these liu 
made fisli bouks, u littrpoon, laneos, and a lung knife; 
heating tbe pieees iirst in tlie tiro, wliieli lie made wiili his 
gun flint, and using tlie barrel of iiis gun as a blowpipe. 
The liet pieees of iron hc liairiinered out and sliaped as 
lie pleased with stones; sawing them with liis jftgged 
knife, or grinditig them to an edge on lmrd stones and 
liardening them to a good teiuper as there was uccasiuti 
—Iiaving learned how to aueotnplish iliis latter art from 
the English. With the implements lie Imd made he got 
Midi provisions as the islaud afforded, either goats or tisli. 
Befure hc made liouks he was forced to eat seal, but he 
afterwards never killed any seals exeept to make line6 of 
their skins. He made a little luit Imlf a mile from the 
sea shore, and lined it with goat skins; his condi wae 
sprund with the «une, wliieli wss ull the bedding he had, 
and us his olothos soon wore ont, ho was oldiged to clotlie 
liirnsolf iu goat skins. He renmiued on tha islaud from 
.Taimnry 1681, to March 1684, and the only humati 
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lieings whoin lie liad seen were oocasional jiarties of 
Spaniards, wlvo liad severa) times attempted t<» capture 
him. 

“ My lite litus been mucli tlie sameasthose of tlie others 
who were leffc here. I discovered chis Itiding place one 
inonth after tbe >e»el leti; bnt eince tbat liine I liave 
been eiok. Itis now four nionths sincc my desertion. 
Mj’ end ia (jnie.kly approadiing. I noni init my soni into 
tlie hands of my Makcr, and hope for pardon for all 013* 
sins. Whoever fimis tliis will be bleased if lieaends it to 
inv friends in Dorsetshire.

Jan. 15, 1742.” 

Having found tliis niauuscript, I set sail, and stood on 
my conrse for tlie sliip, which I was to ineet in Lat. 37° 
8., Long. 117* W. Botli tlie original inanuscript aml- 
my report were forwarded to tlie Hon. Secretary of tlie 
Navy. Our trip to tlie sliip was without incident vrortliy 
of record, and on April 9tli, at 10:45 p. in., I reached 
♦lie Jamestown, liaving been absent cleven days, and 
tmveled a distari ce of over tivo thousund miles.

FITCA1RN AND ELIZABETH (OR I1ENDER* 
SON) ISLANDS. 

May lltli, 1882. 

It gives me great pleasure to furnish you witli an ab- 
stract of mv ofticial report to the Secretary of the Navy 
cnncerning an inspection of Pitcairn and Elizabeth Islands 
for any possihle traces of the U. S. S. Levant , whieh so 
mysteriously disappeared in the latter part of 1859. 

The circumstanees of rav unexpected detaehment from 
duty in tlie East, and coniing under ,sealed orders from 
tlie Departiner.t to this veeeel, were known to the eom- 
manding oiiicer only at the time of my leaving, bnt novr 
that the trip has been accoinplished, I liave no hesit&ncy 
in publisliing tlie generat facts. 

If you have never experieneed it, you cannot imagine 
one’s fcelings on lireaking the seal of seeret orders. 
Mine were not to be opened until Lat. 22° S., Long. 122' 
W. We reached this place on Marcii 29th, at 5 p. ni. 
In the quiet of the *after .cabin, in tlie preser.ce of the 
Captain and three of my brother offieers, of whose share 
in the mysten* I had no idea, the 6eals were broken and 
the orders read. Tliey were long, and exceedingly 
minute as regards detail. Spece, and the orders tliem- 
selves, forbid my giviug you more tlian a rougli idea of 
thcm. I was, in Lat- 22° S., Long. 122" W.—that vcrv 
liiglit, it proved—to leave the Jame;Unn.t in a stefd boat, 
propelled hy a new motor. Witli a crew of six men, and 
provisions for twelve (12) men, I was to visit Elizabeth 
aad Pitcairn for the purposo hefore menrioned, and otliers 
of political importano,e wliich I ani not at lilierty to dis- 
close. From Pitcairn, I was to mu over to Easler Ishuid,. 
piek «p an otticcr who liad bccn lcft thcrc, and rcjoin the 
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Jiun<‘>t'nrn iu’ Lat. 38° S., Long. 117° W., on ApriI 9t!i. 
Tlie order» to the ntliers were of tlie sanie tenor. A» 
the reading wim tinidied, we looked at ead» otlier in 
silent Hstonishinont. Not a thoiight «f the danger at- 
toudiiig h voyage of tliis length iti an open boat, tlie 
privatioris, tlie exposure, cmild I disco ver in tlie oonnte- 
uauce of any one, but ali evinced a determinat ion to 
inerit tlie approval of the Department tbat so especiallv 
selected tbein for its work. The Commandor, impresse! 
bv the secno. aiiuply roniarked, “ Gentlemen, your bonts 
eau be got ready in lialf an liour. May suceeas atteni 
vonr efforts.” 

We left tlie cabin in silence, and eaeli one repaired to 
his quarte rs to provide hiinself witii a few necessarie» 
and eomforts. I was afraid to trust myself to qulet 
thouglits; rto, bastilv clioosing a dnmgc of clothing, pad> 
ino tny jonmal in » snfe place ard lidding a silent sidieu 
to the familiar surroundings, I hnrried on deck. A bu>v 
scene met tnv eyes. Krom ont of the Sagittulis gig 
tlnee bo&ts had l>een lioistcd, and were now floating 
alongside. The motor» were in place, and provisioii» 
were being rapidly passed in by the different crews. Tlie 
absenee of mcn ahout the deek» struok me as singulnr; 
but I liave sinee learned that every one exeept tlie oftirer 
of tlie deek was »ent lielow on »on:e pretext pr otlier. 
The Commaodcr entertained the otiioer» at Frendi dass. 
in a few word», tlie principle of tlie motor wa» explaitied 
To me; and almost licfnre I was aware of it—before niy 
bewildered brain eould adapt itsclf to tbc cvcr diifting 
scene» abont me, tlie warin pressure of har.ds had I;een 
made, the lialf wliispered farewells uttered, and witb a 
sincere, liearty “ Good lnck to yon !” 1 was in ray boat 
and awav from tlie sliip’» side. How beantifnl »lie looked 
in the pnle moonliglit, each spar ontlined in silvery 
hriglitiiess against. the decp iduo of the lieavens. Tlie 
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very waves seemed proud of their burden, as witli earli 
gentle heave tliey displayed sume ncw beautias in lier 
deliciite outline. Now rising, now falling, now beeling 
to the light hreeze, she slowly drew away froin us, and 
1 was left “ a speck upon the trackless oeean.” A voiec 
ruusod me from mv roverie, and left um> eonfronting the 
-stem reditj. The two otlier boate lay near uae, husy in 
getting things to riglits. A few mornents sutliced for 
tliis, and witli as clieerfnl faees as ve could muster, \ve 
parted from one another. 

I vas alme on the wide Pacific, llere and tliere in 
tlie boat were the figures of the uien vvho sliared with me 
The dangers of the trip. It waa a strange feeling! A 
ncw and untried experiment was before me. Theoreti- 
<*sdly, it was perfect. On the stili waters of eotne inlanci 
lake it had donhtless realized the inventor’* vildest antici¬ 
patione. IIow would it act on the tossing waves of an 
ocean i It was witli soine .tnisgivings tliat I turned the 
wheel whieb set ali in motion. Any fears that I had liaci 
were dispelled wlien 1 felt my little craft start, as if witli 
flight, and witli a tteady, easv motion, glide rapidly 
ll.rougli the watei. Surprise gave way to astonislmient 
when, on- Consulting the indicator, I fuiind we had at 
tuined a speed of fcwenty-five knots per honr. Noiseless, 
odorless, occttpying little or no room, requiri ng no atten- 
tion after heing started, it seenied to me the perfection of 
ineclianical skill. I vvisli I could write more ahout tliis 
motor, but space and orders forhid. 

After seeing the course laid, and everything working 
suioothly, I (ried to gain a little sleep, whieli the exeite- 
ment of the paet two hours ealled for. The night passed 
withont any oratnrrfiiu* of intereat. I was awakened 
once, and inspected the motor. With the siune noiseless, 
powerful strokes it drove us througU the water at au 
average speed of twenty-two k iots. At 8 a. m., T got a 
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position whieli put me direetly to the eastward of Eliza- 
l>etli Ldand, and aliout eightv miles distant. A sraall 
turn of the wlieel incroosed the specd very pereeptihlv, 
and at 10 a. in. I instrm-ted the meti to look out fer * 
roek a littlo on the stari xmrd Ixiw. At 11:00, on Alarch 
•10, we saw tnmngh the ha/e the faint outline of the 
islaud we sought, distant alxmt six miles. Coiitiimiiig en 
our rapid approach aoon rovealed tlie surf, wliich broko 
in tremendoos fnry on the narrow heaeh. As we drew 
nearer. I saw tliat & landing was impoasihle, the sides !>e 
ing perpendieular and alxmt fifty feet high. The leae 
failed to find liottoin at tliirty fathoms, so 1 went in dose 
to the shere and turned to the southword, in hopes of 
finding at: opening in the roeks. The sarno precipitons 
ddes were f< und on the southward and westward sliores, 
and I hegan to despair of e ver effevting a landing, wlien. 
nn luridng to llie nortliwurd side, I foimd a hreak in the 
cliffo and a narruw strip of licach wliich at tcast courted 
an attempt. Throngli the ciear water ledges of living 
•toral could he seen, and advam-ing cantiouslv, I found 
that at ahout two liundred yards from the lieach there 
was ahout twenty-five fatlioms of water. Thia eontinued 
until aliont fifty yards from the beacli, whetr the depth 
ahruptly thailowed to threc fathoins. It was only by the 
exercke of extreme eant ion that our lioat was sneeessfnlly 
heached and we were enabled to land. Ilaving secured 
lier, and Icft Ixiat-keepers, I started np the cliff with »11 
the pampli renalia of the naturalist at hand for seenring 
specimen n. 

The islatul was us veritahki aeorpse nssirffering friends 
e ver followed to tlie grave. Otice living an active, ener- 
getie life, it was now lifcleap, dead, an itiert mass, an oh- 
jeet of assanlt for wind, wave and rain. The first hlowof 
myliaiiimer betrayed the de u? «oral,and sui >seq nent inves* 
tigations proved that Elixalietlqor Henderson Island,lying 
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in Lat. 24® 22' S., and 128° 19' "W*., was simply a dead 
mass of coral, more or less porous, and honey-combed at 
the surfaee. The cliffs were oonsiderably undennined by 
the action of the waves, and threatenec to fall at any 
inornent. We experieneed great difficulty in reaching 
the top. The viues wliich clioked the gulcli up wliich 
we climbcd wc’rc so tliiokly interlacod as to eovcr up the 
hole» and render passuge dangerous. Gaining the top, 
we found a plateau ahout eighty feet above the sea level. 
A few pandanus trees, the only ones on the island, were 
heattered here and there. There was a remarkable ab¬ 
sente of hotanieal and geologieal specimen s. Little or 
no vegetation was visiblc —dead coral everywliere. The 
size of the island was abotil live miles iu leiiglh and one 
mile in breadth. I hardly imagined that any one could 
liave preserved existenoe sliould they be t»o jnfortnnato 
as to be cast away- on this desolate spot; but what was 
my surprise to find in a retired nook the evidences of a 
fire, a rude atteinpt at shelter, and a small spar on wliich 
were cut the initials of two persons—“A. W.” and “ Y. 
R. B.” Here, indeed, was a roystery 1 AU ideas of 
geological fonnation, liotanic&l or animal life, were aban- 
doned at this discovery. Oalling the aid of the men, we 
set about searching for any further truces wliich could 
furnish a clew to tlie identity of the persons whose names 
appeared in this strange place. The setting sun warned 
ns to desist, and hastening down the ravine we regained 
the boat, there to leam that a large spar liad been found 
higli on the Leach, and near it a emall cask; neither, how- 
ever, had any marks by wliich they could bedistinguished. 
Botli were decayed ao much that it was thouglit advisa- 
able to to leave tliem uudisturhed. Thus passed the 
30tli. 

A good night’s rest. prepared ns for the researohes of 
the niorrow, and at early daylight we set ont for the 
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plateau again to try and solve the mystery of the initials. 
Nothing furtlier was discovered, and, after makitig a 
sketcli of the entire surrotindings, I conelttded to abandon 
the search, and pursne niv investigatu ns in the boat. 
Retuming to the hearh we launclied the boat, and after 
directing lier througli the hreakers, 1 set the eourse for 
Pitcairn at an easv speed. It was 2 p. in. liefore we 
were well ciear of rlie island, and 1 was able to consuit 
wliat few authorities I had witli me. By the aid of my 
meniory, and the Sailing Directione for the S. Pacitic 
Ocean, I fonnd tliat l»ut one authentic aeoount is given 
of persons over liaving Ux»n oli tliis- island. Th« E... at, 
a whale ship, was struck by an angry wlmle and had her 
bows stove in. The crew took to the hoats, and steering 
south, by chance discovered the island. Tvoo men were, 
at thcir own request, left here wliile the others procceded 
on. Two of the thrce lamts reached Chili, hut the tbird 
was never heard from. A hoat with four skeletons after- 
ward seen on Durie Island, is supposed to he the missing 
one. The two men left on Elizalterh Island, lived on 
the few provisione gheu theiu l»y their coiuracles and on 
the fiuit of the pandanus tree. Tlieir strictest search 
failed to ditsoover any spring, hut tbey munaged to eollect 
ennugh iu a pool from the drainings of the upper part. 
Tliey were siibseqirentlv talcen ofF hy a ship who had 
heard of their condition. There aie, l>eside this, two 
otlier possible explanations. In the latter part of 1859, 
the U. S. sloop-of-war ferant left Hilo, on Hawaii, for 
Valparaiso. She has never l>een heard of sinee, and it is 
presutned tliat she fouiidered in a squali. A report is iu 
current belief tliat slie was seen by a passing vessel with 
scrublied lianunock aloft, and the}' explain her sudden 
capsizing to tliis cause. I tniglit, in passing, remark tliat 
tlie initials of one corre»poiid to tliose of the purser of 
the ferant , Andrcw Watkins. The otlier explauation is 
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that in May 1791, the jolly boat of H. M. S. Pandora , 
Captain Edw. Edwards, E. E., sent out to labiti for the 
imitineers of the Bt.uniy, had bccn hlown from the land, 
and a Midshipman and four men on board never lieard of 
agam. It ia barely possihle, hut to my mind highly im- 
prol able, that aurvivois from either the one or rhe othor 
of these duaster» drifted on Elizal>eth Island. Doabtlesw 
the names were tliose of the two men from the Efaex, 
and the trntli of it will be tested wlien coniparison is 
made to the shipping list for that eruite. 

Had I pusi ed tlie motor, I might have reached Pit- 
eairn that night, but preferring to mahe it in the earlj' 
morning, I allowed the speed tofall toaboutseven knots. 
The night was beantifully elear and ealm. Ali enjoyed 
the rest, wliieh the liard climbing had made so necessary. 
At daylight, Pitcaim was plainly visible, the tali peak 
standitig out in bold relief against tlie morning sky. A> 
wc approach, lct mc givc a short resume of the eventa 
wliiclr liave marked this epot in maritime history. 

In 1786, notice hegan to !»e taken of Captain Oook’s 
reeommendation of tlie bread fruit tree as a staple article 
of food. In three voyages to the South Sea Islands, he 
had heoti convinoed of its vahte, and reported the fact to 
the anthorities iu England. The desirability of intro- 
dueing it itito the West Indies, as an article of food for 
tlie negro slaves, led to the purchase and litting out of 
the fi > r nty, a small ship-rigged vessel of 215 tons bur- 
den, for this purpose. Lt. Wm. Bligh, E. K., nas given 
command of the expedition. Ile had a* his officers 
Flctuhcr Christian, Peter Hevwood, George Stewart, 
Edw. Youtig and John Hallett. The Bottnty loft Eng¬ 
land I)ei*. 23d, 1787, tnnehed at Santa Criiz Jan. 6tb, 
1788. After several unsuccessful attempts to round 
(•ape Horn, Bligh lore av av to tlie eastward and anelior- 
e l in Cape Town, Mav 25th. There was a great dea! of 
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diseontent on board, owing to tlie irritalle lempor of the 
Captui n, and alleged injusticc in thc distribution of tbe 
food. ITuwever, no aerinus tronlde was occ&sioned. 
Leaving Cape Tovyn July 1*st, touching at New Holland 
Sept. 3d, thev sailed from there to Tai) it i, reacliing Port 
Royal Bay Oct. 25th. Tlie work of loading the sliip 
progressed rapidly, and hy April lst, 1733, a tl.ousend 
yonng tree.-s liad l>een oarefully stored away, togethei 
with fowl, veget a ble* and animals. On April 4tli thev 
left Tahiti for tlie Friendly Islands, arriving tliere April 
23d. On the 26th thev again «et sail; on the morning 
of the 27th the trouble oecurred whieh led to the inutiny. 
Of thcse circ.umstanees yoc are donbtless familiar, bo 1 
will oinit them. 

On the morning of the 28tl), Bligh was set adrift witli 
uinoteen men in an open l*oat loadcd to within a fow 
inehes of the water’s edge. After a voyage of 3600 miles, 
he reached New Holland and from thenee retumed to 
England. The miitineers bore away for Tahiti. Kem&in- 
ing here ten days, they started for Toubouai, the south- 
most hland of tlie Society group, well laden with pro¬ 
visione and liaving betides, nine Tahitian men, twelve 
women and eight boys who had seoieted tbemselvee on 
hoard. They arrived here on Jnne 23d and immediately 
set ahout eonstrneting a fort. Before they were here 
any lengtli of time, murmers and disc-.oments arose on all 
sides, untii Sept. 17tli wlie.i tlie Bounty retumed to Ta- 
liiti and left sixteen men there, while Chrutian, with the 
remaining eight, set sail on SeptemJ»er 23d for bouic asy- 
lnm far from tlie haunts of men where they might end 
theirdays in peuce. Those who reniained at Tahiti were 
suhseqncntly earried baek to England hy Capt. Edwards 
who came for them in tlie Patuloui. Climti&u, in the 
Bounty, made Piteairn Island, tlie very roek we were 
now approacliing. It had previoiisly been discovered by 
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Carterct in 1767 and from the fact that several burial 
places witb Bkeletons, having a pearl shell under the bead, 
of a kind not found in the neighboring waters, stone 
hatchets and other warlike implementa, beiug fuuml uu it, 
forcca one to belicve that it was inhabited long before 
this early period. It is about 2^ miles long in an E. by 
S. and W. by N. direction and about 1 mile l>road. The 
entire circnit is perpendicular and will not allow any land- 
ing except at Bounty Bay on the N. E. side. The baj 
is 60 called froir. the fact that Christian, having stripped 
his ves3el, burnt and sunk her in this place. For this 
point I headed my boat and was soon near the shore. I 
was much impressed with the natural beauty of this re- 
treat. Its lofty mountains towered to tl« lieigbt of 1000 
feet ahove the leve! of the sea and around tlieir craggy 
pinnacles, tliousands of sea birds wheeled in mazy cireleE. 
Grovea of palma and coccannt trees, tlie life-giring bread 
fruit troc clothcd the ruggod eidea to tho water’e cdgc. 
Anchoring at a safe disfanee, I was met and condueted 
ashore by two bright eyed lads, Adams and Young.de- 
seendants of the Bounty mutineers, who came off in an 
island canoe. As we proceeded up the gulch, I thought 
of Christian’s landing here 92 years ago. What rau6t 
ha ve been his feelings when he reflected that his life was 
to be spent In this remote 6pot, that before him lay a nev; 
and nr.tried existence. Well lmght he have spent histirst 
few days in the solitary cave which was pointed out to 
me by my young guides. I thought of the revolt of the 
natives, the peraonal feuds, the deatli of McKoy and 
Quint&l who dashcd thcmsclvca, in a fit of delirium tre 
mens, from the very diffs under my feet. The graiual 
demise of the older ones, the aH vanne of the younger 
i >nes and above ali, that exemplary life which character- 
ized their later years, making the 6pot a veritable Eden 
and its remoteness a charm. 
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Wonld tlmt I coniti teli yon hII I lieunl. Sumet ime pcr- 
haps, I may, but I know tliat yon aru weary already wirl* 
this longthy desoription, so l will hurry to the close. On 
an elevate»! plateau ot' ruek, in the niidst ut' the inost bean- 
tifnl scenery, liencnth the hanana, the plaiitain and the 
wide-spreading hanyau stood thepretty village of Pitcairn. 
The houses are built ot' wooil and consist ot' one loug roorn 
divided hy tw»> or more partitions and are set np on slee|>- 
ers placed on large stones to raisc them from the ground. 
They all lie nearly E. and W. with the door opening t<» 
the north. The roots aru thatclied with the pandantis 
le&f. I was entertained at the house ot' Moses Yonng, 
the pretent magistrate. From him I derived the infor- 
mation whieh I retpiired and also inany interesting fea- 
tures of the Uland. Our toxl consistet! ot' a boiled fnwl, 
sume pig, yams and swect |M>tatoes with roasted hrea I- 
trnit and acake tnade ot' yams and plantains l>caten np and 
haked in loaves. I notioed two peculiar features ot' house- 
hold lite. One was tliat the wotnen never eat with the 
iricn, so my kind hostess and her pretty daugliter had onlv 
thu cold reinaiua. The other was the extreinely devont 
maiiner in whieh graee was eaid hefore and after eating. 
I gathered, in course ot' oonversation with Mr. Yonng,thc 
following interesting faets concerning the islantl. The 
soil is very rieh l>ut porons. Climate temperate, thcnmnn- 
eter 59° to 89° in thesliade. Spring ctmunenees in Augnst, 
whieh is the harveat when tliey dig their yams and p<>ta- 
toes. No regni«r trade wrnds In sinnmer the prevail- 
ing winds are mostly froin S. S. E. to N., Kccompanied 
with rain «*r tog. In winter from S. W. t<» E. S. E. The 
animals are slieep, liog.;, g<>ats and pnultry. Fniits: 
plantains, pines, melons, oranges, luenti frnit, sugar «ane, 
limes and the Brazilian pltunh. Graiu : niaizt*. Eur«- 
pean habita are ath ptetl as far as possihle. Cluth is imule 
ofthe bark t>f the paper mnlberry tree, innslietl in watir 
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aiul then beaten out to the desired rhickness by large 
pieces ut' wood. The cloth waa made by the elder woinen 
while the younger workod in the tield. Tho general 
health was gond and Imppitiess and contentincnt uni ver¬ 
sui. It would take me more time tlian I could spare or 
you would care to devote, to teli you all I saw and lieard, 
s> I will elose. After remaining three days and enjoying 
the hospitality of nearly every une 011 the island in some 
wav or other, I left with inaiiy regrets to complete iny 
tonr. The rmi to Easter Island took 48 hoiirs. There I 

found -awaiting me. Withont further delay lie 

emUtrked and I directed our eourse to Lat. 38° S. Long. 
11 V' W. wliere the good old Javiwtmcn re<*eived us on 
board oiice ngaii:.

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“TALK.” 

The objeet of this articlc is to atialyze and investigate 
a very freqneut and important suhject, naniely : Talk, 
the kiuds, the work perfonned in talking and often in 
hearing ut liera talk. The writer w ili liret, liowever, state 
that he it strietly a silent man,ftiul lms Inui ample oppur- 
tnmtiesof learninga faw points diiring this eruisti of some 
ninety odd days, The article itself applies to talk in 
contrn-dibtinction to conversation. 

Talk, according to onr late lainented naturali st, Dar- 
win, originated with some of the lowest species of animal 
life; there being no douht but that the- monkey can make 
himself uuderstood by his mate, and the parrot can ofleu 
bc hcard indulging in it. As far in the human species is 
concerned, we ali know that Eve teinpted Adam to eat of 
the forbidden fruit by talk, and that lie did eat of the 
apple of discord ; and again, it is known that the yonng 
child talks before lie walks. The next stage of its his- 
tory is the Imilding of tlie Tover of Babel, wlien the 
Lord :>ecaine angry, and uonfused the language of those 
who attempted to bnild it. One will do well to notice 
here that babble is derived frorn the word Babel, accord¬ 
ing to Richard Grant White, there being a few ehanges 
in the letters for the sake of euphony. Sint» that time, 
talk lias been a very important factor of daily life, and 
there are rnany who, not content to talk in their own lan- 
guage, leam otkers in order to increase their supply. A 
notable exception to this is the Englishinan, who seldom 
learns any language except his own; which fact has given 
rise to quite a controversy, the point being wlietlier an 
Engliahman or Chincc, if thrown together on a desolate 
islarid, would learn the ot.her’« language firet. Oontrary 
to the general opinion, we give the palm to the Cliinee. 

There are sereral kinds of talk—Bmall talk, polite talk, 
vulgar talk and gossip. A little small talk is greatly rel- 
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ished by soe.iety. Vulgarity is thought by some to be 
the liigliest pinnacle of wit; but it should not be indulged 
in. Polite talk is due to a eertain suppleness of the 
tongue, something h great many do not possess; they 
should be pited, as it is only a mechanical fault. The 
proper lalh is gossip, as the people of the world are greal- 
ly exercised hy it; and how ? 

In order to talk tlioro muat bo a movcment of 
the lipe, tongue and appendages, and to produce 
inovement, work is neeessary, and the «piestion arises: 
how much work can be perforraed by a good talker (\ve 
mentior no names) in a square six honrs’ talk ! The 
tongue is a machine, and aecording to Haswell, to fincl 
the work done by any machine, ascertain the distance (a) 
throngh wliieh the power (P) applied to the machine has 
operated in one minute, and multiply it by the number of 
times it moves during the interval (t); or Pat = the 
Horse Power. The power P is estimated at 5 pounds, 
tbe average l^ngth of tongue 6 inches (in some cases, of 
course, it is longer), and, as it moves at about 360 times 
to tbe minute, we lia ve Pat = 6 x 800 x 5 = 10800 hich 
pounds, or 675 feet pounds of work. Take the average 
time of tulk during tbe day as five hours, thcn 
675 x 300 = 202500 feet pounds, or 7 Hopse Power. 
Comider every talker as having five listeners and, as 
each one of tliese has an equal amount of work in listen- 
ing, we have 7x5 = 35 Horse Power. Now, let us see 
how inuch the world is exercised by a small bit of gossip. 
Mrs. A. telis Mrs. B. something about Mrs. D.—in faet, 
she telis at least five in a day ; these five teli twenty-five, 
and the twenty-five one hnndred aftd* twenty-five. Re- 
sult: 125 x 35 = 4375 H. P., entfligh to run a small 

engine. Let us generalize. Estiinating tl.e population 
of the globe at one billion and a half, we liave as the 
Horse Power fifty-five billions. Tliis wonld run a line 
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of k temnere, and take the Jamextvucn to Newport. 

We will cloee by laying down a few rules for talk: 

1. Never talk if you can lielp it. 

2. If you do talk, talk as rnuch gossip as yon can. 

3. Repeat stories as often as people will listen to them. 

4. Neter quote; always be original. 

5. Wlien you talk, say as rnany vrorda a minute ae you 
can, and say them as rapidly as possible. Loudness 
sliould not be neglected; it is essential to strength. fn 
thi» way you and. your listeners will liave plenty of exer- 
fisc, and you will enjoy a good night’8 rest.

Before concinding the articlcson thie eubjcct, the author 
has thought that it inight Ite.of some interest to give & 
tew points in regard totlieGerm&n training system. The 
boy» «re eulisted «t Kiel, and for llie firal »ix inontlis are 
taught neatness and eleanlinees, re&pect dno to ofiicers 
and petty officere, routine, and the rudimenta in general. 
After getting well versed in the foregoing. they are in- 
structed in the manual of amis, and infantry nianeuvere 
in sqnads of fours. They are never put into cotnpany 
drills with older boys mitil well acquainted witli the man- 
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Ual and tlie facinus. Every boy is 6et u;> twiee a day. 
Dtiring tlie siinuncr montlis tliey make a cruise in Itonie 
waters, barquc rigged vobsoIs bcing nsed. Tliese have bocn 
fittcd ont l»v tlie boy® undor specially selected instructore, 
die boys beihg required to rig tlie oiitire vessel, set up 
gcar, and duali niaiitierof Work pertaining to eutting and 
litting riggiug, tlie variuns grados of boys bcing drilled 
into squads, eac.lt doing tlie Work ut its respective ratt*. 
Dnring tlie eiibiiing inontbs, tlie vessels are required to 
l>e nmler way from Monduy iiioriiing nntil Friday even- 
ing. Aeademie stndies are suspended, and ouly profes- 
sional braudieB tauglit. 

Satnrday* and Siimlays an? lilierty days. Oertain 
sqi ads go 011 itliore, in eliarge of tlie caterers of tlieir 
messes, tu visit pl.tees ol‘ inleresl and gatlier informat ion 
conueruing tlie pnrt. Dnring wet weatber, instruet ion is 
given ili battery tlrill and tlie rcpairing of sails. 

.•VI1 otficcre licloiiging to tlie tmining squadron ait re- 
ipiired to serve tlieir tuli time, and wlicii necessary, otti- 
uuni jieeidiurly iitfed f*>r 11.io. vvork epend year ufter year 
in it. Gnnnury is tauglit during tho wiater iiionths un 
lioard tho gnnnury sliip at Kiul. Gruat strcss is laid on 
rbe aeademie hratiebes ; and to aueli as are orotieiont and 
ilesire it, English is rauglit as an electivi* brauc.b. Fre- 
quetit. ruviewa of ali hranehe», prof-ssional and aeademie, 
overeome any tendeney toforget any previous instruction. 
Even the payniasters and tlie doctors assist in tlie 
aeademie hranches, wllieli are ali in eliarge of tlie Chap- 
lain. A boy lias praetically ito liberty, oxeept sudi as is 
given liini t<> visit bis hume during tlie (Jbristmas liolidays. 
To gain sudi permissio», tlie purents nutet bear tlie ex¬ 
pense incnrred in tlie buv’s travel to and from bis lioine. 

AII the training dnring tlie last year of tlieir stay at tlie 
seliool is calenlated to tinisli tbem otf as perfeet seainen 
and gnnners; after wliieli tliey are 6ent to sea on a for- 
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eign ortme. As a test they may be, during this cruise, 
transferred to a regular crniser shonld tbere be a call for 
tliem. 

Mneh of the practical professional instructio» is given 
by petty officere, who have themselves gotie tlirough the 
uourse of the Bchool, and wlio are selectcd on aocouut ut’ 
titneee for tlue work. 

In conclusion, we would refer onr reader6 to the very 
valnable book oti other Foreign Training Systems eom- 
piled a few years ago by Lt.-Cotniuander Chadwick, of 
the Navy.

uf iliis, and is in reality briefly as follnws : On leaving

Early on the niorning of the 4tli of Marcii, 1882, witl» 
the Corning up of the aun in the East. tliere pasaed out 
to the West, the sliip Jauush.irn. The Golden Gate 
through which tliere streamed the light of the new lay, 
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opened wide ita doors and between itssunlitpromontories 
we went forth into the heaving waters of the mighty 
Pacific. Tlie rough and troubled harbor bar was cross- 
ed, the whistling buoy, the pilot boat, an incoming steam- 
er were left autem. The Mohterey, o,ur last connecting 
link, cH8t us ofi and bade us good bye. Sail wae made 
and our eruisc- was commenced. In front the broad 
brmndlese ocean without even a solitary sail in sight; be¬ 
hind, the undulating hilis of California, the smoke and 
spires of San Francisco, the beauty of the Golden Gate.

HESS OUTF1TS: AND SOME SUGGESTIONS 
' IN REGARD TO MESSES. 

A good mess, as near perfect as possible in all of its 
appointmcntE, o.itfit and Stores, certainly &dds nuicli to 
tlie comtbrt and happinees of those who have to go down 
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to the sen in ships, and too mnch care cannot be given to 
ite prcper establislnnent. First, select a competent 
catercr. There are inany in the Service who liavc well 
earned roputatioim, and in evt*ry mess thero will be some 
who have had experiendo and can, if itnlmed with the 
proper spirit, take the matter in hand and do justice to 
themBelve» and their messtnates. Secure a good steward 
and cook. It will probably Ije necessary to incresse their 
pay to forty or tifty dollars a month, from the funds of 
the me3B, bnt it will be money well spent. My experience 
lias becu lliat culored inen make the best cooks, and I 
would rceommcnd eocuring onc if poseiblc. In rcgnrd to 
the tahle ontfit, have two —a niee one for iiro in port and 
ou occasione ot' ccremony, and one of the ordinary stone 
china ware to l>e tised at-sea ; thelatter will not cost more 
than iifteen or twenty dollars. If the mess bili bea etated 
amonnt each month—say twenty-tive or thirty dollars— 
there will, as a nile, aucuinulute a fund from excess of 
the monthly ex pendi turee, which can be applied to sup- 
plying def.ciencics in the tahle oiitfit caused hy hreakage, 
and therehy avoid extra assessinetits for this pnrpose, 
which are not acceptable to the mess. I think it would 
be advisahle to liave the mess hili limited hy regulation, 
the samc as in tlie English Service, a6 a protectio» to 
boine ollieers wlio can not alTord to pay forty or lift y dol¬ 
iare a month, but bcing in the ininority have to subinit. 
Thirty dollars a month would be a fair ainount, and no 
ofticer sliould be obliged to pay more; but if there are 
any in the ine68 who are overbnrdened with money, tliey 
uiight he allowed to contribute an additioual amonnt in 
order to live more luxnrionsly than thirty dollars will 
allow. Whileupon the suhjcct of mess bilis, a suggestio» 
in regard to entrance fcca to a mess, I think, will not 
come amiss. The present systein of taxing an ofticer 
thirty or forty dollars for the use of a lot of old erockcry

and table linen when entering a mes6 is outrageoue. 
It seeuis to me a good iule would be to eharge auy one 
entering a mees which hae been in working order three 
months, or a less time, the fuU value of a share of the 
original outfit, the a:nount to be paid to the pereon re- 
lieved ; after three inonths, and for the remainder of the 
first year, noneider the value of a share of the outfit 
eqnal to one-half the original cost; beyond that time, 
eharge nothing for entering the mees and give nothing to 
one leaving the mesa. Th» nrmtter shonld he arranged 
also by regnlation, and if not as auggested, in some way 
to relieve officere of the necesaity of paying so nineh for 
the privilege of eitting down to a mess table deeorated 
with a “ harlequin” set of erockery. 

Before purchaaing the mess Stores for a long trip at 
sea, it will be advisable to give a List of the articles rc- 
quired to at least three firms, and have them make esti- 
inates of the eost of the ptirchase, and then buy to the 
best advantage, having in view the q.iality of the goode 
as well as the price. 

A list of Stores required for a three months’ ernise, 
made upon the basis of a mess of tifteen people, and cotn- 
piled frum the experience uf several well knuwn and sue- 
eeesful caterers in the Navy, ie appended, which tnay bc 
of some Service to those who are called upon to buy mess 
Stores in the future:

PERSONAL HYGIENE.

The Stores of h&con, ham, tongue and cod-fish are get- 
ting scant. 

You have wrestled with the festive l>ean, sparred witli 
old eggs, and have eveu drawn your 8words in combat 
with white-figh. You have always come off conquerers, 
and it is our desire that in the future, you may remain iti 
the asoeTulenr.y. 
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As we are nearing port dav by day, we feel it our 
duty, nay it is our obligation, to present you this, our lad 
article on persoral hygiene. 

Wlien you strike the main-land and get asliore, it 
will be well for you l»> foliow soine rules ut lirst, Iu order 
tlmt you do not endanger your lives by e&ting fresh pro¬ 
visione too roraciously, and by exercising too nmcli. 

We will indicate u few uhort, simple ond compreheu 
Bive maxima, by following whieli, you will be enabled to 
avoid dangere wliieh liave befallen otbers. 

First: Tou must not depart too rapidly from the 
present mode of living ; else you may develop fatal dys¬ 
pepsia, or perhaps insanity.

WINDSAILS. 

Nothiug is truer thau tlie trite sayiiig that we“ whogo 
down b> tho sea in ships ” see strango sights, and this is 
true as well with the mind’s eye as with the body’s; we 
are conscious of many traits of character as strange and 
foreign as the flora or fauna of Ceylon jungles; we know 
of moral trees as illogical, as many-trunked, as the famed 
Banyan. Yet, as a class, we boast largely of the physi- 
ool wondora we have seen in variod seas and elimes, and 
maintain utter silence on questione of moral warpe and 
ineutal freaks. We see with utlier eyea thau the laud- 
man’s, and we forget that in our situation all the world 
would treml le at phantoms of which we are unconscious, 
while we would be pronounced insane on a dozen of those 
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topics with which we are raost conversant. Would not 
tke respectable tradesman feel his liair rise on end to lind 
himself on a topsail yard arm during a midnight gale ? 
Conversely—if our hearts beat quick wbile breasting tlie 
hurricane with a ahore to leeward, would not the lands- 
mans lost hope revive at what territi es us—the gleaming 
beacli eocn througli the breukers ? 

These thonghts—or, if not these very surae thonghts, 
similar ones—occurred to us Friday when we ventnred 
on deck after a sudden squali liad taken the sails aback. 
The trusty deck otficer had reduced the lofty canvas, had 
triinmed his yards to the new breeze ; ali was safe, and 
order being fast restored. There were scurrying clouds 
ovorhoad, white-caps to windward, and a few ominious 
drope of rain; under topsails silone the ship fled through 
the water more swiftly thau a frightened deer. 

The thonghts having l>een stated; also, in the next 
paragraph, the conditiom that rendered them natural, we 
will enter partieularly into thecause of them. The cause 
and the topic of tliis article aro identical: Windsails. 
They were aback. How suggestive of thought this inci¬ 
dent was to a seaman, you may jucge : the Officer-of-the- 
Deok, after attendhig to every otlier item, ordered them 
to be triinmed. It was done, and he forgot there were 
windsails in the world ! 

And yet, they are not nnworthy of thonght. What a 
capacity for happines or sutfering there is iu a Windsail! 
What a wealtb of romance to reward the investigations of 
a sympatketic researeher! Let ns as sailors use our 
heartB' wiiere we lia ve for so long employod our heads 
only. These are but suggestions writteu to take tl*e faney 
of some one capable of writing a lxx>k. 

But instead of noting the wind, rair., or l>ellying ean- 
vass, we had looked at those windsails aback, and they 
were, oh! so liopeless and iniseralle ! They snggested . 
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An aged, gray-headed woman, worn by many years and 
many troublca; bor onco amplo ekirta and Hgure reduced 
by poverty until slie resembled a broom encased in a 
flour-sack; her gray haira twisled iuto a curd tu hold her 
aloft, ber feet draggcd relentlessly down, her arms dap- 
ping wildly, while the stiff breeze bent her poor old fig* 
ure into a bow ! Tha: is what a landsman’s poetical eye 
would have made of the main-top-windsail. 

Of the ti\ r o wdndsails, the forward one differed froni 
the reat; technically, it waa not hoiated ao high; it was 
rather a short, squat windaail with a somewhat preten- 
tioua air, and you cotild see that in aunshiny weather it 
would be a very smart. and well-to-do windaail indeed; 
alas! it waain trouble! The aquali or the rain or ne* 
gleot hud killod ite prido and ambition ; it abjoctly turn- 
ed ita hack to the wind and leaned ita head over the 
tish-boum and—and—and caat up ita aoouunls. It ip 
too true—we have seen sea-sick landsmen’a backs too 
often to be mistaken—the dandy windaail waa ili. 

Who can look at a windaail, happy, and fat, and round, 
baeking in the aunahine on a breezy afternoon, and be- 
lieve it ia unconsdous of ita happy lot 1 

When in a calm it wdlts and ahrinka with a aneaking 
air, iau’t it evident that it ia overeome with ahame at ita 
own impotence ? While the heavy, heated atmoaphere 
between deoka growa wnrne and wnrse, and one man after 
another tries to feel a current from it that it cannot 
give. Or during a rain, when it reare it6 unhappy 
head with a human pride and pretends usefulness, while 
all the time ite foot is lirnp on the wet deok. 

Last and saddest, it is aback. The Officer-of-the-Deck 
velis loudly of helm, and sails, and reeftackles, and braces, 
bnt he says notliing of windsails. Naturally, the wind- 
sail is hurt. It feela that it is not fulfilling it» destiny- 
Is it not as important to the comfort of mankind as the 
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weather-royal-brace ? Ita very eufferinge, ite helpleseness 
ehould commaud respec.t; picture it: ite uaually teut 
bow-lines are hanging Black and shiftless ; lacking them 
ite back ia broken againet the hatch-rail, and ite won- 
ted rotundity is ju6t hinted at by ite hoops. But enough! 
Let U8 liope your sympathies are widened from this 
forward into a kindly notiee of Windeaile.

Firet among these ie the brilliant, ecintillating eon- 
etellation of OolluBoree, or the “ Playfellow,” better 
known ae “ Pnck and Toweer,” found near the forecaetle 
of the oonatellation Argo, or the “Ship.” Thia constel- 
lation of the Ship, by the way wae known among the 
anciente as the “ Jameetownus,” according to emne 
leamed astronomers; but whether thie ehip was deitied 
and placed in the heavere by Jove, or reeelved it» name 
from the conetellation, hae given rise to mnch diecu66ion; 
both the ship and conetellation being itientioned by the 
early writere before the flood. The yontli “ Pnck” ie 
eaeily dietinguiehed by tliree stare in a line and doee to- 
gether, called o, IT and p Brandoris, wliicli repreaent his 
mouth. Some aetronomere claim tbat theee tbree 6ters 
do rot repreaent his mouth, but are the trade tnark on a 
bottle wliicli he holde to his mouth. One foot ie raiscd 
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playfully toward the dog’s tail, and ita toe is marked by a 
jwenliarlv pninted star, t Pedes. t Pedes is on a line 
with the body of the yunth, and this line is, in faet, the 
: only coimection between the tbot and the body, and is 
purely imaginary. In the hoad of Canis Maximus, or 
“ Towser,” the star i Caput represents his eye ,and eta Nuta 
uiarks & peanut sliell on the dog’e nose, which he is abont 
to eat. At the extreme tip of Towser’s tail is tlie star 
omega “ End-o,” and its uneertain, wavering light was 
snpposcd to be «aneed by the wugging of the tail. 

In the part of the cotietellatioii Argo where the steer- 
age may be supposed to be, in dedination S. 20 feet and 
temperature 95°, is the constellation Chinoris, or “ Pong,” 
representing a tnedifative and taeitnrn Chinatran. This 
coimtellation was disrovered by the Chinese astrcmorner 
“Ahr Lo,” on the let of Mardi, 1882. The only impor¬ 
tant star of this figure is the dull yellow star lambda Ex¬ 
pressis, whidi uiarks the lamb like expressio» of his fuco 
when he hears the nnmerons wtll6 of “Ah Pong Ah.” 

Also to be foutid in this grnnd old ship Argo, is the 
eocietellution “ Libraro,” or the “ Library,” u uollection of 
230 8tnall stars, each one representing a hook. They are 
seattered all over the atler part of the Ship, and denote 
the nortnal condition of the library. From carefnl ob¬ 
servatione of these stars, there are strong indications that 
they will soon beeotnc so widely separated that only the 
skeleton of a library will reuiain in the Ship. When this 
eoi stellat ion is in the zenith, navigators have liotieed 
etrange growlings, m of distant thunder, with an occa- 
aional flash of heat 1 glitning. Tradition lias it that this 
library was oncc a bone of enntention atnong the «neient 
heroes who eailed in the Argo, and the numerous ques¬ 
tione whieli grew ont of the dispute assumed eneh an im¬ 
portant» in the Ship that the Library, after it ceased to 
exist, was plaeed in the hcavens as a constellation. The 
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lucteorological phenoniena tliat are olaserved in tlie region 
of tliia constellatio» are eiippoaed to l»e the noise of tlie 
discussions which are ever prcsent with tlie <( Lihrary.” 

I would also like to eall yonr attention to the zodiacal 
constellatio» Pisces, or the “ Fislics,” wliicli, as see» irem 
the decke of the Jame/toicn, presents a pcculiar t ohite 
light. Tliis whiteness is particularly noticeahle ahout 6 
p. ni.; and irem scveral obseivations through the ward- 
room skylight, the writer has surmised a possihle kinsl.ip 
betwee» the wliite fisli oti the wardrooin uiess tahle arid 
the uelestial tislies. Yet, there is tliia diacrepaticy : tlie 
coiistellation appcars evcry day, while tlie wliite fish are a 
rare tit-hit on tlie moss tahle. Thia phenomenon is 
worthy tlie earnest considerat on ot' tlie wardrooin mes6, 
not to mcntion the cntcrcr. 

One more eonstellation and 1 have done. On the quar- 
ter deek of tliia aneienl erui aer Argo, ia a wet group ot' 
inilky stare called Nurs’em, or the “Nurse,” cumpoecd 
oi two figures. The more conspicimus but less impor¬ 
tant figuie is the youth wlm liolds a hattered piecc of tin 
—which the imaginative ancients called a trumpet—to 
his mouth. The other figure is the nurse, who stands 
elose to his shoulder and teaches him the wnrds to put in 
the trumpet. The bright star p Bespousibilitas shines in 
the forehead oi the nurse, and^Ai “ I-know-best”-um rep- 
resmits the thought in tlm youth’* rnind as he dntifnlly 
repeats the words of the uuree. 

In theeo constellatione I ltuve incntioiied otily the most 
important stars; but nobody can fail to traee out the en- 
tire eunalellat ion alter a eareiul peruaal of tliia paper. 

A PUNSTER’S DREAM.

lightens tlxe labor of reeling topsails, it &hortens the 
sweeper’a monotonons task, it cheere the careworn Mid- 
sl.ipm&n, it Iulis the weary Executive. On this occasion 
I will be mild, bo hear me I pray yon: This is no scoff 
at rank, no howl of injury, no infcmal machino todeatroy 
the Bine Book, it is a Saturday morning growl. 

Who don’t'< Yon dol The water gets into your 
rooni, the deeks are sloppy, the noise like the scratching 
of sandpaper triumphs over the claims of the secant of 
tho Latitudo. I do«’t blarao you. 

The watch growl: they are apending a hard forenoon 
with the holy stones ; they are rattling the pumps; they 
are gritting canvass and sand againstthe paint work. 

The watch on deck growl: they have to stay as pre- 
venteru on the Spar Deck; thoy have worked hord since 
4 a. m. ; they have the afternoon watch and are ?wt below. 

The Berth Deck cooks, idlers, and marinee growl: 
they are stripped to a gantline, strnggling with dirty 
water in the darknesa of the Berth Deck; they are pass- 
ing heavy Vmcketa from deck to deck, and they get occa- 
sional gallons of the muddy flnid on their lieads and 
shouldere or in their face&.

That iB ali; I am done. 

Now, bave you considered, Mr. Editor, the consequen¬ 
tes of an enforced law to stop growling in tbe Navy ( I 
dare say not. It wonld be the last straw, and the Ser¬ 
vice would go to Davy Jones. Old sailors already ship- 
ped would die; no more would ship. The apprenticea 
would in time forget tlieir sex and appear at quarters in 
petticoat6; no one would be found brave enougli to ven¬ 
ture above the Shear Ratlines. Officers’ lungs, being de- 
prived of natural exercifee, would waste away, and eon- 
sumption would clap a s topper on thetbread of tbeir lives. 
Tbe Navy Mutual Aid wonld go up the spout. But, tbank 
heavens 1 these forebodings are only a niglitmare. No 
»ueh lawa exist ; no one, except wben growling, wants 
any eueb laws; no men would obey tbem, and eertainly 
no officers now in the Service could eonsistently enforce 
them.

Week after week has glided bj silice we bade adieu to 
the snnny shores of the Golden Gate, and now the Ave!

noy. Soon we trnst to be once more within the pale and 
compass of telegraphs and post-offices, where our raodcst 
prodnction will be useless.

IN THE JAMESTOWN. 

On the morningof Februarj lst, 1882, there weregath- 
ered together at the Naval Lyceum, Mare Island, Cali- 
fornia, 29 offieera. They wcre all young inen—in rank 
from Oonmander to Cadet-Midshipman—and vere all 
under orders for duty on board the United States Sliip 
Jamettmcn. The amisements of great clties had been 
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forsaken; the pleasures of horne had been given np; 
friends, relatione, sweethearts, vives, ali had been desert* 
ed to join an old time, cut-down, bluff boved, sailing frig- 
ate hound around Cape Horn, to the United States. 

Mardi 3d. saw us prepared for sea. Ab the hells c.lang- 
ed fortli the hour of noon, amidst the wavingof handker- 
chiefe, the liearty good byes of strong men, and the eoft 
farewells of lovely women, we let go our lines and coin- 
menced our cruise around the Horn in the Jame&town. 

We found oureelves an assemblage of men from well 
nigh every part of the United States. Here were sonr.e 
who lmd been on training ships. and had passed «uminer 
and fall enjoying the festivities of Newport; others had 
been cuuiiued to the hol streels of ei Lies, varying tlie 
hnmdrum of life by an occasional trip to a neighboring 
beach; from the cotton tields and rice swarnps of the 
South, a few had come; ore or two hailed from the shores 
of the great lakee of the North ; in the country, far from 
the madding crowd, many had been rugticating, enjoying 
bucolic pas times: this one had been to Europe ; that one 
to the White Mountains; a third to the springs of Vir¬ 
ginia ; from the sedate Naval Acadernv ani political 
Washington were a few; the vast West sent lier sons to 
us; and bleak Sitka furnished a willing quota of two, 
and all to go round the Horn in the Jamestown. 

Wy were 29 men of all euris and coiiditiuus. A few 
had done up society and beeome Mate; others were full 
of its enjoymente and attractions: and some had never 
entered its world of glitterand nonsense, and never would. 
Some knew gunnery, some seamanship, some navigation, 
and some Science. We weresingle men and murried men: 
men witli families, and men without. Some of ns had 
sweethearts; some of us had had 6weethearts; and some 
of us had never had sweetliearts. Some had left wife and 
children, some father and raother, and a very few, only 
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friends. And ali, to go around tbe Horn in the James- 
trwn. 

As the rosy light of the morning of the 4th of Mareh, 
tonehed the surrounding hili* and gilded the steeples and 
lofty spires around about, we passed beyond the portals 
of the Guldei; Gate, and went out into the uiajeatiu sea 
beyond. The sun rose ciear of earth and kissed usan adieu, 
and nature srniled lier sweetest good bye, and God-speed. 

The four long innnths of endurance and patience were 
begun. Four montlis in wliieh to see one another, hear 
one auother, bo witli one anothor. Foar inonths of con- 
linement and isolation; of restraint and seclusion. No 
new vuice, 110 new face, no new aceue could come to 
arouse or cheer. The monotony of life was to be un- 
hroken. And all while cruising around the Horn in the 
Jamestown. 

How have we stood this severe test of companion* 
fehip ? How have we gone through thia long cruiae i 
What unpleasantnesses have ariseu ? What hasbeen the 
weatber ? Well, it is a tale easily told, and a pleasant 
one to teli. The tirst day out will l>e remetnbered as. a 
dav of universal sea sickness and therefore the single l>ad 
day of the 112. Bnt the day foliowing we were full of 
good health and spirits, and began our yarn spinning. 
For many wccks, folly and tiction ran rampant: to tales 
of moving incidents and hair breadtli ’scapes we would 
seriously incline; story and anecdote attracted andatnused; 
and the flow of wit and humor was as rapid and gleeful 
as the water in the mountain hrook, abounding in dash 
and go. 

The evening of tbe first Sunday at sea found us assein- 
hled in the after cabin to hear our newnpaper; and the 
old ship rang with our peals of laughter and rounds of 
applause. Theu came tbe Frendi class with fortnightly 
meetings and novels and dictionaries and final dissolutio*!; 
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and likewise the Sliakespearean savants formed ai: organi- 
zatiwn which amouuted to notliing; also tliere was the 
wliist club, wliere cvery niember had to play a ri.bber of 
tliree with every uther member, a feat uever uecomplish- 
ed by any individual. Stili tliese fadures served to 
instruet and amuse, while rounding the Horn in the 
Jamestown. 

And then recall the half-deck wliere day and night, 
uuiiddt the emoke und fumea of pipes ond oigarettee, the 
lively joke and brilliant retort where bandied with quick- 
ness and good nature. With what eepulcliral groans we 
greeted the puns of the old doctor ; how we listened to 
the knowledge of Winter, and laughed at the repartee of 
Pilis; how we were bored by the wrongs of Billy B., and 
instructed in logs by Billy H. Then tliere came the sen- 
timental Colonei; and the young Doc witli his stolid 
good nature; and Pay keeping account of games and 
weights as well as of money; Ilunt also was about with 
his incessant prattle; and Fred the poet with dejected 
’havior and rejected rhymea. Otliera, also nsed to rally 
round the stove: Occasionally the Exec wonld joiti an 
argument; and the grave Senator would ohip in u word 
or two of wisdom; likewise the Duke with his regulations 
and routine: even the Commander at times joined the 
circle: of course the Navigator flitted bird like about 
gatliering grain for “ 9' 51" ”, Such w as lifegoing round 
the Horn in the Jamestmcn. 

Then tliere come back to os the games we played : ibe 
20 questione, the “ well ite made of wood and iron,” tlie 
crib. And the musie, the grand choruses, tlie sacred 
songs, the choir should not be forgotten. Nor the 
troubles of caterers, the salt fisli and sea food, the tonies 
and the monthly weigliing. Capturing Cape pigeons, 
stuffing gulis, catcliing flying tish, and nautili, ali belong 
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to the history of getting romid the Horn in the Janus* 
Unent. 

Of course tliere were times of raelaticboly and dir-gust, 
wlien qniveritig lip and flashing eye eould be seen : lmt 
such times and sights were few and far between. Wliat 
signify storm mizzens and sea anehors; calms off the 
Horn and no trades in the tr ipics; head winds and gales; 
foul we&ther anci fair amidst sudi reeollections! 

Ve have liad a g<x>d time, upon my word we have on 
tliis ernise aronnd the Horn in the Jamexbtwn. 

Witli a too large complement of oflicers and a too 
smali one of men, the good frigate JameeUtwn has made 
a Rtieeesssfnl voyage of over 15,000 miles. Every nian 
has done his diity. There has heen no shirking, tliere 
has been no inattention. It has l>een a long pnll, a strong 
pnll and a pnll altogether. 

Ship-mates, mess-rnates, fellows good hye. Thia night 
is our last togetlier and “ a feeling of sadness comes o'er 
me that my soni eannot resist.” The ties that hind usare 
close and to sevcr tl em causes pain. Tliough we go to 
friends, kindred, home, the old ship, lier commander, lier 
officere, lier erew will tliough lost to sight be to memory 
always dear. So, good bye, tighten the grasp of the 
hands, friends it is the l&st time; good bye, God bless ali 
who doubled the Horn in the Jamentmcn.

humlred and live daye. with the broad expanse of bine 
water, only occasionally varied by a few hirds or by a «mali 
spec-k of a sail on the horizon, as we left our fello w plough- 
ers of the briny deep far behind us, after all theee varied 
experiences, wlmt was our joy on going on deck one lnvely 
morning, when in a beautiful square of the North Atlantic, 
where calms and light airs reign supreme, to tind no less 
tban six sail in sight, all like ourselves taking a rest after 
a long and tedious wrestle with the elementa.

THE “ JAMESTOWN” RECEPTION. 

JUNE 24th, 1882. 

A rattling of chains, an upheaving of waters, the buzz- 
ing of the bo&tswain’s pipe, and we were at anchor in the 
harbor ot' Newport. That staunch old eraft, the James- 
tuwn, had completed her long cruise aronnd Cape Horn. 

The incidente of that eventful day are, no doubt, stili 
fresh in the raeinories of all who participated in ehem. 
To w 9' 51",” howcvcr, rightly bolongs thoduty of chron 
ieling thoBe evente, and pre&erving thein to posterity. It 
is to be hoped that the faithfnl ettort» of its humble re¬ 
porter will be at least glanced at occasionally, to refresh 
that memory, whicli advaneing years must neccesarily 
di in. 

The fir6t etreakeof a rosy dawn were just creeping above 
the eaetern horizon aa we aailwd gracefallj through the 
lmrbor gate. Onr 6hip’s number floated lazily at the 
must head, utitil some one discovered that the signal otii 
cer had hoisted a quarantine flag above it, instead of the 
coronet; it was then hauled down for repairs. Over at 
Fort Adama the gnna were booming, utterly regardless of 
the eost of powder. Bang away ! Unde Sara will settle 
the Will. In the quiel old towu, belle were ringing. 
whistles screeching, men yelling, wotneti einging, children 
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crying ; and above ali thie wild harmony could he heard 
the melaticholy Jisz or the pretentioue pop of the gentlc 
tire-cracker. We afterwards learned tliat the echools 
woregiven an entire lioliday, and tliat the comnion conn- 
eil instituted a pyroteehnie fur.d, whereby “ nigger- 
ehaeers,” pimwheels, small torpedoee, eky-rockete, etc., 
wcre to be iseued to ali orphane and faundlings who 
conld produce certificates of good character. Flags, 
streamere, banners and bunting were flnng to the breeze, 
and garlands of green hid the dingy exteriore of meat 
markete and drug etoree beneath one grand festoon. It 
wae indeed a gala day—a dozen “ glorious Fourthe” in 
one grand “ Twenty-fourth.” 

Onr anchor bad ecarcely eunk to reet in ite eoft, muddy 
bed, when we eaw a large fleet of cat-boats mnking for 
up, headed by the New Hampshiriv eteam barge, flying 
the broad pennant of the equadron commander. Strange 
to relate, the cat-boats had no occupants 8ave tlieir weath 
er-beaten proprietore, each of whom 6tood silently at his 
heltn. 

The Oommodore wae received with the cuetotnarv 
honore. True, a bold private in the rear rank of the ma¬ 
rine guard came to a ‘‘ right ehoulder” inetead of a “ pre- 
eent,” and the brave eliief of the apprentiee6 had great 
difticulty in preventing eome of his lambe from breaking 
their necke in the fruitleee ettort to etand at “ attention” 
and stili see ali tliat wqs going on. The dignitaries liav- 
ing been ushered into the cabin, we who were barred 
from that eacred groimd becatne euddenly dware of an 
unlooked-for invaeion. A dozen or more Eneigne and 
Midshipmen, ali carrying well filled carpet bage, came 
tumbling over the eide iu dire coiifueion. Mutual recog¬ 
nitione and lmnd-shakings eneued. Where had tliey come 
froin ? Whcrefore the carpet bags ? Upon theee ques¬ 
tione tliey wcre silent: they held their peace. 
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“A myatery somewhere,” muttered a dissatisfied Lien- 
tenant, wiio had become a growler, beeause' the Com- 
inander would not perinit him to awim naliore when we 
first 6ighted Block lelaiul. 

But it did not remaiu a nmtery long. The el arp 
tones of tlie otlieer of the deck. the chirruping of nickle- 
plated calls, and then— 

“ Hark, the bo’isu rudelj bawling, 

Hali 'and» to niuater!” 

The Cotnmodore and the Oomtnander came forward 
-tmiling, while the “ etaff'” bobbed up eerenely in the 
backgronnd; and then the lirst lieutenant, his veice huskv 
and treinbling with lialf-choked eniotion, was rapidly 
reading aloud a printod order. We give it in ite en- 
tirety: , 

“ The Commanding Officcr of the Training Sqnadron 
extende a hearty weleorne to the valiant ‘ twenty-nitie’ 
who for nearly four tuonths liave been in voluntary 
exile, far froin homo and frietids. [Chcers and tear8.] 
Ynn left your native latid whore her eboree were buthed 
bv the gentle waters of the bine Pacific, steering to the 
southward, and after bnffeting with the treacherons gale, 
whoae iey blast fain would bar your paseage round the 
bleak and barren Cape, northward you sliaped your 
eourse, until onee again you sightcd tamiliar shores, 
where the broad Atlantic, lcana againat the land you love. 
[Great applause.] This is the poetical view ; now for 
the praotical. In eeltbration of thia happy oceasion, 
I have decided to graut ea«h ofiicer instantaneous leave 
of absence for one nionth, unless a fnrther period be 
nccessary to bring the offender, or, inore properly, the 
‘bender,’ to a suecessful termination. [Sensation.] In 
order that the routine of the ship inay not l»e interfered 
with, I have brought with me twelve young and hcallliy 
ship-keepers, gathered froir. the highways and by-ways, 
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who have readily volunteored for such marked Service. 
They raay be easily distingnished by their carpet bags, 
the insignia of their exalted office. [Tremendous ap¬ 
plause ; also mnch grinning on the part of the earpet- 
baggttnj.] Furtherinore, the Ilonorable the Secretary of 
the Navy has directed me to say to you that, in your cases, 
he suspends tl>e Bltie Book, Articlesfor the Better Govern¬ 
ment of the Navy, etc., until further orders. [Great ex- 
citement.] So much for official acts. There remains a 
uhapter in which the citizenB of Newport plav the princi- 
pal parta. The fleet ot' cat-rigged clippers which accoiu- 
panicd me hither, will set you «11 ashore without delay. 
The uitizene’ cominittoe will meet you at tho wharf, and 
from that time forward I leave you in its hands. And 
so, fKrewell; a lor.g farewell.” 

A volley of chaere greeted this lmlletin, and tlien ali 
was confusion. Citizen’s clothing, of all styles and suita- 
ble for every aeason, was drawn from musty depths, and 
the embarkation soon commenced. Here could be seen a 
youngman in mildewed sumtner trousers, winter overcoat, 
and fall hat, and thore looraed up another, in a straw hat so 
fearfully and wonderfully made, that Dunlap himself 
would have given his private fortune for a patent on the 
pattern. 

The cat-boat fleet, in double echelon, raoved majesti- 
cally away, their white eails eatching the idle winde and 
their gilded prows dashing up the silver spray. As we 
passed the different ships ic the harbor, their crews sprang 
nimbly to the rigging, and greeted us with prolonged 
“ hoorays.” Their officere in full uniform, waved hand- 
kerchief» aud uaps, and murmured BUiothertxl “ encuret" 
On Gull rocks, the man who is hired to blow the fog- 
horn, employed ten assistants and, as one grand chorus, 
they tooted away until they ivere all red in t.he face. 
Oh, ’twas a joyful day ! 
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At Coggeshalls wharf, we were met by the Citizen* 
Committee including James Gordon Bennett, William 
Waldorf Astor, William K. Vanderbilt, “ Jim” Keene, 
tbe Lorillard*, and severat lesser lights. They welcoined 
us to the beautiful village by the se». Colored attend- 
ants, in gorgeous livery, preseuttd eachof us vvitli buttou- 
hole bouquet8, gold watches, Japauese fans, silk mnbrellas 
and beautiful rosette*. Ubiquitous footmen showed us 
to private carriages, whcre dignified coaclimen held the 
ribbons of prancing foure-in-hand or higli-mettled tan- 
deme. A few steerage officere, by mistake, were hurried 
into a “ earry-all,” bearing the legend “ Black Mari ah.” 

The procession started from the rendezvous, in the fol- 
lowing order: 

Six policemen mounted on Jerusalem ponies. 

Newport Braes Band, live pieces and a basa drutn, 
headed by Drutn-Major Smitli, late of the “ Queen’s 
Own.” 

Belicfi of the War of 1812; in wheel-barrows. 

Battalion of Naval Apprentices, six hundred strong, in¬ 
cluding nve Lundred and ninety-seven petty officiers, one 
ordinary seaman, one landsman and a silent marine. 

One company of the Fourth Artillery, Capt. De Quin- 
cey Mavflower, in sky-blue trousers, sun-set coat, and 
cock-billed chapeau, commanding. 

Ward-room oflioers of the Javustown in carriages. 
Steerage contingent in “ Black Mariah.” 

Grane Lodge of the Gre&tly Improved Order of Red- 
men, including five of that tribe found in front of tobae- 
co etores. 

Distinguished Citizens, colored ane otherwise, in ornni- 
buses or hors de combat. 

The snrging masses crowded every nook and corner of 
the streets and cheered lustliy as we passed by. The 
steerage officers in their novel tum-ont., at.traeted speeial 
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attention. Load cries of “ Look at ’era ! w “ What a 
gang!” and “ Wiien did the ruinmy looking Cade blow 
in ?” were hurled at their heads witli unerring aim.— 
Turning into BellevueAvenue the scene resemblcd ancient 
Rume durhig nue of the triuuiplis. A delachuieut of 
cliildren frnm the pnblic «choolswere asiembled in Touro 
Park and eang an anthern composed for the oceasion by 
the author of the “ Mulligan Guard.” The red-shirted 
hraves of tlie volunteer flre departmcnt contributed to the 
general tlumkagiving by throwing a gtroam o£ eoda water 
twenty feet above the level of the highest ehurch steeple, 
thereby beating all their previous records. A brigade of 
boot-blacke strewcd carrors and cabbages in our path. It 
wa 6 inceed a fe*tal day ! 

Arriving at the Ocean Ibntse ihe Jawestown'* officere 
were sliown to elegant pariore in the tenth story, and the 
various organizations who had accornpanied them slowly 
dispersed and eorrowfully wentied their way to their 
different wig-wama and council halls. The Hon. Mr. 
Soraebody, from Soiuewhere, delivered a grand oration 
fronv tlie roof of the hotel, which had the effect of hasten- 
ing tlie scattering operatiori. We were then escorted 
witli great cerem ony to the hanquet hall. . The writer, 
fearing that lie miglit get left, seized the arm of an ari6- 
tocratic looking English gentleman, who kindly piloted 
the prea» to their destiu&tion. We confess a feeling of 
disappointinent in discovorir.g tliat lie was ncithcr a mil 
lionaire nor even an Alderman. Alas! he was, in truth, 
only a brazen flunky who, a morncnt after, was demurely 
waiting on the tahle. One cannot alwajs judge from out- 
ward appearances; thoy are deceitfnl. 

It would take an extra edition of your valuable paper 
to note down one-half the splendor of the banquet hall, 
witli its cojntless tables groaning beneath their loads of 
costly fare. Dainties from every clime were beaped on 
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silver piate or elearest crystal. The menu wa6 printed in 
Freucli, tlierebv barring out a iiumber of the ignorant, 
who were at a loss to know wliat subatance roight be lurk- 
iug beneuth h /<o r» d'<eucrt or ruyottl —horse-dufTers aud 
rig-out, they called tlieiu. The European emisere volun- 
teered to act as interpreters, but were quietly crushed bv 
tlieir independeut associate». Interpreters, indeed t Wliat 
need had we for such absurdities on thia joyful day ? 

It wae over the walnuta and wine, aa the saying goes, 
that we were regaled with a feast of reason and a flow of 
soiil. The toasta were manv and the responses happy.— 
The first one propoaed was “ The Jamestovm : that Boast- 
ed Bulwark of our (rlorious JNation.” Our Uommander 
made a patriotic reply, a snmmary of which it was our 
earnest intention to secure. But circumatances alter cases. 
During the most effective part, while we were bnsily ply- 
ing a pencil and catching each phrase as it feli, a audden 
movement among the assembled guests caused us to look 
for an instant in the direction where all eyes were turned. 
Were we dreaming or mad < Nelther. There beneath 
the triumphal areh which reared itse.f at the entrance to 
the banquet hall stood Willie, and in his hand was a rope 
to the other end of which was attaclied hia long loat dog. 
A smile lit up the face of the proprietor of the erring one, 
and the latter wagged his tail with joy. From frienda of 
both parties we learned that while the procession was 
moving down the avenue, our brave ensign had caught 
sight of his early love, who had travereed the snow-oapped 
meuntains and alkaline deserts to meet liiw. One jump 
and they were in each othersanns. It had been supposed 
that the poor canine had met lier death at the hand of 
some assassin; but lionesty and virtue triumphed and the 
two old Sriends who had parted at Frisco metat .Newport 
and true love waa rewarded. The hand played “ Old Dog 
Tray Ever Faithfuland the bole tar took his seat ainid 
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the approving nods of the oompany, while the ever con¬ 
stant cur cliewed on a bone at hia feet. 

It had been previously arranged that our First Lieuten- 
ant should respond to the toaet, “ The 2\>rt?mouth: the 
Deposed Sovereign of the Seas.” He was known to liave 
collected an immense amonut of statisties, showing that 
nothing save a national calamitv eould prevent the «hip 
in which wfe served from lieating the 'round the Horn 
record of our rival hy at least a week. To our great sur- 
prise we diseovered that at the last moment he had aban- 
<ioned the task and ignoniinionsly flown by the lir6t train 
for Washington. No one made an ontward complaint, 
but no doubt several said to tliemselves “ by gcrsU,” or 
something worse. 

We were rou.sed from ti*e tnelancholy into whieh this 
sad event had sunk na, by an exquisitely rendered rausical 
nicmbcr. Two gmy hrurod Eneigns eung that mighty old 
melodv “Larboard Watch, Ahoy!” aocompanying them- 
selves 011 guilars, Graudly suug, a» otily tkey eould »iug 
it, the delieious strains falling on our ears like the wild 
ahriek of the “squedunk ” with ita harmonious “tin-can ’’ 
and rosined string. 

There is a certain glainour hanging o’er the “ Stage”— 
not that lumhering old vehicle in which our forefather?- 
traveled, but the temple of Melpomene and Thalia. We 
were not. wrong in expenting an intellectnal treat in the 
remarks that were to follow up that fruitful theme; the 
moro eo wlien it wae kriown who wae to bo tho epoakor. 
He arose—our tragedy-loving navigator—ar.d in measured 
tones began a seleetion from Ilamlet. A vellow-wai&ted 
wasp, wheeling in his flight as if attracted by the noise 
witliin, carae busszing tlirough the open svindow just ar 
the “ shooter of the sun ” was cxdaiming “ Avaunt! and 
quit rav sigbt. Thy bones are marrowlcss.” The wasp 
took this as u persona! afFront; his bones might be mar- 
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rowleas but his business end was in working orcer, which 
fnet he forthwitli proved by a well directed blow at hi* 
traducer’* nose. The tragedian howled in agony; the 
andience applauded, thinking it all in tbe plav, until the 
unliappy nose liegau to swell to tlie size and shape of a 
cucumber. ’Twas then he feli, the noblest Roraan of 
tbem all—feli under the table, and n as left there a victim 
to circumstantial evidence. 

Miibic having chamia to aooth the ea vage, onc of onr 
Lieutenants volunteered to singaselection from a Japanese 
opera that he had heard while in Tokio. The air was a 
taking one, and we noticed that each verse ended in lond 
eries for “ Jolinny Keene, 1 ’ (whoever that gentleman 
might have been,) who also fonned the principal factor 
of the chorus. The Lieutenant exp.ained that Mr. John- 
nj Koene was one of the Thirty-iseven Ruuiiis, and the 
hero of the opera. The song and the explanation met 
with well merited approbation. 

The pleasure of the eveuing narrowly escaped being 
marred by a jiiisundtrsUuidiiig about wbo should reply to 
the tcast, “ The Training System: the Cradle of the 
American Navy.”' There were three candidates. The 
eldest of them liased his claim on length of Service, and 
did not carc to bc depoaed by tho young mon who, at the 
last momen t, had succeeded liirn as Professor of Practieal 
and Academic Branches, as taught on the Jamestown .— 
The tliird aspirant was a disappointed Midshipman who 
Kaw a long-looked-for opportunity for opening the vials 
of his wrath and pouring the contenta thereof upon the 
navy in general. A collision was only avoided by getting 
up an “ auction pool ” on the resuit. Infancy drew the 
“ Fourth of July,” and old age a hlank, leaving youth in 
possession of the “ tield.” Flushed with vietoiy the sur- 
vivor gave the original toast tlie cold 6houlder, and drew 
from his poekct a wcll thumbod manuscript headed “The

Constellatione,” fron» which he read copious selectione. 

One gentlcman, at least, during the tn&ny who made 
specches, was a complete master of his subject. Tliis was 
the scientific log-hcaver. He replied to the tuast “ Wo- 
man,” and in the eourse of his remarlts said : “ There 

are raany kiuds of woinen. Tlie woinan with tlie iron 
jaw, woman’s rights, and the woman in white! But who 
of tliese cau compare with tlie wasli-woiiian—llial para- 
gon of ali that is heautiful ? I have seen the duskf dam- 
sels of the Occidental Itidies skimming over the waves in 
thcir frail barks to elaim our clothing. 1 liave seen the 
renidens foir who wrostlo with lincn in Franoc, Gcrmaiiy, 
and Italy. But down iti the depths of my lieart there is 
ever a corner for the peer of all of thcm—the lovely 
laundress of Newport. Sirens of the soapy snds, I grcet 
you. T^ng may ynnr well-fillod clothea-linea wave, o’or 
the land of the ‘b’iled shirt’ and the homeof the brave.” 

The dntiee of the reporter are not always of the most 
pleasant, and we now come to the sad part of our tale. 
The striet attention to all t.bo litt.le inatters of “ Soeial 
Etiqnette and Home Culture,” page 235, which so 
strongly marked the tirst stage of the hanquet, hegau 
uow to slowly fall away. Cimos nsurped the place of 
order, and ruled with easy liand. Would that our mnd- 
dled brain could recall all that happened. Dim visions 
flit before our eyes—fantasies that we fain wonld catch, 
but oannot. Did we dream it, or was it true tliut au 
officer of high rank declared hiraself a terror frotn Massa- 
chusetts, and attempted to sing a song commeneing, “ O 
Malden ! a gem of the ocean; a land of salrpctre and 
sand.” Did tlie Colonei from Georgia and thefair-haired 
inan frotn South Caroliua really get into an altercation 
about the status of 1 og and liominy in Southern society ? 
I» it nossible that the cx-Secretary of tlie Patagonian 
Navy threw his friend with the fire-tong legs into 
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the punch bowl, because the latter called hira an animated 
liberty pole ? and then an otherwise sedate Master danced 
a Highland fling in company with a State dignitary ? 
Certainly the gemletnen conld never so far forget them- 
eelves as to make “ jimmy-rick-shaws” and “ Band-pans” 
out of chaire and tables, or to make believe that tliey were 
“ Fnglish, yon know ; jnst from London.” These must 
ali be the outgrowths of a diseased imagination. But 
the fact remains, that the rr.eeting broke np in great dia- 
order. Later on in the morning, before the dawn, solitary 
figures could be eeen tacking and wearing, or backing 
and filling, all pointing for the New York boat, and ap- 
proachirg it by a loxodroinic curve. The whistle sonnd- 
ed, the bell rang, the paddlea htgan to revolve, and the 
Bristol moved alowly away. Onr friends, where were 
tliey ? Sixteen of thein are known to have been elioved 
into the bridal chamber. Thirteon more were afterwarda 
unearlhed. They met en the hurrieane deck, and chanted 
sadly, as the glimmeriug landttcape faded away : 

“ We won’t go home ’till morning, 

'Till dajlight doth appear.” 

“ Once more, fellows ! A rouaer thia time.” 

“ We worit —we vnnH —well, you jnat bet your life 
we woh’t !”

Week opened with cloudy and squally weather, wind 
N’ly and W’ly. Dnring middlc and latter part of week 
geaerolly olear, with wind S’ly and W’ly in gencrul dirce- * 
tion. On Tucsday at about 8 p. m., was etruck by a vio¬ 
lent squali froui W. S. W. Heavy rain. 

Araong the subjecte for thought whicli appeared in a 
recent nuraber of “9' 51",” was the “ Distrihution of 
Fresh Water on Board Sliip.” Ii: thesedaysof itnprove- 
ments in naval affaira, when so mnc.lt stross ia laid on the 
Bubject of thick or thin 6ides of iron or Steel for onrships, 
rifle or smooth bore for our ordnance, it is no wonder 
that a subjcct of sucli lowly iiiiportaucc ns a water brcttker 
should have escaped tbe notiee of the Advisory Board, 
and, indeed, the attention of nearly every practical mind- 
ed olBcer in the servicc. While changes are heing tnade 
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ili evcry departn ent that attende to the fitting oat of 
tsliips, titia relic of the days of Noah elinge to the Allow- 
atice hook, an incnmbrance to the decke and the innocent 
canee of more ill-expended labor tlian one wonld enppoee 
from ite liuinble proportione. Witli ;he exuoption of con¬ 
veniende in boate, the water breaker has not a eingle re- 
deeming fcatnre. It (tomes on hoard ehip as an eight to 
ten gallon oask, witli the bitng-hole in the tnost inacoeeei- 
ble place, unprovided witli even a leather lip to gnide 
the stream of water, and entircly at the merey of the 
tirst noli when in a seawav. Tlie Department that 
isence it, tlinke its duty done when it hae passed the port 
sili; and mtln*r tlian niake reqnieition for leather and 
timber, prefere tu provide it liplese and cradlelees. It ie 
needlcee for ine to culi voiir attention to the dnily strug 
gles of the servante witli theee affairs; their staggerings 
tu and from the fore hatcli wlien drawiug the allowance ; 
their prodigioue feats of balancing in ohtariing water frotn 
tliem, not to speak of the nnineroue laebitigs atid nnlash- 
iugs neceeeary in eacli case. You are ali familiar witli 
the eight. My intention is to place before yon the prae- 
ticablitv of abandoning tliem altogether. One diflBculty 
—that of drawing fnnn thein—might be obviated by in- 
trodueing the ordinary faucet; Init away witli tliem alto¬ 
gether, relegHte tliem to tuolaseee and vinegar; bnt let 
onr water lie dietrilnited in another way, wliicli beeides 
heing a tlmueand timee more convenient, involves the 
outlay of little or no labor. Let oaoh oHieer’s mea be 
providcd witli a tank, fitting ovcrheail, capableof holding 
cnoiigli for a daily allowance. This tank need not ex- 
tend below the beatus, capaeity heing gained in area 
rntlier tlian deptli. Connect cach one of theee tanks and 
tlie ecuttle hntt by means of an indi pipe, leading along 
the eidee of the berth deck, wliere it could he ntilized as 
a bag jack-stay, to a large force-pnmp at tlie fore hatcli, 
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the feed pipe being conneeted with a recciving tank in 
the bold. Knowing the dcliverj per slroke «if this puinp, 
or by using a plain watergange on each tank,thu amount 
neceesary for each one could easily l>e regulnted. EhcIi 
tank Bhould of couree, Ito in connection with the pantry, 
and by a system of pipes and cockft, perfectly simple n 
thera&elves, and not taking up any room, water conld be 
diBtributed to any place in the officere’ quartere. I can 
not conceive of any objection to tliie piari where the fit- 
tings are carefully attended to; hut should tbey l»e too 
elaborate, there are a dozen other ways, any of wliich 
wonld be vastly superior to water breakers for the distri- 
bution of freeh water on board ship.

Lieutenants 
of loug Hlaiidlng forgot their rank and jostled uupretend- 
ing Midskipmen in the most frieudly manner. Every 
one was anxious to get & sitting.

PART I.—PACIFIC OCEAN. 


Seoticn I. San Franchco to N. E. Trades. —Imme- 


diately on making oiu offing from the Qolden Gate, we 
picked up tl»e prevalent uortherly winds, and carried 
thera as a steady stiff breeze to 24° N. and 119° W. The 
weather wae ciear and pleasant, and the current the nsual 
eoas: stream, eetting to the soothward with a mean veloc- 
ity of about 0.6 knots per hour. The barometer, how- 
ever, was unusually high, as is ehown by the following 
tablc:

These figures raay be aecounted for by the fact that 
there had been a calm of! the coast for soine time previou6 
to our departnre, and that consequently the Polar wind 
blew with more than ita cuatoinary force, thus causing a 
rise in the mercury. 

Siction IL The Trade Wind Rkoion. —On March 
7th, in 23° K. 119° W., we were just within the trade 
wind belt laid down for this seasoe, and the wind shifted 
to northward and eastward, and eaetward, with a gradu - 
ally falling barometer. 

The N. E. trades were more or less squally, varying 
from a freeh to a gentle breeze. The cnrrent westerly, 
with a velocity of 0.5 knots per hour. In 10° N., 119° 
W., with threatening weather, the S. E. trades set in, and 
with ciearing weather we carried tliem across the Equator 
to 13° S. and 129 a W., where they were lost. They 
never blew as strongly as the N. E. The current was 
generally 0.9 knots, westerly except just after we loet the 
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S. E. trades, wlien there wa3 a slight set to the sonthward 
and eastward. 

The anomalie» presented in the trade zoae were, there- 
fore, as follows : The N. E. winds shojld not have bcen 
as steady as the S. E.; they were both steadier and 
stronger. They should * have been carried to 5° N.; 
whercas the S. E. 8« it» at 10° N. In fact, the wind 
ehanged so gradnallv that it was diffienlt to draw any di- 
viding line between the two trades. There was no eqaa- 
torial calm, nor any counter current The belt of S. E. 
trades, laid down for Mareh, as existing between 6" N. 
27° S.,ended with ua atl3°S., and the wind, froin the line 
to this parallel, never blew more than a gentle breeze. 

The baroraeter, tliough 0.4 in. above the normal at 
23° N., feli to it» proper height—29.95 in.—on Crossing 
the Equator, and was 30.06 in. at 13° S. 

Section III. Fkom 13° S. to 30° S.—After leaving 
13° S. we experieneed the moet aromalous wreather. A 
short calm was, on March 25th, eucceeded by a light 
breeze from the northward and westward, and a long 
swcll from tlie same direotion. The wind becaine squally 
and strong as it hanled to the westward, with vivid light- 
ning. From the electric phenomena and the low barom- 
eter (29.79 in.), it may l>e inferred that there had been 
an equinoctial storm in tlie'neighborhood of the Marqje- 
sfts Islands. Yariable winds are not nncotnmon in this 
arehipelago; and wlien the trades are interrupted, violent 
gales Bometimes affect large areas of the Pacific. 

Between 20° and 25° S., and 120° and 125’ W., both 
wind and wcather were exceedingly variable. Between 
25° and 30° S., north-westerly and westcrly winds pre- 
vailed, with oecasioral heavy rain squalis, during which 
wind hanled to the westward. The sea, however, was 
smontli ; and the harorneter remaired near the normal 
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(29.89), showing fl at the atmoapheric disturbtnoe wh- 
local. 

Section IV. The South Temperate Zone. —We had 
uow, 011 April 4th, passed tlie extreme trade wind limit. 
and from 31° S., 123° W., to 33° S., 117° W., expcri- 
enced southerly and westerly winds, which were-at tiuiea 
vcry fresi i, and generally squali/. These winds occasio n 
ed little or no current. Tlie barometer had lieen gradu 
ally going up from 29.99 in. to 30.34 in., and stili rising. 
The S. W. winds slionld have growu stronger. Instead, 
a calui; and tlien, on April lOtli, a northerly wind, blow- 
ing at first stiffly from N. E., with dearing weather and. 
stranger stili, tlie luereury stili rising, until on tlie llth. 
in 43° S., it attaiued the extraordinary lieight of 30.52 in. 

We held the N. wind until reaehing 49° S. and 103 
W., the weather gradually hecoming damp and finali/ 
rainy, and the breeze iucreasing to a gale toward the 
lowcr latitudo. In all tliis rcgion tho glus® ncvcr onec 
foretold the eoming of the wind, but invariably aeted 
with it. In fact, tlie forcte of tlie wind at the momen? 
conld bc knowu by noting the fluctuation in the level of 
raercurv. On April 15th, tlie barometer reached 29.50 in. 
jnet as tlie northerly wind had expended its foree. 

Sechon V. Capis Horn Rkgion.— On April 15th, in 
b0° S. and 101° W., we cntered the region of the “ bravc 
westerly winds,” and exporienced them during the re- 
mainder of the passsge to the Horn with all their charae 
teristics as deseri hed in the SaiJing Directione. First, n 
gale from tlie South, with hail and sleet, barometer as lou 
as 29.33 in. and rising after wind had expended its foree. 

Between j>0° and 55° S., and 90° and 95° W., west¬ 
erly and nortW-woetorly winds prevailed with sudden arui 
strong sliifts to S. W., and cold sleety weather; the wind 
hecoming a gale near 85° W., the baroineter rising and 
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reaching 29.91 in. afier the wind had abated to a stiff 
brceze. 

Botwccn 65° and 60° S., and 76° and 80° W., wc loy 
to in a very strong gale from tho northward. Barometer 
continually falling, urith the wind, from 29.82 in., to 29.26 

in. The mercnry thcn rose to 29.37 in., bnt in another 
gale at 57° S., it again feli with the wind to 28.82 in. 
On April 22d, at 1 p. m., the forne of the wird wm 11, 
deviation N. N. W., and at 4 p. m., the glass read 28.66 

io. fcfter the wind had abated. Thia was the end of the 
bad weatlier in the Pacific, and we passed the tneridian 
of the Eorn in 58 u 30' S., with plea&ant weather, light 
easterly airs and a calm, April 24th, 52 days from San 
Francisco. 

PART II.—THE ATLANTIC OCEAN. 

Sectioh I. Cape Horn Begion. —We entered the At¬ 
lantic with calm, foggy weather, and variable winds, ac- 
companied with rain and 6leet. We carried this weather 
to the northward and eastward of the Falkland Islands. 
The current near this group branching into two streams, 
setting around the eastern and Western ends of the Archi- 
pelago. We also noticed the frequent changes in the 
temperature of the sea water, as meutioued in Ilie Sailing 
Directione. 

For two days after leaving the meridian of the Horn. 
the barometer averagec 0.06 inches below the normal, 
and at one time sunk as low as 28.82 inches, in 58° S. and 
61° W., tho light broczo rcmaining Btoody at S. by E. 
The mercury then gradu ally rose to 29.54 inches, in 55° 
S., and 60° 30' W.; but with no perceptible effect on 
wind or weather. 

The winde between 50° and 55° S., had more decided 
westings in them, they never blew stronglv for any length 
of time, and rain and sleet accompanied the S. W. wind. 
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It may be well to note, here, that we obtained Beveral 
cast6 of the lead over Pottinger’s bank. The soundings 
agreed with those laid tlown upon the chartB. Vesaels 
un&ble to sight Cape Ilurn can thus apprcxim&tely de- 
termine the error of their chronometere. 

It will l>e seen by referring to tl»e Cape lior» region 
of the Pacitic, that a marked fall in the barometer was in 
ali cases aocompunied with more or less wind, whereas in 
the Atlantic, the mercury not only kept well below the 
normal but sudden changes meant nothing, as far as wind 
or weather wore oonoorned. 

Sbction II. The South Temperate Zonk. —On May 
lst in 47° S., and 46° W., we experienced a heavy, though 
short gale from K. W. The barometer having heen 
slowly rising to the normal 29.74 in., jnst as the gale 6et 
in, feli with the wind to 29.47 in., just as the lull came; 
this storin waa sueceeded, on May 3rd, by a calm, and, on 
May 4th, by another gale from northward and westward, 
lasting for eight hours. The mercury feli 0.06 in., during 
the firat hour of this blow, and reached 29.54 in., when 
the wind was the stormiest. 

The wind during the next two davs wa6 very variable, 
both in direction and force; the barometer tending to- 
wards the normal 28.80 in., but always below it. 

On May Oth, in 42“ 6., and 34“ W., the weather again 
became tlireatening, and the mercury feli from 29.78 in., 
to 29.50 in., when & fierce gale set in from northward, 
carrying the barometer down to 28.90 in. On May 7th, 
during this gale, we experienced the roughest eea of the 
whole erui se. 

The wind then gradually hauled to the westward, the 
southward, and southward and eastward, during the uext 
fi ve days, during which timeitnever blewmore than afresh 
hreeze. The current suddenly changing on May 8th—with 

37 
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a rise in tlie temperature of tlie sea-water—from an easterly 
to a north-westerly set. Towards 30° S., the stream be- 
came more westerly, the average velocity being about 1 
knot per hour. 

On May 12th, the barometer having been well aho\e 
the noraial, suddenly feli from 30.00 in. to 29.81, during 
a tliree houre strong gale from the eastward, the mercury 
then sunk 0.07 in. lower after the hlow was over. 
This was onr last storm in the South Atlantic, and for 
three days we had the traditional west winds of this 
region; the barometer grudually rising to tho normal 
30.06 in., in 23° S., and 23 3 W. The anomali es of wind, 
weather and barometer were less in this region than n 
any we had as yet passed through sint» leaving San 
Francisco. 

Section III. TheS. E. Trade Wind Beo ion. —Tlie 
ship was on May 26th on the liorders of the Trades, in 
22° S., and after a calm and variable airs for two days, 
the easterly wind set in, in 20° S., and 23° West, tlie spot 
laii down for May in the Sailing Directions. 

The wind was generally well to the eastward ; liegin- 
ning as a stiff breeze, it gradually liecame inore moderate, 
carried us aerosa the Line, and left ns in 5° N., and 36° 
W. The barometer though ranging from 0.2 in. to 0.02 
in., above the normal, showed few fluctuatione. 

Tlie current was westerly with an average velocity of 
nearly 1 knot per liour, and tlie usnal peculiarities of the 
trade wind region were observed. 

Section IV. The Equatoriad Calm-belt, and N. E., 
Trade Wind Re»ion. From May 28th to 30th, wo wcre 
in tlie Doldrums, with the customary 6howers and disa- 
greeable weather, tlie current however was stili setting ro 
the westward, although at this season there sliould liare 
been an easterly drift. 
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One degree north of the Bouthern limit of the trades 
for June, the wind came out from N. E. hy N., in 7° N., 
and 38° W., and on May 31 Bt, settled down to a stiff 
breeze from N. E., and gradually hauling to the eastward 
und soutliward and eastward, oarried us to 24° N. and 62° 
W. The current through this region waa westerly and 
southerly and westerly, witli an average velocity of 0.6 
knots to 20° N. The harometer varied slightly from the 
uormal and ahowed few fluctuatione. 

. Section V. From the N. E. Trades to Newport, R. 
I.—We should ha ve carried the trades to 28° N. at thi6 
season, but light westerly airs and calms prevailed from 
June 9th to 17th, when, in 30° N. and 66° W. a steady 
wind set in from westward, and southward and westward, 
earrying ns t.o 36* N. and 71° W. We then, on t.he night. 
of June 19tli and 2ftth,cro88ed the Grlf Stream.the wind 
incrcaaing suddcoly at the Southern cdgc to a heavy galc, 
accompanied witli heavy ani very warm rain. The low 
dense clouds were charged with electricity, and the ba- 
rometer feli from 30.00 in. to 29.85 in. in five houre, 
rising again to 30.00 in. as the weather improved during 
the next ten houre. During the remainder of the voyage 
we experieneed light nortlierly and westerly winds, and 
at 1 a. m., June 23d, eighted Montaok light, dead ahead. 
We ar.chored in Newport harbor at 11 a. m., 112 days 
ar.d one hour from San Franciscr». 
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SOME FACTS IN THE HISTORY OF THE 
JAMESTOWN. 

Launched at Gosport, Va., in 1844. Tonnage 888. 
Lengtli between perpendiculare 163 fect. Draft 13 feet. 
Beara 36 feet. Best sailing triin 6 te 18 iudies by tlie 
stem. 

Sister sliip to Port&movth. 

Greatest speed, 11 knots on tlie wind; 13 knots, wind 
free. 

The Jamestown, Coinmander Robert B. Cunninghara, 
weat into commiesion for the first time at tlie Navy Yard, 
Gosport, Va., on tlie 25th day of December, 1844, at 
9 a. m. 

That she started out a “araut” ship the following 
quotation from lier log of three days later, is sufficient 
evidenee: “ Puriished the following. men with 12 laslies 

of the cat, each for figliting and disorderly cor.duct, viz 
liere follow six names. 

“Jan. 1, 1845. Tlie U. S. S. Pbrtsmouth wa6 towed 
up to the Navy Yard.” 

' Jan. 23, 1845. “Hoisted the broad pennant of Com- 
modore C. W. S. Skinner.” 

Jan. 25, 1345. The I\>rtsinoutfi and the %/amsgtown 
got underway together, and stood out to sea. For two 
weeks they kept coinpany, noting eadi others points Iike 
gladiators before the fight; presumably from this time 
dates tlie Ja7ne.stt>wn'g faeulty of beating, a lialiit that we 
know ehe haa not lost. In a gale of wind on the 7th of 
February, in Lat. 28° 55'N., Long. 35° 17'W., “Lost 
siglit of a sail, supposed to be the Portsvwuik , broad off 
the lee bow. : ’ 

On the 17th of February, the Jamestuvm reaehed Por¬ 
to Praya, and here we liave ineontrovertible proof that 
she was cut out for a sailer, destined for many gales and 
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many cliiriutes, in the following entry in her log for the 
19th: “ Received frora the U. S. Storeship Eris, 8 bar- 
rela of \\7iitkey, 6 barrels of Beans" 

Theee few evidence» of future greatnefw, aa they e&y in 
hiqgraphies, are all tliat 6paee allow; thenceforward her 
logs are a reeital of races, adventuros, gales, and ineidents 
accompanying voyage6 to all known aeas. “ 9' 51".” is tt 
chapter from the volumes of her hfetory, enlivened and 
exaggerated perhaps, hut with no more material tlian 
another. 

On the 27th of June, 1846, she left Porto Praya, 
homeward bound, and on Aug. 16, of the same year, at 
the Boston Yard, alie tennitiated her first coitunission. 

Prior to her next ernise, the maat.R of the Jamestoton. 
whieh had previously raked eonsiderably, were etayed 
nearly upright, and suUequently both the heighth of lier 
musta and the aize of her vards were reduued, an she had 
a reputation of being top-heavy. During her recent 
cruise around the Horn, it took very little wind to give 
the ship a tdight list, but onee “ down to lier bearinge,’* 
she was very stiff and lieeled no more with ati increase in 
the breeze. 

The following desoription of the Jamestown's secoml 
cruise, is kindly eontribnted by Capt. R. B. Forhes: 

On tlio 22d of February, 1847, Boston merchants pe- 
titioned Congress for the loan of one or more sliips of the 
United States, for the purpose of carrying provisions to 
the famine strickea people of Irelaud. Througli tlie 
active instrumentality of the Hon. R C. Winthrup, a 
joint rcsolution was passod on the third day of March. 
on the very ove of tlie clohing of the sesssion, of whieh I 
give von a full copy.

At the second sessim hegan and held at the city of 
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Washington on the seventh (lay of L>ece:ul»er, cighteen 
hundred and forty-six— 

A resolution authorizing the employment of the United 
States Ships Macedonia» and Jameetuum in transporting 
provisum» for the fiuuibliitig poor of Ireland and Scotland. 

Rfeolved, Bv the Senate and Houge of Represent&tives 
of the United States of America, in Congress assemhled, 

Tliat the Secretary of the Navy 1«, and he is hereby 
autlmrized lo place at the disposition of Captatu George 
C. DeKay of New Jersey, the United States Ship Mace- 
donian , for the purpose of transporting to the famishing 
puor of Ireland and Scotland, such contributione as mav 
bc inadc for thcir rclicf ; and tliat tlic Sccrctary bo aleo 
nutborized to place at the disposal of Captain Robert B. 
Forhes of Boston, the United States Sloopof War James 
town, for the like purpose, or if the Secretary shall he of 
opinion that the pcblic intereat will be better subserved 
tliereby, he is authorized to despatch said vessels upon the 
service aforesaid as public Ships.

Wherenpon, the Secretary .T. Y. Mason, crdered Cap¬ 
tain F. H. Parker, Commandant of the Navy Y ard, Bos¬ 
ton, to remove ali but two guns ; to fit the Ship for sea 
and to place her at the disposal of the writer. 

The ship was placed at my disposal because my namc 
happened to be at the head of the list of Boston mer- 
chante alluded to. I immediately placed her capacity at 
the ditpoeal of the committee of relief cougisting of 
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prominent tnerchants ovor whom Josiah Quincy, Jr., the 
rnayor of Boston, presided. 

Onthel7thday of March, (St. Patrick’s Day) the 
sliip hpgan toreceive oargo, puton hoard by Irishmen. On 
the 26th the loading was finished ; on Snuday the 
28tli, al 8:80 a. i«., »hu cast oft froin the Navy Yard and 
uent to sea with a favorable'breeze accompanied by the 
tug boat R. B. Forfte* containing the meinbers of 
the rclief cominittee.' Ofi' Boston Light, the tng was or- 
tlerod to corne under the port quarter of the ehip when 
Mr. Phillips, the pilot, was dropped on to lier deck by . 
means of the spanker vaug. On the 12th of April at 
3:30 o’cloek p. in., anehorerl in the outer harbor of Cerk, 
and soon aftervvards roeeived & visit from an otiieer of the 
flag sliip Crocodile, proffering the Services of Adrn. Sir 
Htigh Pigot. On the 22d of April, At 3:30 p. m., the 
Jain&itnvn left lier anchnrage and proceeded to sea in 
tow of Her Majesty’s steamer Zephyr, and at 5 she cast 
cff. On Snnday, May i5th, at 9 a. m., eaine to off the 
Navy Yard, Boston, exactly seven weeks from the start. 
The eamc pilot whs fonnd off Boston Light to take ae in. 

Tho crew of the sliip on this memorahle voyage con- 
6isted of the following persons: 

R. B. Forlios; Messra. F. W. Maeondray, cliiof mate ; 
Jatne6 D. Farwell, 2d mate, voluntcers. Messr6. Foote 
and Wliite, 3d and 4th mates, on pay. Dr. Lutlier 
Parkfr, volnnteer ; and a crew of 43 tnen. 

To go into a tuli history of the voyage wonld occupy 
too inucli sparo. I shall therefore close this brief sketeh 
by 8aying tlrat the cargo consisted of about 800 toqs of 
provisione, contribnted by the people of New Englaiid, 
and costing ntarly §39,000, of whieh Boston contribnted 
fthont $30,000. A collectiori w«6 taken up in the clr orches 
of Boston aniounting to §3,076.69, to defray the co6t of 
niamiing and vietnaling the ship, of whieh snm $l,36i>.12 
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were retnmed to the relief committee, ahowing the cost 
of the voyage to havc been only $1,711.52. Thia amall 
outlay wae owing to the fact that provisione, ice, wages, 
ehronometers and other thinga were eontrihnted by indi- 
vidnale, and by the Britieh Government through Admiral 
Pigot. 

This sketeh wonld be incomplete withont stating the 
fact or the caueee ot’ the fact—that on our tvtum on the 
Qth of May, the Macedoni an was olf the battery at New 
York, with only about 2600 barrele of cargo on board. 

. The Boston Relief Committee at my reqnest, oftered to 
finish the lading and did ae, by aending about 5000 
barrela on hoard ; the Jdill of Lading wasplaeed in charge 
of the Rev. E. T. Taylor, the Sliip sailed in Jnne, and 
retnrned in Octaber. The large expenses were paid by 
Uapt. DeKay, amounting to about $30,000. After aonne 
delay he recovered nearly the whole amount from Con- 
greaa and soon after died. 

The eontrast. hetween the two voyagea waa very mark- 
ed ; one fnll of sympathy and pleasure, the other full of 
trouble and regrete.”

Exeentive Offieer during lier 6tay iu this port. It will 
give an idea of somc of tlic duties a man-of-war can per- 
tbrm withont going to sea. 

“ Built houses, wharves and boatu. Cieam! forests. 
Developed and eneonraged tisheriet. Locatcd and wurk- 
ed minea. Bnn u govern luent. Tried and pnnished of¬ 
fendere. Establiahcd and eupportcd echoole—Stmday «nd 
day. Governed tribea ot' Indians far and near. Traveled 
thoiisands of miles iu steam lautiches in winter and autu¬ 
mer. Kept order and regnlarity withont det&iled instrue- 
tions, and performed inore work and made less noise 
ahont it tlian any other Ship in the 6ervice. 

We made extensive surveys, and discovered manv dau- 
gers to navigation. We opened new routes and shortened 
old oues. We tended the 6ick, fed the hungry, sheltered 
the homele66, snpplied the destitute, and buried the dead. 
We set the traveler and rvanderer on his w ay and pro- 
tcctcd hiin thorcin. Wc abolishcd elavcry, made and cn- 
forced treaties betweeu tribes, gottlod disputes of long 
standing, and stcpped aetual warfare. We tanght im- 
pr« rident savages cleanliness and thrift. W e extinguishcd 
fires.
